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AROUND THE WORLD IN MINIATURE 


By JULES CHARBNEAU 


A’ I sit here in my apartment in 

San Francisco and gaze at the 
Pacific Ocean, a flood of memories 
of our last trip around the world 
taken in 1932, comes back to me. 
The main object of that trip was to 
pursue my hobby of collecting the 
world’s finest, smallest curiosities 
from foreign countries. This was my 
fourth trip around the world. Dur- 
ing the past 40 years, I’ve visited 54 
different countries obtaining minia- 
tures in each. My collection now in- 
cludes more than 28,500 articles. 

Until we can resume travel again 
I will be content to take “Armchair 
Cruises”, and if you’d like to come 
along on this one, I’ll relate the 
stories of some of the miniatures I 
collected on that last trip around the 
world, 








Before we leave our own shores, 
I want to emphasize, that some of 
the finest items in my collection were 
made righ; in the United States; jew- 
elers, skilled craftsmen and amateurs 
have made beautiful articles. For ex- 
ample I have a perfect working mod- 
el of a white enamel electric range, 
with heating surfaces that will heat 
on a reduced current of six volts; the 
little oven door opens and shelves 
slide out. This whole affair is. 2x22”, 
A companion. piece is an electric re- 
frigerator, withice freezing tray 
compartments, hinged door and 
shelves that slide out; it is 114x2”. 


A young in in Washington, D. C., 
made a scaled replica of the Benj- 
amin Franklin printing press. The 
original from which it was copied now 
stands in the Smithsonian Institution 
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in Washington, D. C.; tiny newspa- 
pers were actually printed on this 
miniature 

I am very proud of my world’s 
smallest radio station, which was de- 
veloped by N. B. C. engineers. It has 
a three-inch transmitter and has a 
4-mile radius, and it transmits over 
short wave. It was presented to me 
by the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany. Another gift presented to me 
was the smallest pipe from the larg- 
est theatrical pipe organ in the world. 
It is %”x2”. The organ stands in 
Radio City Music Hall in New York, 
where I have shown the collection 
four times. Longest run was 15 
weeks. The largest pipe stands 64 
feet high; there are 120,000 pipes in 
the organ, which cost more than 
$100,000. 

People often ask me what the 
smallest thing in my collection is; I 
think it is the inscription, made by an 
American, cut with a diamond point 
on glass, of the entire Lord’s Prayer 
or 294 letters on a space the size of 
the point of a needle. The entire 
Bible contains over three million let- 
ters and had he written this using the

same ratio he could have placed it on 
1-49th of a square inch, or twice the 
size of a pin head. We have it mag- 
nified 800 times and it is very legible. 

The sterling silver tea sets, coffee 
sets and flat silverware made by 
American silversmiths are unequaled 
anywhere. I have two chairs and a 
table on an ordinary pin head; the 
workmanship is perfect. The most re- 
cent addition to my collection is a 
solid gold coffee set, with cream pitch- 
er, sugar bowl, one cup and saucer 
and the hinged lid coffee pot. All fit 
on a tiny gold tray one-half the size 
of a dime. 

Just a word about miniatures from 
Mexico. The most delicate crochet 
work is done by older women, who 
have a highly developed sense of feel- 
ing in their fingertips, some of the 
minute stitches taken in crocheted tea 
sets made of the finest thread is done 
by almost blind women, They manip- 
ulate the work by sense of feeling. 
Cups, saucers and even spoons small 
enough to rest on the nail of your 
little finger are all hand crocheted. 
Dressed fleas from Mexico are inter- 
esting. I have about 20 pairs, includ- 
ing a bride and groom. The bride 
wears a white silk gown and bridal 
veil, carries a bouquet, and the groom 
is in full dress. 

Leaving America we visited Hawaii 
first. Beautiful little shells and flow- 
er pictures are cherished mementoes 
from the Islands, 

In Manila we marveled at the won- 
derful minute ebony carvings of na- 
tive daily life scenes done by the Fili- 
pinos. From Baguio we procured a 
complete set of rattan furniture, that 
fits on a saucer. From New Guinea 
we got a set of very rare Bollimus 
sea shells, the only known shells that 
have a right and left lobe. Another 
South Sea island produced a fine or- 
ange cowry shell, which is also very 
rare. A Moro Datta in Zambuango 
had his native craftsmen make a set 
of 50 gold and silver bolo knives and 
kreise. This entire group fits into a 
watch case. From Hongkong we ob- 
tained some of the best Chinese em- 
broideries, made by boys 10 and 12 
years old, One bit of work was one- 
inch square and had over 400 stitches 
and 20 figures worked into it. 

China is the mecca for miniature 
curiosity seekers. The Chinese possess 
the patience and skill needed to make 
small, perfect articles. Canton is the 
home of the adept, ivory ball carvers. 
There men hew from a solid piece of 
elephant ivory, ivory balls one carved 
within the other, each having a differ- 
ent design. Some take five years to 
complete. Some have as many as 
35 separate balls, one carved within 
the other. I found a carved olive nut 
one-inch long with 100 heads carved 
on it. One of the highlights of my 
collection isa Cantonese nut with 


3,000 perfect gold teaspoons in it. It 
took 20 years to make these spoons. 

Two cast iron musical balls are 
among my prized Chinese possessions. 
They are said to be over 200 years 
old. The Chinese used them to exer- 
cise their fingers. The art of making 
them has been lost. Another one 
of my treasures is a Chinese lady’s 
snuff bottle. It has been painted on 
the inside and the artist used the tip 
of his little finger nail as a paint 
brush. Long fingernails in China are 
guarded by fingernail guards, some 
made of silver, others of tortoise- 
shell. 

From the Imperial household in 
China I received a Chinese bride’s 
miniature sewing chest, 150 years old. 
The 36 pieces are all wonderfully 
carved from ivory. Even the needle 
case has exquisite designs. The chest 
is gold lacquered, handpainted with 
scenes depicting incidents of the 
bride’s early life and wedding cere- 
mony. This one is very rare. 

India also has famous ivory carvers 
and silversmiths. I have a little red 
wiliwili seed, about the size of a 
lady’s smallest finger nail, which con- 
tains 200 perfectly formed ivory ele- 
phants. The natives embed a tiny 
square of ivory in wax to hold it firm, 
then with the tooth of a rat they 
carve the minute elephants. The more 
the rat’s tooth comes in contact with 
the ivory the sharper it becomes. 
Mayor Lallge of Bombay presented 
me with a most delicate carved ivory 
oxen and cart. I now have about 600 
rare ivory articles among my collec- 
tion. 

Indian filigree, silver furniture was 
added to my hobby while I was in 
India. Small dolls from Java and 
Sumatra were found. They are dress- 
ed in gorgeous dancing costumes and 
some have wedding ceremonial out- 
fits. In Cairo, Egypt, I procured a 
miniature replica of King Tut’s 
Sarcophagus. The original in the Cairo 
Museum is made of solid gold, having 
a gold value of $325,000. A Tear 
bottle used about 1500 B. C., found 
in King Thotoni’s tomb is among my 
souvenirs. 

In each country visited I secured 
dolls in native dress, or small money, 
tiny books, postage stamps and other 
Lilliputian items. Many articles were 
brought from Italy, Africa and Spain, 
but it was in France, Switzerland and 


England that I reveled in buying prize © 


miniatures. 


In Paris I bought a French mantel 
clock over 70 years old, a_ perfect 
timekeeper; it is one-inch by one-half 
inch in size, the works were made in 
Switzerland, the case in France. The 
pride of the collection is a three by 
four inch tortoise-shell box. Out of 
a gold filigree lid comes a little bird 
with natural feathers, the beak opens 
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and closes, wings flap and the beau- 
tiful bird turns around; all this time 
a pipe organ in the box is playing; 
air is pumped into a bellows made of 
a bat’s wing. This goes through a 
cylinder and piston making the bird 
sing. The pipe organ bird is over 
100 years old. A similar one is in the 
Louvre in Paris. : 

Carved ivory furniture is exquisite- 
ly done by the Parisians. One set of 
furniture has a 2-inch high writing 
desk, a dressing table, a spinning 
wheel, piano and beautiful settee (3 
inches long). From Bordeaux comes 
a miniature wine tester’s cup. A 
wine set of colored blown glass in- 
cludes a decanter, six glasses and 
tray, all of which fits on a nickel. 

The Lilliputian dishes in my collec- 
tion are worth noting. Several show- 
cases of artistically arranged tables 
are set with complete formal dinner- 
ware, breakfast sets, a bride’s table 
and the barbecue table. Some of the 
most precious sets include, Dresden, 
Limoges, Royal Copenhagen, Haviland 
and Royal Minton. 

I’ve received many compliments on 
my group of small firearms. One set 
of duelling pistols from London, is 
noteworthy. They are less than an 
inch long, made of 15 separate parts; 
there is a powder flask, horn, bullet 
mold and ram rod. They will shoot. 
Other guns include rifles, revolvers 
and pistols. Some shoot a .905 cali- 
ber bullet. 

A minute piece of the Blarney 
Stone I hung by my heels to obtain 
while in Ireland has been my good 
luck charm for years. 

Holland added a cut diamond one 
five-hundredth of a carat with 54 
facets to the exhibit. It is mounted 
in a ring. It will fit on the small 
end of a toothpick. The ring is in 
a ring box, 1-4-inch square. 

Of all my 28,500 miniatures I value 
my jeweled crystal and sardonyx cas- 
ket, presented to me by Queen Mary, 
as most precious. Next is the set of 
Royal Minton, given me by the Hud- 
son Bay Company of Vancouver, B. C. 
This dinner set is a duplicate of the 
one in the Queen’s doll house in Lon- 
don, Each dish has a royal blue and 
gold band, and the crown with the 
tiny initials “M. R.” for Mary Re- 
gina, the Mother Queen of England. 
The dinner plates are the size of a 
quarter. I next value most my per- 
fect model of a Steinway grand piano. 
It fits in the palm of your hand, has 
36 ivory and black keys. It took four 
men six months to make it. I super- 
vised the job. You play the piano 
with tooth picks. The working model 
of a cash register always arouses in- 
terest. You can ring up the money 
sales. When the cash drawer opens 
the bell rings. They said it couldn’t

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SMALL TALK 


By JOSEPH H. GRAY 


OWDY, folks. Meet a fellow who 

goes for little things in a big way. 
I had a story in HOBBIES several 
months ago about my miniature pipe 
collection which at that time num- 
bered 170. By the time this goes 
to press I expect to top 270. My pipes 
are of every description and material, 
and they can all be smoked. Some 
of my latest include a jade pipe from 
India, and an amber and meerschaum 
one from this country which has an 
over-all length of one-eighth inch. 


But pipes are only one small sec- 
tion of my miniatures, for there are 
dolls, guns, pitchers, vases, ivories, 
paintings, carvings, books, games, 
tools, kitchen gadgets, furniture, 
etchings, knitted items, musical in- 
struments, canes and many other 
classifications. 


My collection is the result of a 
little more than five years of inten- 
sive research, and reams of corres- 
pondence. I have foregone many oth- 
er recreations to arrive at a goal which 
has taken other collectors many times 
as long to reach the same volume. 
There are only three limits to what 
I collect. First, it must be really 
tiny; second, each piece must be a real 
work of art, and third, it must be 
authentic. If there are any moving 
parts on the original, the miniature 
must also have them. Of course, price 
might be considered a fourth require- 
ment as being a man of average afflu- 
ence I cannot compete with some of 
the big money men. But generally 
I do pretty well on that score. 


One of my pets is my violin which 
is one and seven-eighths inches long 
and absolutely a perfect violin in ev- 
ery feature. I have never seen a 
finer one. I have an oil painting of 
Washington on the head of a tack, 
Lincoln on a smaller tack and Wash- 
ington again on a pin, and an oil 
painting scene on ivory, which is one- 
thirty-second by two-thirty-seconds of 
an inch. This scene looks like a 
small spot until viewed under a pow- 
erful glass, There is a silhouette of 
a bull fight framed in the eye of a 
needle and an ivory chair perched on 
the head of a pin. 


For those who like games, there 
is a chess set with a board one-inch 
square and pieces one-eighth and one- 
quarter inch high, a set of checkers 
on the same scale, and a deck of cards 


and poker chips to match. A small . 


set of ivory dominoes fit in an ivory 


box one-half inch long. If such games 
have no appeal for you, you can sit 
in a corner with my one-inch stereo- 
scope and look at a group of pictures. 
Or if you like real excitement try a 
slide on my tiny skis. For the young- 
er folks, there is a tiny jumping jack, 
a punch on a stick and a jack in the 
box all of which do their stuff. 


Come into my kitchen and try out 
my utensils, but be careful not to cut 
yourself on my tiny knives. There 
are can openers, potato mashers, pan- 
cake turners, long handled spoons and 
forks, rolling pins, in addition to the 
various kinds of knives. There is a 
five-eighths inch coffee grinder, that 
will really work,and also a half-inch 
meat grinder, complete with worm 
drive and blades. My three-eighths 
inch sifter will do a good job and 
the Dover egg beater can’t be beat. 
This is about one-inch over-all, and 
it took the artist a week to cut the 
gears alone. If you don’t know how 
to operate machinery and have a 
fear of a meat grinder, no matter 
if small, there is a tiny chopping 
bowl and double blade so you can 
do the job by hand. If you will look 
closely at these tiny slivers of wood 
you will find they are perfect clothes 
pins. 

If you will step into my boudoir 
you will find a perfect little six piece 
manicure set with a pair of cuticle 
scissors three-eighths of an inch long, 
a buffer, file, tweezers, cuticle knife 
and orange stick to match, reclin- 
ing on a tiny hand painted tray. 


Time for tea, so we get out the 
three-eighths inch copper tray on 
which I have a complete porcelain tea 
set, teapot, creamer, sugar bowl and 
two cups and saucers. The lid of the 
teapot is separate, as are the saucers, 
and cups and handles are open. Each 
piece is highly hand decorated. In 
unpacking I dropped one of the cups 
and was never able to find it. How- 
ever, it has since been replaced. There 
is a tiny silver coffee service also, al- 
though slightly larger; the tray is the 
size of a small postage stamp. 


While we are looking at very small 
things, let us view this common-look- 
ing pin under a powerful glass and 
note on it, a dining room set, includ- 
ing table, four chairs, sideboard and 
buffet. Looking closer you will find 
dishes on the table and other serv- 
ing pieces. 

And if you will look at this auto- 
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graph of the writer you will find his 
photograph concealed in the period 
after his middle initial. And speak- 
ing of photographs here are the 32 
Presidents, each mounted on a separ- 
ate pin head, 


Wood carvers take notice! Can you 
better this 12-link chain carved from 
a match stick, or this set of a dozen 
different three-fourths-inch pliers each 
carved from a single piece of wood, 
or this one-eighth-inch pair of wood- 
en shoes? 

To give the ladies something to 
hit at, there are a number of tiny 
knit mittens and sox, and a little 
sweater with cap, as well as a minute 
snow suit, tiny doilies, samplers, 
needlepoint, hooked rugs, and colorful 
afghans. My tiniest mittens are about 
one-quarter-inch long, but perfect, for 
even the thumb is open. These; were 
made especially for me by using split 
yarn and two large pins for knitting 
needles. 


Take a look at this one-inch ivory 
figure of Gulliver. If you look close- 
ly at his extended palm you will see 
one of the Lilliputians sitting there- 
on. And this one-quarter-inch statue 
of Liberty, also in ivory, is a little 
gem. It also is mounted on a pin 
head. 


Now you lovers of literature, there 
are dozens of tiny books for you to 
read, but if you will look at this 
ivory bookcase which is about one- 
half-inch square you will find in it a 
12-volume set containing all 75 verses 
of Omar, hand written and hand 
bound in leather. Each book is. less 
than one-eighth of an inch square. 
There is another case with nine vol- 
umes of Edgar Guest. And while on 
the subject of literature we must not 
forget a grain of rice with an eight- 
line poem by your author written in 
pen and ink on one side. 


You have heard of the Lord’s Pray- 
er being engraved on the head of a 
pin. Well I have one written in pen 
and ink, not once but twice on a 
common pin head. It also includes 
the artist’s name, my name and the 
date, a total of 139 words. 


There are many beautiful pieces 
of French porcelain and several won- 
derful pieces of tiny furniture includ- 
ing a half-inch chest of three-draw- 
ers made of wood with a quarter-inch 
wash bowl and pitcher on top. There 
is a tiny wooden folding ladder about 
three-quarters of an inch high, hav- 
ing four steps made from sticks more 
delicate than toothpicks. A one-inch 
kitchen scale with revolving pointer 
on the dial is another novelty. 


My tthree-eighths inch pair of 
brown leather pumps is waiting for 
a real Cinderella who can wear them 
and my workshop contains many 
tools, including wrenches, hammers, 
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planes, pliers, levels, files, and screw 
drivers. 

The ivory department in my minia- 
turia contains many scenes carved 
from single pieces of ivory. There is 
a seed the size of a common pea 
which contains 200 carved ivory ele- 
phants and another has the entire al- 
phabet inside it. There are many oth- 
er animals and dogs carved from mi- 
nute pieces of ivory, including the 
camel which will go through the eye 
of a needle. 

There are a number of beautiful 
fans in ivory, gold, silver, sandal- 
wood, Cloisonne, paper, silk and mo- 
saic, three different pairs of tiny 
spectacles, and a little lorgnette. 


My dolls include two, rare pre-Civil 
War, double-jointed dolls about one- 
inch long, carved from wood and 
jointed at shoulders, elbows, hips 
and knees. There are also a number 
of shell dolls, each made completely 
of shells containing from 40 to 50 
shells. The largest doll is about 
one-inch high. There are three Chin- 
ese temple dolls brought to this coun- 
try during the Boxer rebellion. These 
are just a few of the dolls, to say 
nothing of the many pairs of dressed 
fleas, 

My gun collection has a number of 
pieces, the gem of which is a six 
shot pistol, one and a half inches long. 
All of them will shoot tiny shells 
about one-sixteenth of an inch long. 


Of course, I have hundreds of vases 
and pitchers of every description and 
also hundreds of animals in glass, 
ivory and bronze. You have heard 
of the Iron Maiden of the Inquisition. 
Well, I have a miniature of same with 
spikes and all. Should you feel like 
looking into the future there is my 
miniature crystal ball. 


I could go on with the list but I 
feel the writer’s cramp coming on. 
Also I fear an attack of the editor’s 
blue pencil, and that will be more 
serious than writer’s cramp. You are 
invited to visit me when you are in 
Chicago, In the meantime it is pos- 
sible that my collection will grow 
so that I can write another chapter 
and brag a bit.

R. V. Fisher, Rochester, Penna., 
and Joseph H. Gray, Chicago, have 
pioneered this year and taken a booth 
in the Chicago Antiques Exposition 
& Hobby Fair, Sherman Hotel, No- 
vember 1 to 6, for miniature objects 
for collectors. They expect the de- 
mand to be so great for miniatures 
that there will be a regular, annual 
section in the show devoted to min- 
iature objects of all kinds thereafter. 
The difficulty up to this time has been 
locating enough artists who work in 
miniature and sources of supply for 
these rare collectors’ items, but the 
rationing of materials, and the search 
for peacetime occupations which will 
provide steady work for years to 
come, has caused many artisans to 
devote part of their time to this min- 
iature work.

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Georgene O’Donnell, author of the 
new book, “Miniaturia.” 


A “First” on 
MINIATURIA 


EORGENE O’Donnell, Chicago, 

has the distinction of authoring 
the first book in history on the fas- 
cinating subject of miniaturia. It 
may not contain everything that 
could be found on the subject, but 
it is something to shoot at by any 
who want to follow. 

It brings out a world of knowledge 
on the hobby, spreading the fruit of 
much research throughout its 350 
pages. 

Miss O’Donnell was first associate 
editor of the “Retail Furniture Di- 
gest.” Then she gained further ex- 
perience in the field of research and 
writing with a Chicago advertising 
agency. Following that she served for 
five years as Publicity and Promotion 
secretary for the Chicago Historical 
Society. In this work she became in- 
terested in miniaturia, having worked 
with the famous Thorne miniaturia 
rooms. In publicizing the Society’s 
exhibits and activities, the author 
wrote and produced much _ educa- 
tional and historical material which 
constituted the background of these 
famous rooms in miniature. 

Following this country’s participa- 
tion in the war, the author was ap- 
pointed as Radio Director for the 
Office of Civilian Defense, Sixth Re- 
gion, where she has written and pro- 
duced series of war service trans- 
criptions for middle western stations, 
using leading radio and motion pic- 
ture stars as talent. Currently oper- 
ating her own radio production agency 
in Chicago, Miss O’Donnell has 
charge of writing and producing sev- 
eral commercial radio programs orig- 
inating locally and broadcast over the 
networks, 

Her emphasis on the human interest 
side of writing, her travels throughout 


the United States, Canada and Central 
America, and her wide experience in 
the field of research have enabled her 
to give the readers of “Miniaturia”, a 
practical, interesting insight into the 
“tiny world” which comprises this 
fascinating hobby. 


COLONIAL KITCHEN 
IN MINIATURE 
(See Cover) 


HE lower illustration on the cover 
of this issue represents a colonial 
kitchen in miniature which was re- 
cently put on exhibition at the museum 
of the Jefferson County Historical 
Society in Watertown, N. Y. It was 
designed and constructed by Dr. J. 
R. Pawling as a hobby. 

Three paneled sides and a board 
floor complete with furnishings are 
open to the view. The large brick 
fireplace with overhanging mantel 
and oven built in the side form the 
center of interest. A swinging crane 
with two iron kettles held over the 
burning logs makes it appear as 
though dinner were cooking, A roast- 
ing kitchen stands in front of the 
fire, and all the usual implements 
are at hand. A settle and footstool 
are drawn up cozily by the hearth. 
Two straight-back, rush seat chairs 
are pulled up to a table set with 
wooden plates, spoons and pewter 
mugs. 

High kitchen shelves hold various 
miniature dishes. ‘here is a small 
paned window in one side wall, a 
latched door in the other. A paneled 
corner cupboard displays two pewter 
mugs, a tankard and a copper teapot. 

The room is lighted by candles ap- 
propriately placed. A spinning wheel 
and reel stand in the foreground as 
though in readiness for the lady of 
the house. 

The four-poster bed has a colorful 
patchwork quilt with a small rag rug 
beside it. 

According to Faith Common, cur- 
ator of the Jefferson County Histori- 
cal Society, to whom we are indebted 
for this information, this colonial 
room is accurate in every detail, and 
to make the scene more realistic it 
has an iron-bound sea chest, a 
wooden churn, a cradle, and various 
farm and household tools—all hand 
made to the scale of one inch to the 
foot. 

The small toilet set on the cover 
is illustrated from the new book, 
MINIATURIA, by Georgene O’Don- 
nell. This set, which reposes on the 
dresser in the Princess’ bedroom in 
the famous Colleen Moore doll house, 
was made by Guglielmo Cini. Miss 
O’Donnell tells how Mr, Cini and Miss 
Moore first met at a preview of her 
castle in Boston. She asked him to de- 


_ sign, in competition with several oth- 


er jewelers, the dressing table set 
for the Fairy Princess; Mr. Cini’s 
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design was selected. The jeweler’s 
first task was the jewel box, nine- 
twelfths of an inch square and five- 
twelfths of an inch high,made of pink 
gold with an ornament of diamonds 
set in platinum from corner to corner 
and a larger diamond in the center. 
In one of the triangles, Miss O’Don- 
nell, explains further, he made a 
small crown in platinum set with 
diamonds. The greatest difficulty was 
to secure full cut diamonds small 
enough to set on the box. After a 
lengthy search, Mr. Cini finally found 
a diamond merchant in Boston who 
had some specimens, the size of a 
speck of dust. When the box was 
completed it was lined in red satin 
and fitted with a tray and a place 
for the engagement and the wedding 
ring, both of which Mr. Cini made. 
The ring is so small that it is just 
possible to insert tne tapered end 
of an ordinary straight pin through 
its center. 

The next pieces to be made in the 
set were the comb, mirror and hair- 
brush. The comb was :nade of tortoise 
shell with the top set in gold, plat- 
inum and diamonds, Securing a mir- 
ror in proper scale proved to be dif- 
ficult. The jeweler had several optical 
companies attempt to make one but 
they were not satisfactory. Finally 
a neighboring optician obliged by ex- 
perimenting with a dozen different 
mirrors, before he fashioned one 
which the jeweler could use. But the 
most difficult piece of all was the hair- 
brush. To find bristles which would 
be in correct scale seemed almost im- 
possible. Mr. Cini tried the bristles 
from a baby’s toothbrush but even 
these were too large. Then he thought 
of fur. He experimented with several 
kinds and finally found a puff of sil- 
ver fox to be the answer. Now the 
brush was to be made. He used a 
button, cut out the oval and drilled 
the holes. By counting so many hairs 
for each hole and sewing the bristle 
with silk, he eventually completed 
the brush. 

The other picture on the cover of 
this issue is illustrated also from the 
new book, MINIATURIA, This min- 
iature chess set and table standing 
at the side of a cigarette for com- 
parison is a feature of the famous 
Jules Charbneau collection of mini- 
aturia.

Please mention HoBBIES when 
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Century-old Hemidemisemiquavers 


By ROY MOSORIAK ' 


OST of us have heard of tiny 

watches, huge as droplets of 
water, made on “dares” or as 
exhibition pieces of superlative skill. 
These beating hearts of metal have 
their complement in the very tiny, 
going, music-work mechanisms and 
tiny mechanical singing birds of the 
early and late 19th century. Some 
watchmakers and automata makers 
of the time did work in miniature 
too, but the things they made went, 
or played a tune, and satisfied more 
than the eye. While some of these 
objects are extremely scarce, and 
held in great secrecy by their own- 
ers, it is our good fortune to read of a 
few of them described here so we 
can wonder again at the power of the 
mind and skill of the hand. 

How were some of these miniature 
automata received at their first dis- 
closure to human eyes? In “Letters 
on Natural Magic, Addressed to Sir 
Walter Scott, Bart.,” written by Sir 
David Brewster, Scotsman, 1781-1868, 
(inventor of the kaleidoscope), pub- 
lished 1855 by Harper, New York, we 
read of a mechanical singing bird: 

“The singing-bird of M. Maillardet, 
which he exhibited in Edinburgh 
many years ago is still more wonder- 
ful (a similar piece of mechanism 
had been previously made by M. Le 
Droz). An oval box, about three 
inches long was set upon the table, 
and in an instant the lid flew up, and 
a bird of the size of the humming- 
bird, and of the most beautiful plum- 
age, started from its nest. After flut- 
tering its wings, it opened its bill 
and performed four different kinds of 
the most beautiful warbling. It then 
darted into its nest, and the lid 
closed upon it. The moving power in 
this piece of mechanism is said to 
have been springs which continued 
their action only four minutes. As 
there was no room, within so small 
a figure, for accommodating pipes to 
produce the great variety of notes 
which were warbled, the artist used 
only one tube, and produced all the 
variety of sounds by shortening and 
lengthening it with a moveable pis- 

The foregoing described a mechan- 
ism which imitated the motion and 
song of a bird. However, makers of 
automata added musical tunes to 
finger rings, watch keys, brooches, 
seals, pendants, and other objects of 
very small size. How? By means of 
a platform of brass inset with pins 
acting as levers in contact with a 
few steel prongs or teeth tuned to a 
scale and powered by a coiled spring- 
motor. These seem simple to us now; 
then they were mechanical wonders. 


In an exceedingly scarce set of 
two volumes, “Le Monde des Auto- 
mates,” by Alfred Chapuis and Ed- 
ward Gelis, Paris, 1928, are described 
such automata, from which I quote 
an excerpt: 

“The very curious piece shown as- 
sumes the form of a rose in enam- 
elled gold, whose calyx is a star of 
five branches adorned with pearls, 
from which the stem with the same 
decoration starts, forming the pen- 
dant, The dial is placed at the top 
of a landscape, at the bottom of 
which two musicans are playing 
some sweet airs. Although bearing 
the name of the merchant, Milleret, 
it is of the same make (Piguet and 
Meylan).... 

“We give a foremost example in 
the lovely pendant of figure 311. To 
the sounds of a hurdy-gurdy which a 
lady seated plays, a young boy 
dances, skipping about, while a third 
person marks the cadence with his 
foot. 

“A similar mechanism is found in 
the ring. The musician follows the 
measure which a violinist indicates 
with his bow. This object of very ex- 
quisite workmanship, dating from the 
first quarter of the 19th century per- 
mits music with very few notes 
pricked on the barrelet. 

“A jewel of the same kind is the 
brooch, with an encirclement of pearls 
representing the same topic. Here 
is something which we take from a 
letter of J. F. Leschot to D. Duval 
at London, dated Feb. 22, 1822. ‘I 
have in my shop two rings, mechan- 
ical moving pictures decorated with 
roses, representing a bird leaving its 
cage, but not budging, and a young 
woman who is playing a musical air 
by means of a crank, and a young

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man opposite beating the measure 
with his foot. Considering the small 
size of this article, the sound is very 
distinct. It is an absolutely new 
kind of work; nothing yet has been 
made like it. . , . I believe that these 
pieces would be most preferably 
suited to M. 
hibition.” 

Some of the men who made these 
miniature automata are: Salomon 
and/or Louis Favre, Switzerland; 
Philippe Meylan, Vallee de Joux, 
Switzerland; Pierrot (Pierroton), 
Geneva, Switzerland; Henri Capt, les 
freres Longchamps, Moise Aubert, 
Pierre Rochat, all of Vallee de 
Joux; Henri and _ Francois’ Le- 
coultre of Geneva, Switzerland; Henri 
Louis Jaquet-Droz, Nancy and Gen- 
eva; J. F. Leschot, Geneva; Robert 
Houdin, Paris; Henri Maillardet, Fon- 
taines and London; and others. 

Some of their exquisite work in 
the form of elaborate, precious-metal 
musical snuffboxes, miniature musical 
automata, tiny mechanical singing- 
birds and other works which contained 
the best for the pleasure of the eye, 
the ear and hand still remain un- 
rediscovered, and it is the ceaseless 
quest of collectors the world around 
to find them. 

What better tribute could there be 
to these men’s skill, and the skill of 
those who assisted them, that over 
100 years later there are people yet 
who covet the products of their tal- 
ents for more than their intrinsic 
value? 

Robert Houdin, one of the celebra— 
ted makers of automata, and also a 
watchmaker, had an humble begin- 
ning as a copying clerk in a callig- 
raphy establishment. In “The Me— 
moirs of Robert Houdin”, edited by 
Dr. R. Shelton MacKenzie and pub- 
lished, 1859, by George G. Evans, 
Philadelphia, we read of another 
curious bit of mechanism fashioned 
with great imagination and skill: 

“Among the mechanical curiosities 
entrusted to my father for repairs, 
I had noticed a snuff box, on the top 
of which a small piece of mechanism 
attracted my attention. The top of 
the box represented a landscape. On 
pressing a spring, a hare made its 
appearance, and went towards a tuft 
of grass, which it began to crop; 
soon after a sportsman emerged from 
a thicket accompanied by a pointer. 
The miniature Nimrod stopped at the 
sight of the game, shouldered his 
gun and fired; a noise indicative of 
the explosion of a firearm was heard, 
and the hare, apparently wounded, 
disappeared in the thicket, pursued 
by the dog. This pretty piece of 
mechanism excited my desires in an 
eminent degree, but I could not hope 
to possess it, as the owner, in addi- 
tion. to the value he attached to it, 
had no reason to dispose of it, and 


Maillardet for his ex- 
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besides, my pecuniary means were 
insufficient. As I could not make the 
article my own, I determined, at 
least, to keep it in remembrance, and 
drew a careful plan of it without 
my father’s knowledge.” 


Later, Robert Houdin duplicated 
this remarkable mechanism from his 
own plans, and experienced great joy 
in seeing his mechanism act. His 
native mechanical skill finally con- 
vinced his father, a watchmaker, that 
Robert was not destined for callig- 
raphy, and Robert Houdin finally 
learned watchmaking with his father. 

When one reads Houdin’s Memoirs, 
indeed is one impressed by the mental 
acuity of the person, Robert Houdin. 
He repaired complicated, large-size 
automata he had never seen before, 
brought to him in bits, and designed 
and made large-size automata and an 
androide by himself. For these works 
he is ever enshrined in the Mechan- 
ical Hall of Fame. Houdin went fur- 
ther during his life, however, and es- 
tablished himself as a_ celebrated 
conjurer too, having as his spectators 
“the crowned heads of Europe.” To- 
wards the end of his years he de- 
voted himself to scientific research 
and especially to work on his elec- 
trically operated clock. He foresaw 
clocks in every home, electrically op- 
erated, connected to a master clock 
centrally located, the master clock 
correcting and adjusting all clocks 
automatically under its control. Page 
Westal Uniongraph! 

In his own memoirs too he tells at 
length how he was commissioned by 
a Russian merchant to make a me- 
chanical, singing nightingale. He 
spent nights in the wood near his 
lodgings setting down in his memory 
and on paper the exact sounds and 
patterns of sounds sung by the night- 
ingale. He devised a piston whose 
length could be shortened automat- 
ically and very rapidly so that when 
air compressed by a bellows was ad- 
mitted to the piston (the piston be- 
ing a tiny organ-pipe the size of a 
quill), his device would shorten and 
lengthen the pipe with the rapidity, 
fluency and ease required to repro- 
duce exactly the song of the nightin- 
gale. These sounds from the song of 
the nightingale do contain what are 
termed in Music “hemidemisemi- 
quavers”—notes of 1/64th duration, 
and it is from this phenomenon that 
the title for this article is taken (if 
you’ve been puzzled).

Elsie Weinstock, Milwaukee, to 
whom these tinies belong, probably 
expresses the views of many other 
collectors when she says, “While, 
originally, I started colleeting for my 
own pleasure, I have found that is 
now secondary to the new friends I 
have made from all parts of the 
world. The correspondence is inter- 
esting and stimulating.” 


Miss Weinstock says also that she 
started her collection of tiny things 
when a small child, and that one of 
her first treasures was a deck of 
cards about one-half inch in size, 
brought back from Europe by an aunt 
more than 30 years ago. 


She keeps her tinies in cabinets in 
which all of the shelves are lighted. 


Her outstanding specimens, she says, 
are a number of pieces of furniture 
made by a young college man, now 
in the Navy. Chairs range in size 
from one-fourth inch to two inches. 
Her water-colors about the size of 
a postage stamp, and some of them 
smaller, never fail to create interest. 
In case you wish to make compari- 
sons, and who does not when collec- 
ting miniatures, she has a one-half 
inch folding fan from India; a corn 
popper which will hold one grain of 
corn; a violin (1%”) with strings of 
human hair; a three-fourths inch car- 
pet sweeper (wheels and _ brushes 
turn;) a three-fourths inch hair 
brush; a five-eighths inch tooth 
brush; and numerous games such as 
dominoes, checkers, and chess.

| goenliaigena of anything, whe- 

ther by the hand of man or the 
hand of God, are always fascinating 
to the thoughtful person—the dwarf 
in the circus, the miniature garden, 
the toy theatre or house, the kettle 
made from a penny, the peach-pit bas- 
ket, etc., ad infinitum; so it is with 
the tiny doll. 

This love o2 the miniature is with 
us from childhood. There was once 
a little girl named Clara Hallard, 
whose love for the wee doll was even 
greater than her attachment vo the 
big one, which she could dress and 
bathe and tuck into bed, and hug 
and scold a; the mood fitted, for 
around the miniature she built a 
whole world. An orange crate served 
as a two-story house; a pint-sized 
basket as a carriage; a wheelbarrow 
turned on its side so that the wheel 
revolved, made a satisfactory merry- 
go-round; a pan of water, a lake 
for bathing; branches of the huckle- 
berry, in season, were transformed 
into a whole “apple orchard,” for 
the fruit was penry-doll size; and 
the golden rod in bud, a “pear or- 
chard.” In winter, when outdoor play 
was not feasible, a cardboard box 
fitted with cardboard desks and 
benches, became a school room. The 
fairy tale “Thumbelina” and others 
dearly loved were dramatized around 
the tiny doll. 

Clara, who came to this country 
from England, will never forget her 
first penny doll. It was purchased 
with her first American penny. Near 
the school which she entered at the 
age of five, was a small shop pre- 
sided over by a dear lady who beamed 
upon the upturned face of one so 
small that she had to stand on tip- 
toe to see the contents of the counter. 

“My name’s Clara,” said the child. 
“What’s your name?” Surprise of 
surprises! “My name’s Clara, too,” 
came the answer. “What can I do for 
you?” The words so astonished Clara 
—to think that a grown-up could 
have a name without a “handle”’— 
that for awhile she just stared open- 
mouthed. 


With the utmost patience the store- 
keeper waited while the penny dolls, 
all of them in sight, were thor- 
oughly scrutinized. There was a 
thimble-sized blond with a fascinat- 
ing pigtail, but the face was ugly, 
and Clara could not endure anything 
ugly, so it was turned down, not 
without a look of longing at the pig- 
tail. Another, a “frozen Charlotte” 
(pillar doll to some), would never 
do, because it could not sit down 
or wiggle its arms—it was frozen 
stiff, arms to side, leg to leg; 
too bad, because it had a pretty 
face. But there was quite an array 
of “proper” tinies, bisque or unglazed 
china with movable arms and legs, 
which could be clothed easily and 
mau to sit. All these had to be ex- 
amined with minute care; the feat- 
ures must not only be centered, but 
the coloring good. Even in those days, 
Clara was a connoisseur. 

At last the penny purchase was 
made. The patient shopkeeper bid 
goodby to her young customer, and 
then and there a life friendship be- 
gan, and a collection of tinies start- 
ed. A search for accessories resulted 
in metal furniture—two chairs and 
a “settee,” — shining like silver and 
of handsome scroll work design with 
red plush upholstery at a cost of 25 
cents, a stupendous sum. It took a 
long time to save that much, but such 
magnificence was worth sacrifice. An 
eager purchase was a baby carriage 
of the same material and design and 
with the cutest of sunshades (lined 
with pink cambric) dangling above 
the seat. For the modest sum of 10 
cents it was purchased for the 
“baby,” which, owing to its half-inch 
size; had to be a “frozen Charlotte.” 
Perhaps the phrase “modest sum of 
10 cents” does not apply here, for 
it took Clara two weeks to save that 
amount, two weeks of firm resist- 
ence against the temptation to buy 
eandy. More pennies must be saved 
for “adults” to accompany the “child” 
dolls; a “woman,” one-third taller 
than the “children,” with a knot on 
the back of her head, and a gentle- 
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man with tiny whiskers. “Knots” and 
“whiskers” came high. A family of 
distinction needed a horse to draw 
the pint-sized split wood berry bas- 
ket vehicle. The shopkeeper who was 
Clara’s namesake and her favorite, 
had a beautiful horse, just the right 
size (Clara was a “stickler’” for pro- 
portion), but it cost toe much. How- 
ever, a 15-cent tiger. (“make be- 
lieve it is a horse” said Sister) 
finally drew the “carriage.” 

It was a fateful day when Mother 
said, “You are too old to play with 
dolls,” and big brother said, “My 
goodness, whoever heard of a great 
big girl like you playing with dolls?” 
Sister, not much older, had long since 
given up the childish pastime. Re- 
gretfully, the whole collection was 
handed over to little Ida next door, 
who accepted them with concealed 
joy. 

Time passed, Clara was married, 
and an absorbing new “live” doll, a 
daughter, came to bless the house- 
hold; “the prettiest baby in the nurs- 
ery” said a hospital nurse which 
of course was true, for isn’t every 
mother’s baby “the prettiest baby in 
the nursery?” As the child grew, 
she in turn, came to love doll-play 
fully as much as had her mother 
in the old days, and again drama 
centered around the tiny doll. One 
day, as the five-year-old was seated 
in the middle of the floor, Mother 
Clara, tiptoeing through the room, 
heard these words: “A rustle of silk 
announced the coming of the prin- 
cess.” 

Now that child is grown and has 
a collection of miniatures carved with 
her own hands, as well as others of 
every conceivable variety. 

It would be interesting to know 
how many women dramatists re- 
ceived inspiration in childhood from 
doll play. We know of at least one 
who carried the love of tiny dolls in- 
to adult life. We quote from Mrs. 
Frances Hodgson Burnett: 

“T invariably stop and look into 
toy shop windows’ wheresoever I 
come across them—whether in Paris, 
where they are too deliciously beau- 
tiful for words; in London; in little 
English, German or Italian towns or 
villages, anywhere and also every- 
where. I plant myself unashamed- 
ly before them, and disregard all 
else. 

“The day before the Jacobean cab- 
inet * revealed its true character to 
me, I was walking through a village 
and saw a small shop whose window 
presented objects before which I 
paused transfixed. There were a small 
Japanese tea table, and six small 
chairs made of bamboo. On the table 
was a tiny Japanese tea set of green 
ware, the teapot with a wicker handle. 
And around the tea sat a small Jap- 
anese family, composed of a mamma,

a papa, and three unextinguishably 
beautiful Japanese babies, all in daz- 
zling kimonos and with shaved heads 
except the mamma, who wore fans 
in her hair. It was impossible te re- 
sist and pass them by. (This was 
the Japanese family of old, of course, 
not the Japanese of today.) 

“TJ will go in and buy them,’ I 
said in that sneakingly specious man- 
ner in which we always make plaus- 
ible excuses for our weakness. ‘I 
can give them to some child.’ ” 

“The unadorned truth was I did not 
want to give them to ‘some child.’ I 
wanted them for myself because they 
were so human and so delicious and 
tiny and quaint and that part of my 
being whose childhood belonged to the 
period when perfection in doll-land 
had not been achieved, had never yet 
been satisfied.” 

Mrs. Burnett purchased not only 
this doll family, but other small dolls 
and their paraphernalia, and then 
came the problem of where to put 
them. Quoting again: 

“Perhaps the Jacobean cabinet had 
been slightly bored that afternoon and 
truly wanted something to do. It 
looked at me as I glanced toward 
it, ‘Give them to me. I'll take care 
of them,’ it said. 

“It was the very place for them. 
The lower part of it, when its doors 
were opened, revealed two substan- 
tial shelves. I opened the doors and 
kneeled down. I took out one delight- 
ful thing after another and set them 
in order, arranging a little scene.” 

When Mrs. Burnett left England 
for America, the “toy cupboard,” as 
she called the cabinet, was brought 
along, but since she had given away 
its contents, it had to be repopulated, 
and the “rooms” refurnished. She 
says: 

“T have built houses and furnished 
them; I have made gardens in various 
countries and revelled in them; I have 
written quite a number of things;

but I do not think that anything I 
have done has been more amusing 
and satisfactory to me than the Toy 
Cupboard.” 

Mrs. Burnett’s enthusiasm for lit- 
tle dolls is expressed in her story, 
“Racketty Packetty House.” 

* Mrs. Burnett purchased a fine 
Jacobean cabinet in Kent, England, 
and it was in this cabinet that she 
kept her dolls.

of period. The fancy hairdo of the 
big, expensive dolls was reproduced 
in miniature. In her collection of 
small ones, Clara has a six-inch per- 
fect doll with the most elaborate hair- 
dress. The head, one and one-half 
inches tall, is shown in sketch No. 1. 
Notice the earrings. 

Among the rare little ones in the 
same collection is the five-inch fully 
jointed wooden “peg”’ doll of the early 
Victorian era. This had a knot on the 
back of its head and curls at either 
side of the face—(sketch No. 2.) 

Another interesting six-inch doll in 
the same collection (see sketch No. 3) 
is the one with corkscrew ringlets. 
Her black hair, straight in front, is 
brought down on either side of the 
face from a center part, and looped 
up avér the ears. She has a pink 
lustre complexion, and her features 
and coloring are perfect, A Wash- 
ington, D, C., collector reports that 
a doll of this type has been in her 
family since the 1780’s. 

The two dolls represented in 
sketches Nos. 4 and 5 (3% inches 
tall) are, respectively, china and 
Parian-headed, with cloth body, dat- 
ing about 1850 to ’60. Coloring and 
features of both are perfect. The 
“boy” is unusual. His brown hair, 
slightly glossed, shows fine brush 
marks at the temple. 

Number 6 is one of the rare tinies 
with ringlets falling over the should- 
er, A back-comb holds the curls in 
place. She has china head, arms 
and legs, and a saw-dust filled, cloth 
body, and dates from about the Fifties. 

Number 7 is a still rarer china- 
head, a lady of “parts.” A tiny china 
bow decorates the braided knot at the 
back of her head. Her face, neck 
and shoulders are of pink luster, a 
lovely contrast to her blue eyes, and 
she knows she is a beauty! 

Number 8 is a china “frozen Char- 
lotte,” dating from the “covered wag- 
on” era. A black band encircles her 
blond head. The hair, combed 
straight back from the face, falls in 
slightly curled fashion at the back. 
Another doll of this type in the same 
collection has well defined shaded 
blond ringlets. The latter is of 
finest Parian, with gold lustre shoes, 
a real aristocrat. 

Number 9 is a “Gay Nineties” white 
Bisque bonnet doll. The blue and 
red trimming on her flaring bonnet 
contrasts nicely with her light brown 
bangs. Her arms are attached to the 
body with wire, the legs, stationary. 

While the Claire Fawcett collection 
includes dolls as small as half an inch 
(made on a stick pin) and others only 
slightly larger made of wood, china, 
celluloid and iron, the most prized 
tiny antiques in the collection are 
Nos, 10, 11 and 12. Number 10, nine- 
eighths inches tall, is the most per- 
fectly jointed precious metal doll one 
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“Aunt Lida,’ who, were she _ alive, 
would be close to a hundred years 
old. The great niece of the original 
owner played with them as a child. 
She wove many fantastic stories 
around the  one-and-one-fourth-inch 
mite with swinging arms and legs, 
and hand-knit dress represented in 
No. 11. Number 12, a “frozen Char-

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Silver Miniatures 


GILVER lends itself beautifully to 

the art of the miniature, and many 
fine specimens are found in collections 
throughout the country. R, V. Fisher, 
who has an outstanding collection 
takes particular delight in his silver 
specimens. They are minute copies of 
famous originals, and including the 
flatware, tea and coffee service, are 
amazingly perfect as to workmanship 
and scale. He can set a complete table 
with flatware specimens, each piece 
about one inch size. 

The coffee service, made by Paul 
Lamerie, of London, 1720, is quite 
elaborate, despite its tiny size. The 
set consists of a coffee pot, one and 
one-half inches high, which has an 
elaborate ebony handle, peacock carved 
spout, removable lid; a gold lined 
sugar and creamer, each one-half inch 
high; an engraved tray with ball 
feet, and a gold lined fruit bowl. 

The tiny tea service is fashioned af- 
ter the original by the early American 
silversmith, Jacob Hurd (1702-1758). 
The teapot is only one-half inch high; 
the one-fourth-inch-nigh creamer and 
sugar are gold lined; the tray, which 
is one inch in diameter, just barely 
covers a three-cent stamp. Mr. Fisher 
says there are smaller sets than this 
but he doubts if any 1s more exquisite- 
ly made. 

The most prized item in the collec- 
tion is probably the sterling chafing 
dish set. It has an elaborate tray, 
one and one-half inch in diameter 
and a tiny gold-lined alcohol lamp, 
with microscopic chain attached. The 
complete set, including the stand, is 
slightly over one inch tall.

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Some Pictorial Aspects of Old Jewelry 


By VIRGINIA PENNINGTON 











An exquisite miniature in a type of 
decorative frame eagerly sought by 
the collector of jewelry. 


: oes portrait miniature was of a 

young girl in an elaborate dress 
fashionable in a long-evaporated era. 
It was obviously the avork of a master 
painter whose skilful brush-strokes on 
the smooth surface of the ivory had 
achieved an appealing reflection of 
soft features in delicate coloring. 
But the owner of this particular min- 
iature, a collector of jewelry, display- 
ing his collection, appeared unim- 
pressed with the charm of the portrait 
itself. He made no comment on its 
beauty but spoke of the oval setting 
of brilliants which surrounded the pic- 
ture as his hands touched caressingly 
the heavy gold frame. If his indii- 
ference seems strange it should be re- 
membered that the collector of old 
jewelry is usually more interested in 
the craft of the jeweler, and his pro- 
duction in precious metals, enriched 
with enamels and jewels, than he is 
in miniature portraits and small-scale 
scenic views. 


Unlike our friend mentioned here, 
the average collector of jewerly is not 
likely to have in his possession a real- 
ly outstanding miniature portrait. 


With his attention focused so com- 
pletely on the ornamental setting 
rather than on the picture itself he 
is more than occasionally led to pur- 
chase paintings that are neither com- 
mercially valuable nor artistically 
worthwhile. Moreover, he is the fre- 
quent victim of forgers who unload 
on him miniatures which are merely 
daubs, unworthy of a niche in any 
art gallery. Many of them, when ex- 
amined critically, are found to be 
either modern fakes or the work of 
an apprentice, only a learner in a 
bygone age. 

On the other hand, these early 
compositions, in spite of their crudity, 
might well have been greatly valued 
by their first owners for their his- 
torical or family associations, and so, 
for sentimental reasons, would prob- 
ably have had lavished on them 
frames out of all proportion to their 
real worth. The collector of minia- 
tures would likely scoff at eager in- 
terest expressed in the frame for it- 
self, seeing that as merely incidental 
or secondary, so, conversely, the col- 
lector of old jewelry, if not an ardent 
art patron, might purchase a minia- 
ture for its unusual! or attractive 
frame, unconcerned that it was the 
portrait of someone unknown and 
quite lacking in artistic merit. 

There is always the chance, too, 
that the jewelry collector, even as an 
indiscriminate miniature purchaser, 
at least once during his lifetime, may 
be able to pick up a real bargain in 
the way of an unsigned portrait of 
some member of nobility or royalty 
for the simple reason that there are 
more of such pictures extant. Not 
many of the poorer classes could af- 
ford to sit for portraits or buy the 
dazzling and bejeweled frames that 
naturally attract the eye of the 
splendor-loving jewelry enthusiast. 

There are, for instance, in exis- 
tence, in various forms, many por- 
traits of Queen Elizabeth for she 
was a great patron of portraitists 
of all kinds and fond of giving her 
“counterfeit presentments” as gifts to 
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favorite courtiers. One of the most 
remarkable is worked in gold with a 
beautifully executed enamel wreath 
around it, It is cut out of a medal 
known as the “Phoenix” medal, on 
account of the design on the reverse. 
In another, a miniature of the Queen, 
said to be the work of Nicholas Hill- 
iard, there is an actual diamond in- 
serted in the orb which the Queen 
holds in her hand. Hilliard had a 
reputation of completing all his works 
with a precision related to that of a 
worker in precious metals or in gems 
and stones. All accessories of costume 
were carefully carried out; the painted 
jewels so faithfully represented as to 
give them almost the distinction and 
quality of actual precious stones. It 
has come down to us from reliable 
sources that portrait sitters of that 
day insisted on the canvases depict- 
ing in meticulous detail, every item 
of their bejeweled costumes including 
a simultaneous array of crowns, neck- 
laces, bracelets, brooches, rings and 
earrings while somewhere out of the 
confusing midst would emerge a face 
and hands. 

Walpole, in speaking of the nu- 
merous portraits of Elizabeth which 
still exist, remarks unflatteringly 
that there is not a single one that 
can be called beautiful. An English 
authority on miniatures comments 
in the same harsh vein: 

“They (the portraits) are totally 
composed of hands and _ necklaces. 
A pale Roman nose, a head of hair 
loaded with crowns and powdered 
with diamonds, a vast ruff, a vaster 
farthingale, and a bushel of pearls, 
are the features by which every one 
knows them at once.” 

From the very beginning of the art, 
jewels and precious metals have been 
closely connected with miniature 
paintings. Egyptian papyri were rub- 
ricated, that is, marked with red, and 
it may be safely concluded that the 
use of gold, silver, and color in the 
embellishment of MSS. found its way 
from the valley of the Nile into gen- 
eral use throughout Europe. It can 
be definitely traced to the beginning 
of the 14th century in the illuminated 
devotional manuscripts, Books of the 
Hours, or Lives of the Saints, em- 
bodying the delicate, minute, and de- 
voted labor of the early monks. 


Some of the ancient illuminated 
missals contain exquisite paintings 
in vivid color, the vellum adorned 
with Celtic ornament, interspersed 
with beautiful miniatures in brilliant 
colors and elaborate, interlacing geo- 
metrical patterns and _ arabesques. 
There are also painted scenes from 
Scripture stories. Some of these books 
in richly jeweled covers are appro- 
priate settings for the miniature 
gems they contain. Probably, the most 
famous example of these rare, illum-

inated books is the Book of Kells, 
which is preserved in Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin. Some of the miniatures, 
shown as framed pictures in famous 
collections, have been taken from old 
vellum books. In such volumes are 
many fanciful illuminations and in- 
itial letters, frequently jeweled or 
wrought in gold and silver, surround- 
ing tiny pictures and portraits. 

It is in connection with the beau- 
tiful work of these early artists in 
the monasteries that the word “minia- 
ture” came into existence, the term 
being derived from the Latin minium, 
vermilion or red lead, the pigment 
in which the capitals for heading and 
initial letters, and in which were in- 
troduced small pictorial scenes and 
designs, in the manuscripts, were 
drawn. The art of medieval illumi- 
nation was expressed by the Latin 
verb miniare. In time, the word 
miniature was applied to illumina- 
tions in the MS. rather than to the 
decoration in red lines which sur- 
rounded them. Later, due to the small 
dimensions of the work, the word be- 
came associated with the French word 
mignature and with gradual evolu- 
tion came to be used with regard to 
“paintings in little’ which are more 
accurately spoken of as “limnings.” 
With the passage of time, the word 
has lost almost completely its orig- 
inal meaning and it is now customary 
to speak of a miniature as being any 
object of small proportions, an ex- 
ceedingly small example of its class. 

A study of the pictorial aspects of 
jewelry would not be complete with- 
out some mention of cameos, gems 
carved in relief, a projection above 
a background, and intaglios, carved 
gems in which the figure is depressed 
below the surface of the material. 

The first true cameo is reported to 
have appeared during the reign of 
Alexander but it was later, during 
the domination of Rome, that this 
type of gem-cutting gained the pop- 
ularity it has held at intervals up 
to the present day, sometimes in high 
favor in the world of fashion, at 
other times, forgotten or ignored by 
it, As we said, the gem engraver 
had made his first aavances into the 
field of portraiture during the sover- 
eignty of Alexander but these initial 
efforts at human representation were 
in somewhat too lofty and classical a 
style to be good likenesses of the 
ordinary mortal subject. The _ too- 
perfect profiles of Alexander on 
coins and gems of the period show 
this tendency toward exaggerated 
beauty, albeit Alexander was a very 
handsome young man. 

When cutting a cameo on banded 
agate, the lapidary took full advan- 
tage of the different layers of color and 
subtle variations of tone, achieving a 
striking light silhouette against a 
dark field. So skilful were the engrav- 


ers that by making use of five or more 
layers or zones of color, they could 
chisel out complicated figure groups 
with clothing, flesh, hair and orna- 
ments portrayed in their individual 
nuances of color. One famous cameo 
depicts a victorious prince with cap- 
tives and soldiers standing before the 
enthroned Augustus and Roma. 


The hollowed out, incised type of 
design, the intaglio, was commonly 
used on signet rings or a form of 
signet stones known as Babylonian 
cylinders. These cylinders were gen- 
erally from one to three inches long 
and the engraving, always in intaglio, 
ranged in subject matter from sacred 
animals to heroic scenes and adven- 
turous situations. Often, the name, 
title, and a portrait of the owner 
were incorporated for this cylinder 
was a mark of personal identification 
and was worn on a stout cord dang- 
ling from the wrist or neck. 


It is said that the Empress Jose- 
phine was so fond of both cameos 
and intaglios that she persuaded 
Napoleon to allow her the use of sev- 
eral cameos and intaglios which made 
up a collection in the Royal Library. 


In the 18th century, “Pinchbeck” 
metal was much used for the frames 
of miniatures and during the reign 
of Queen Victoria, there was a fash- 
ion of wearing paintings, and later, 
colored photographs, in costly lock- 
ets made of gold and heavily jeweled. 
One of the most curious forms that 
jewelry ever took was in the dismal 
ornaments of grief which flourished 
in the late 18th and early 19th cen- 
turies. With slight variations of 
theme, the standard design consisted 
of a weeping female figure drooping, 
in utter abandonment of sorrow, over 
an over-size tomb, or perhaps, lan- 
guishing in the presence of several 
funeral urns. There was usually a 
weeping willow tree to add an accent 
note to the all-pervading gloom. Done 
in miniature size with setting of gold, 
jet, or seed pearls, in ring, brooch, 


or locket, this piece of decorative art 
adorned the person of the bereaved. ~ 


Sometimes, a diminutive likeness of 
the deceased, mounted on an artistic 
background of his or her hair, was 
worn in a locket. 

Pictures are still closely linked 
with jewelry for modern wear in 
brooches, bracelets and lockets, their 
beauty enhanced in settings of inlays 
and colored enamels, intricate scroll- 
work, and paste and real stones.

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A ROYAL CURSE 


Before the crown of Spain came to 
Alfonzo XII, and he yet wandered 
about — unsettled and adventure- 
some — he fell in love with a beauty 
of the day, the Comtesse de Cas- 
tiglione. But with his crown came 
marriage to the Princess Mercedes 
and this so angered the Comtesse — 
who had counted on becoming Queen 
of Spain — that she resolved she 
would have revenge. 

She sent to Alfonzo, “in memory 
of the old friendship,” a wedding gift 
in the form of a golden ring set with 
a magnificent opal. It was a beautiful 
piece and the King’s wife was so 
attracted by it that she asked that 
he give it to her. She wore it but a 
few months before she died of a 
mysterious ailment. Of course the 
ring was never dreamed of as re- 
sponsible for the tragedy, and so the 
King gave it to his sister — who 
also died of the same sickness. But 
Alfonzo’s sister-in-law wasn’t super- 
stitious, and asked the King for the 
circlet; she followed the fate of her 
two royal relatives. 


In those days, the opal was reputed 
to be a charm against the dread 
cholera, and there was a plague rag- 
ing over the country. Perhaps that is 
why the King placed the opal ring 
on his own finger. But regardless 
of reason, the King died of the same 
mysterious illness. 


The ring of misfortune was later 
strung on a chain of gold and placed 
around the neck of the Virgin 
by Queen Christina. 


JEWELRY JOTTINGS 


I treasure, among other things, a 
small brooch made of gold in a finely 
executed sort of design. Its frame, of 
the brightest gold, encloses a very 
odd setting of glass, smooth on top; 
deep inside is a dark tree design, and 
the whole is attractive looking. This 
brooch was given to a young girl by 
her lover as he departed for the Civil 
He never returned. After a 
while, this lady married and the pin 
came to me from her son. It had been 
in her possession many years, and 
she had often worn it in memory of 
her lost love, who had been killed in 
battle.

Juvenile delinquency is today one 
of the gravest problems of our nation 
at war and certainly the most critical 
problem of the home front. Large 
numbers of children are every day 
being neglected because their parents 
work in defense industries, others live 
in crowded unhealthy conditions; also 
child labor in the factories and 
on the farms, lack of school and 
proper teaching in many schools, due 
to critical shortage of teachers, are 
but a few of the other reasons for 
our present serious juvenile delin- 
quency situation. Continued neglect of 
children will result in untoid numbers 
of tragedies and make these children, 
“our hope for the future,” unfit for 
the large task and opportunities of a 
post war world.

Anna Billings Gallup, curator-in-chief 
emeritus of the Brooklyn Children’s 
Museum, carried on its program by 
capitalizing on the enthusiasm of 
children for collecting and hobbies. 
This idea for children’s museum pro- 
grams spread, and is today being 
carried forward by many museums 
throughout the United States. Most 
hobby enthusiasts are familiar with 
the modern museum, and its popular 
programs for our youth will be no 
surprise, but there are many through- 
out the nation who still think of mu- 
seums as reminiscent of a morgue 
and can not visualize the vital part 
which these institutions are now play- 
ing in our home front defense. 

In Boston and Cambridge, Mass.; 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Detroit, Mich.; Washington, D. C.; 
Hartford, Conn. San Francisco, Calif.; 
Duluth, Minn.; Oklanoma City, Okla., 
and in various other cities through- 
out the United States may be found 
museums known as Children’s Mu- 
seums whose entire program centers 
around the child, The work of these 
museums and the work of the many 
adult museums with splendid chil- 
dren’s departments is today a vital 
factor in the home front battle a- 
gainst juvenile delinquency. 


The dignified art galleries have 
also become a child haven as large 
and small galleries throughout the 
land carry on extensive children’s 
programs. In Kansas City, the famed 
William Rockhill Neison Gallery plays 
host to large numbers of school chil- 
dren and Saturday afternoon finds the 
auditorium filled with excited boys 
and girls attending special children’s 
programs. In Baltimore the Museum 
of Art and Walters Art Gallery 
specialize in unique children’s pro- 
grams. New York’s dignified Metro- 
politan Art Museum now has a Jun- 
ior Museum and during the past sum- 
mer carried on a large children’s 
program of the most progressive sort. 

Many examples could be given of 
outstanding children’s programs which 
go on in our largest museums such 
as the American Museum of Natural 
History in New York City and the 
Field Museum of Chicago, to the 
smallest and newest of our museums 
scattered over the nation, and it is 





the duty of all hobby enthusiasts to 
see that their children and the chil- 
dren of their friends and neighbors 
enjoy the opportunities offered by 
the modern museums of America. 

It is not surprising that children, 
living in a world where war rages 
on almost every section of the globe, 
are confused. We must not allow 
force, hate, brutality and torture to 
become a part of their lives, during 
their most impressionable years, but 
rather must direct their thoughts to 
the ideals of kindness, understanding, 
justice and love. We shall be able 
to do this if we fill their time with 
normal wholesome activities. Let’s 
make the most of the opportunities 
which the modern museum in our 
community presents.

BOSTON CHILDREN’S 
MUSEUM REOPENS 


The famous Children’s Museum of 
Boston has reopened after being 
closed since last October. Mildred E. 
Manter, director, and her capable 
staff, working against large handicaps 
have cleared away all evidence of the 
museum’s $50,000 fire and made struc- 
tural changes in the building which 
have greatly improved the institution.

New alterations 
made possible as a result of the fire 
will provide visitors with a real treat 
now that the museum is open once 
more. Miss Manter reported in the 
MUSEOLOGIST that 41,000 children 
were recorded in organized activities 
which were carried on in the museum 
annex while the main museum was 
closed, and this number did not cover 
summer activities. The reopening of 
this popular museum and its many 
activities will be welcome news for 
Boston and its nearby communities. 

This museum, however, has suffered 
a serious loss in the resignation of 
its able director, Mildred E. Manter, 
associated with the museum for the 
past 18 years. Miss Manter has long 
been a pioneer in the children’s mu- 
seum field. Through her leadership, 
the Boston Children’s Museum has 
become one of the most outstanding 
children’s museums in the world. This 
museum, the second of its kind to 
be established, has long been a model 
which has attracted people from va- 
rious countries over the world and 
from many regions of the United 
States. When Miss Manter first be- 
came associated with the museum it 
was housed in an old residence of 
the ’70’s and it was not long before 
every nook and corner of the ancient 
building was utilized and new quar- 
ters were necessary. Today the main 
museum is housed in a handsome 24- 
room Georgian house with another 
large mansion next qaoor as an annex. 
Adjoining the museum proper is a 
“little theatre’ whose modern audi- 
torium seats some 500 children. More 
than 180,000 children visit the mu- 
seum each year, ample evidence of 
its value and popularity. Miss Man- 
ter’s outstanding contribution to the 
cause of childhood and the museum 
profession will always be a tribute 
to- her executive ability.

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SAINT-MEMIN IN VIRGINIA 
A Virginian’s Hobby 


UITE often, as it has been pointed 
out before in these pages, a hob- 
by gives not only pleasure to the 
pursuer but also to mankind. So the 
hobby choice of Fillmore Norfleet, 
Virginia, of collecting data about 
Saint-Memin, has resulted in a worth- 
while edition, “Saint-Memin in Vir- 
ginia.” (Dietz Press, 109 E. Cary St., 
Richmond, Va., $7.50.) 

This has been more than a collect- 
ing pursuit of Mr. Norfleet. He has 
contacted all known individuals pos- 
sessing any of the art work produced 
by this early artist in America and 
he has dug up as much biographical 
material as possible, The result, an- 
other fine contribution to print-Amer- 
icana. 

In explaining some of his research 
and collecting interests concerning 
Saint-Memin, Mr. Norfleet says: 

“Unique among contributions to 
American art during the lusty Fed- 
eral period were the crayon portraits

and engraved miniatures created by 
Charles Févret de Saint-Mémin (1770- 
1852), a French nobleman driven to 
the New World by his country’s Rev- 
olution. Financial necessity and the 
trend of fashion toward portraits in 
miniature combined to lift him from 
the rank of amateur artist to that of 
professional. Proof of his industry and 
ability lies in the multitude of crayon 
portraits and engravings that exist 
today in private and public collections 
from New York to Charleston, path 
of the artist’s seasonal visits for near- 
ly a quarter of a century. 


“Landing in New York in 1793, the 
ex-army officer spent five years in the 
fever-ridden town perfecting his 
artistic talents, then settled with his 
family in Burlington, N. J., from 
where he descended regularly with 
profile-taking machine, press, and en- 
graver’s tools to the various cities of 
the Atlantic seaboard. By 1810, he 
had turned out almost a thousand por- 
traits of men and women drawn from 
nearly every walk of life, 

“When Aaron Burr’s dramatic trial 
for treason reopened in Richmond dur- 
ing the summer of 1807, Saint- 
Mémin had already arriyed for bus- 
iness and had set up his studio “in 
the main street” not far from the 
Capitol with hopes of recruiting 
clients from the throng of prominent 
people soon to gather. Nor did he 
misjudge the vanity of the dramatis 
personae of America’s greatest crim- 
inal trial. Lawyers, bailors, numer- 
ous witnesses both for and against 
the defense, Burrites from the North 
and West, curious spectators, and 
even the Chief Justice—stars and 
satellites—they dropped into Saint- 
Mémin’s studio and placidly sat be- 
fore the physionotrace as unaware as 
the artist that their features, thus de- 
lineated, were but parts of a pictorial 
panorama to be assembled well over 
a century later. Richmond, for a full 
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year after, proved a lucrative field 
for artistic operation, and as the 
months flowed on, Saint-Mémin turned 
out portraits of visiting legislators, 
wealthy planters in town from Tide- 
water plantations and Piedmont es- 
tates, and finally of the Capital’s fash- 
ionable ladies, business and profess- 
ional men, and young-men-about- 
town. The list is but an early social 
register of Virginians.” 

In the “Portrait Gallery of Vir- 
ginians” that forms part two of the 
book, Mr.Norfleet has assembled for 
the first time, a list of Saint-Mémin’s 
crayon portraits and engravings 
(many never before correctly identi- 
fied) of those distinguished-looking 
ladies and gentlemen who formed 
part of the pattern of the time. 

Interesting is the fact that there 
are few contemporary Virginians who 
cannot find some ancestor or relative 
among the group of people who 
thought their features worth the $25 
the Frenchman received for a pink 
profile and a few miniature engrav- 
ings. 

Saint-Mémin in Virginia should be 
an inspiration for others who are 
seeking to record for all-time the 
works and doings of their favorite 
artist. Mr. Norfleet has made a real 
contribution to the history of en- 
graving in America.

“My other departments include 
Admirals, Generals, Artists, Authors, 
Poets, Aviators, Boxers, Entertain- 
ers, Football, Golfers, Government, 
Music, Notables, Racers, Radio An- 
nouncers, Reporters, Skaters, Swim- 
mers, Tennis and many others. 

I have a department for Publishers, 
Editors, and Fellow Collectors. 

“In 1942 I had the President, his 
entire cabinet, every Governor and 
every Senator.

This bibliography has classified 
these books as to: annuals, guides, 
handboks, histories, inventions, 
health handbooks, ladies’ handbooks, 
military guides, maps and atlases, 
periodicals, racing books, stories and 
humorous books, racrng hints, repair 
manuals, poetry and songs. Since this 
bibliography has been published many 
recent volumes have appeared in the 
United States, Soviet Union, Italy, 
Switzerland and Japan. 


These foreign publications have 
been difficult to obtain. At present 
only the English publications are ob- 
tainable. The writer has collected a- 
bout 50 foreign publications from 
second-hand dealers, direct from the 
publishers, from import houses, 
through book agents listed in HOB- 
BIES Magazine, bicycle stores, an- 
tique shops and friends. Books 
ordered from England take from five 
to six months to arrive, if they are 
not lost in transit. The New York 
Public Library and the Library of 
Congress have probably the finest 
collection of old bicycling books in 
the United States. The finest private 
collection is that belonging to Walter 
Nilsson of Closter, N. J. Mr. Nilsson 
is also renowned for his antique bi- 
cycle collection of 5,000 old wheels 
and his famous unicycle act in 
“Hellza Poppin,” which was a Broad- 
way hit for three years. 


Many of the outstanding foreign 
publications on cycling are on cheap 
paper with paper covers to sell for 
a few shillings, francs or marks. 
Those that are 50 years old or older 
may cost from five to ten times their 
original price. The condition of the 
book, the quality of the paper and 
cuts, the number of illustrations, the 
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edition, the date, the author, number 
of books printed, are things that de- 
cide the value to a collector. 

To the writer’s best knowledge and 
belief the earliest book published on 
the bicycle was “Velocipedes” by Ve- 
lox in 1869, printed by George Rout- 
ledge and Sons of London. It was 
priced at one shilling; it has an 
orange board cover with 32 illustra- 
tions. It briefly describes velocipedes, 
bicycles and tricycles, how to make 
and how to use them, sketches on 
their history, invention and progress. 
About 1871, Ward, Lock and Tyler 
of London, published ‘Wheels and 
Woes,” or Words of Warning to 
Would be Velocipedists by a Light 
Dragoon. It was published at one 
shilling but now commands $10. It 
consists of about 90 pages with card- 
board covers; it has a humorous il- 
lustration of a cycling accident on 
the cover and 11 pictures through the 
text. This volume covers such points 
as Bicycles and Compound Fractures, 
Stops,Doddling Along, Pace, Sum- 
mon the Offender, Wheel or Woe, 
Boys Will be Boys, Place aux dames, 
etc. “Nauticus on His Hobby Horse,” 
published in 1880 by William Ridg- 
way of London, priced at 18 pence, 
recently sold for $5, contains stories 
of adventures of a sailor during a 
1427 mile tricycle cruise, The author 
describes, in diary form, his tour to 
Liverpool, the English Lakes, and 
the cathedral and manufacturing 
towns of old England. 

The bulk of cycling literature was 
published between 1890 and 1900. This 
was the golden age of the bicycle 
when the world went cycle mad. 
Fancy cycling flourished in 1896 when 
Major Walter Wingfield wrote his 
“Bicycle Gymkhanu and Musical 
Rides” for use on England’s lawns 
at tea time. Touring is beautifully 
illustrated by artist Joseph Pennell 
in “Our Sentimental Journey Through 
France and Italy,” published in Lon- 
don, 1898, by T. Fisher Unwin. In 
1890 Burston and Stokes wrote about 
their trip in “Round the World on 
Bicycles” and had it published at 
Melbourne, Australia. In 1905 John 
Foster Fraser published his “Round 
the World on a Wheel” by Methuen 
of London. Arthur Waugh was one of 
the early English poets of the bi- 
cycle. In 1898 he published his “Leg- 
ends of the Wheel.” Among his 
collection we find “The Bicycling 
Child,” “The Wheel and the Wind,” 
and: 

THE BIKE 

Ringing 
The voice of the “Bike” 
the bell of the “Bike”, 
Driving pedestrians 
Out of the roadway, 
Frightening the steeds, and upsetting 
the populace 


from 
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With its shrill, irresistible song. 

On the legal side John A. William- 
son wrote “The Rights and Liabili- 
ties of Cyclists,” published by [Iliffe 
of London in 1885. For over 20 years 
the standard book on bicycling has! 
been CYCLING, a volume in the Bad- 
minton Library; the first edition was 
issued in 1887 and the revised in 
1902 by Longmans, Green of Lon- 
don. The Earl of Albemarle and G. 
L. Hillier were its authors. 


Probably the best one-volume edi- 
tion on the history of the bicycle is 
Archibald Sharp’s “Bicycles and Tri- 
cycles” published by Longmans in 
1896 in London. The oldest bicycle 
club in the world is the Pickwick, or- 
ganized in 1870. In 1905, Hill, Siffken 
and Co., of London published a 191- 
page book describing their yearly ac- 
tivities with 12 old illustrations. 

Between 1920 and 1940 the English 
published more practical books on the 
subject such as: 

Fred J. Camm’s “Every Cyclist’s 
Handbook,” Newnes of London, 1937 

F. Gardner’s “How to Repair Your 
Cycle,” W. Foulsham of London 

W. F. Grew’s “The Cycle Indus- 
try,” Isaac Pitman and Sons, Lon- 
don, 1921 

“The Cycling Manual and Year- 
book” issued annually by the Temple 
Press, London 

“C. T. C. Handbook and Guide,” 
issued annually by the Cyclists’ Tour- 
ing Club 

D. G. Moir, “The International 
Youth Hostel Guide,” Macdonald, Ed- 
inburgh, 1939 

H. W. Bartleet, “Bartleet’s Bicycle 
Book,” Ed. J. Burrow of London, 
1931 

Bernard Newman, “Cycling in 
France,” Herbert Jenkins Ltd., Lon- 
don, 1936 

The German publishers, during the 
ten pre-war years, published 12 or so 
practical manuals on cycling. Their 
older publications are very rare. The 
more recent books may be picked up 
in used book shops. A few of these 
are: 

Borowick, Hans “300 Rennfahrer 
in Einem Band,” Berlin, 1937; a 
booklet of 56 pages which gives a 
brief biography of 300 world fa- 
mous racing cyclists. Braun, Frank 
“Gute Fahrt” Vienna (about 1936); 
a paper covered booklet of 131 pages 
giving hints on riding and care of 
the bicycle. Dobbrack, Albert “Strass- 
enrennen” Leipzig (about 1938), an 
84-page paper covered booklet deal- 
ing with bicycle road racing. 

Old French books on bicycling are 
exceedingly rare. The largest (15”x 
11%4”) and most complete and beau- 
tiful volume ever published on bicy- 
cling is the volume on Voiture, 
Cyclisme, Automobile of the “His- 
toire de la Locomotion Terrestre,” 
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published in Paris in 1936, by the mag- 
azine, L’Illustration. It is printed on 
the finest quality glazed paper, with 
halftones and colored pictures that 
may be framed. It was written by the 
French authority, L. Baudry de 
Saunier. Back in 1892 De Saunier 
published his complete story of cy- 
cling in “Le Cyclisme, Theorique et 
Practique,” a 588-page volume. Both 
of these are rare items and much 
sought after by collectors. 

The other French cycling publica- 
tions are low priced paper covered 
editions of sport libraries* such as: 

“Guide du Centre Laique des Au- 
berges de Jeunesse,” published in 
1939 in Paris, for cycling youth hos- 
telers and another hostelers guide, 
“Ligue Francaise pour les Auberges 
de la Jeunesse et les Gites D’Etape.” 

Lorme, Pierre, ‘“L’Envers du Tour” 
Editions Baudiniere, Paris, 1935. 
This is a 145-page account of the 
world famous “Tour de France” with 
pictures. Pelissier, Henri “Le Cy- 
clisme Sur Route” Librairie S. Bor- 
nemann, Paris, 1938. This is a 31- 
page booklet on road racing by the 
Tour de France champion. 

Leon Vanderstuyft wrote his “Le 
Cyclisme Sur Piste Demi-Fond” which 
was published by Librairie S. Borne- 
mann in Paris in 1938. This is a 32- 
page paper bound account of the 
racing of another great French cy- 
cling champion and former world 
speed record holder. 

The Soviet Union has published 
four paper covered booklets on bicycl- 
ing. The writer found all of them in a 
second-hand book store. The first is 
a large paper covered brochure, 12x 
16”, entitled, “U. S. S. R. in Con- 
struction,” #7. It also contains the 
story of clocks and gramophones, and 
has large pictures and diagrams. It 
says, “The bicycle has come to the 
masses.” The Soviets are making a 
half million bicycles a year. (1937) 
The three small booklets entitled 
“Cycling in General,” “Cycle Tour- 
ing,” and “Cycling for Beginners,” 
published in Moscow in 1936-37 and 
38 contain 255, 112 and 100 pages, 
each, with many illustrations. 

The only Italian book the author 
has been able to locate is “Manuale 
del Ciclista,” published by Ulrico 
Hoepli in Milano in 1901. It is a com- 
plete book starting with the history 
and ending with riding the wheel. It 


contains a chapter on motor-bicycles - 


within its 234 pages. 

Japanese bicycle books are also 
rare. Among those secured in the 
past 10 years is “The Bicycle Indus- 
try,” written by Uyeda and Koyasu 
of Tokyo and translated by the Insti- 
tute of Pacific Relations at Tokyo in 
1936. It is a 26-page booklet in pa- 
per with charts and graphs going in- 
to detail of their manufacture of bi-

cycles. They were about to manufac- 
ture a pressed paper bicycle that 
would sell for about $5 at retail and 
thus revolutionize the world’s bicycle 
industries. 


BELLOLOGY 


ANY of the historic and famous 
bells that hung in the old Cali- 
fornia missions, were cast in Sitka, 
Alaska, in the days when Sitka was 
queen city of the northeast Pacific.

Although the bell has its devotees 
in China and is used in some of the 
Chinese houses of worsh'*p, the trum- 
pet is used in many instances to call 
the faithful to prayer. The trumpets 
are not of the ordinary type, however. 
These trumpets are often so long that 
supports are needed for them. The 
position of the trumpeter in a Chinese 
temple of worship is one eagerly 
sought, and it is considered an honor 
to have this duty bestowed upon one.

Church bells have been used in Eng- 
land for giving warning of national 
danger and peril since the 10th cen- 
tury.

For the most recent Friday, the 
Thirteenth, the United Press carried 
a story from French Lick Springs, 
Ind., as follows:

“The city council has decreed that 
bells be attached to the ebony tab- 
bies so they then can be side-stepped 
easily.”

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HISTORICAL RECORDS 


By STEPHEN FASSETT 


N page 19 of the July HOBBIES, 
I discussed two pressings of Tam- 
agno’s Ora e per sempre addio 
(Otello) on Victor 95003 that dif- 
fered in the matter of grooving, the 
early Monarch edition having much 
more unrecorded space than the later 
Victrola type record. The records 
sounded and timed exactly alike, and 
therefore the discrepancy could be 
explained partially py the fact that 
the master of the later pressing was 
cut with wider grooves than that of 
the early one, and thus more of the 
surface was used. In answer to my 
plea for further information, W. R. 
Moran of La Canada, Calif., sent a 
letter which should be studied by all 
serious collectors, for it clears up 
one of the problems that have been 
troubling many of us for years. 


“The same problem,” writes Mr. 
Moran, “came to my attention several 
years ago, and, in the summer of 
1938 when Bert Wehling (original ed- 
itor of this department) was on the 
coast, we spent one of many pleas- 
ant evenings discussing it, and ar-

rived at a solution which was later 
backed up by our old friend Forman 
of RCA Victor. 

“At that particular time, we were 
discussing the matter of the apparent 
duplication in recording of 87001 (3- 
031B)—Caruso’s Di quella pira—and 
also several others, including 88353 
(89123 & 8061-A)—Battistini Janni 
& 8061-A)—Battistini & Janni do- 
ing the “Thais” duet; 88003 (6004- 
A)—Caruso’s “Faust” solo; 89030 
(8042-A)—the Caruso & Alda Mise- 
rere; and many, many more. In all 
the cases mentioned, the copies bear- 
ing the Victrola lapel either single 
or double faced, were “wider,” i.e. 
measured longer across the grooves 
than the same titles with the earlier 
patent or GP labels. The Di quella 
pira of Caruso is the one which gave 
us the correct answer. If you have 
a late copy of this disc handy, put 
it on and listen carefully to the sur- 
face scratch as soon as the pick-up 
has been lowered. You will note one 
degree of scratch as the needle enters 
the first groove, and, a little later, 
an additional degree of scratching on 
top of the first, just as you do in 
the case of IRCC re-recordings, etc. 

“The answer is simply that the 





later copies are pressed from a new 
matrix which was made by playing 
one of the older recordings into a 
recording machine. 

“To substantiate our theory, we 
wrote to Forman, and following is a 
portion of his reply, under date of 
July 15, 1938: 


“‘Here is the solution to the Di 
quella pira problem: The original 
record (87001) was made in 1906. 
The groove was not considered en- 
tirely satisfactory, and it was in- 
tended to have Caruso record it again. 
For some unknown reason, this was 
never done. In 1915 we developed a 
re-recording machine and the Di 
quella pira was re-recorded. As the 
original recording was short, we cut 
a coarser groove on the new record, 
which accounts for the added groove 
space, When we doubled the record 
on 3031-B, we, of course, used the 
later matrix.” 

Aside from heaving a deep sigh of 
relief at having this problem so neat- 
ly and officially solved, the only com- 
ment I have to add is a word of 
warning to beginners who might now 
be inclined to proceed on the theory 
that there is no difference between 
any two editions of sne same record 
whose groove space measures unequal- 
ly other than the one that has just 
been explained. As long as the per- 
formances sound and time alike, ex-

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actly alike, no matter how different 
their measurements, this theory holds 
true and there is nothing to worry 
about. But don’t forget that in 
many cases the Victer company 
(and others too) issued several dif- 
ferent performances of the same se- 
lection by the same artist under the 
same catolog number, often under the 
same matrix number. We have men- 
tioned examples of this type of dupli- 
cation in the past and hope to call 
attention to others in the future. 
They are important.

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“TJARRY Macdonough” was the 

name under which the late J. S. 
Macdonald, one of the most talented 
and popular of all singers for the 
phonograph, was known throughout 
his entire recording career, but it was 
an alias which came to him unsought 
and eventually caused him serious em- 
barrassment. 

For a year or so before his death 
Mr. Macdonald wrote me occasional 
letters in which he related many high- 
ly interesting facts concerning his 
career—surely one of the most varied, 
colorful and important in the history 
of the talking machine. Beginning as 
a singer at 75 cents a “round,” he 
eventually became, first with the Vic- 
tor company and then with Columbia, 
among the most outstanding of re- 
cording organization officials. 

But perhaps it would be well to let 
this great tenor tell as much of his 
story as possible in his own way. We 
shall begin then by saying that he 
was born in Canada, of Scotch de- 
scent, in 1868, and received a suffici- 
ently good musical training to allow 
him to be an accomplished church so- 
loist, although he never appeared in 
concert or upon the stage. 


On October 17, 1898, at the age of 
30, he filled a test engagement at the 
Edison laboratories in West Orange, 
N. J. Prior to that eventful after- 
noon, he had made only a few rec- 
ords—cylinders, of course—for the 
Michigan Electric Company in De- 
troit. “These records,” he explained 
to me, “were not sold but merely used 
in their ‘phonograph parlor’ on the 
slot machines in use at that time.” 

Although Russell ‘Hunting is usu- 
ally identified with the once popular 
series of “Casey” monologs, a man by 
the name of John Kaiser was making 
them in Spanish-American war days 
for Edison. It was he who first inter- 
ested Walter Miller, the pioneer com- 
pany’s recording manager, in young

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
Harry Macdonough I

Macdonald’s exquisite lyric voice. 

“At my first session,” said the sing- 
er, “I made 12 selections, for which 
I received $9.00. The regular rate at 
that time was $1 per song, but being 
a beginner I was supposed to be sat- 
isfied with anything they chose to pay 
me and, as a matter-of-fact, I was. 
That $9 seemed pretty big for the 
afternoon, and I had no complaint. 
However, shortly after that they paid 
me the regular rate of $1 per ‘round,’ 
as it was described in those days. 

“Each morning or afternoon session 
consisted of 30 ‘rounds’ of five or six 
songs, selected from the repertoire on 
the list in proportion to their selling 
qualities. Sometimes it would be ‘The 
Holy City’ ten times; ‘Mid the Green 
Fields of Virginia’ five times, with 
the other 15 divided up among the 
songs of which they needed additional 
masters. 

“At that time they made five mast- 
ers at each performance of a song 
and from each master they could 
make from 25 to 75 duplicates before 
the master wore out. ‘The oly City’ 
was the outstanding seller and had to 
be done over more than any other se- 
lection. It paid my rent for many 
years.” 

I pause here to say that “The Holy 
City” was something of a burden 
throughout Mr. Macdonald’s singing 
career—a tiresome burden, it must 
have been, despite its rent-paying 
qualities. It took two Victor single- 
faced records—No. 2815 and 2816— 
for him to sing it in its entirety—and 
another record by him, called “The 
Sabbath Morn,” consisted of “part of 
‘The Holy City’ with chimes.” He al- 
so took the solo part of a Haydn 
Quartet rendition of Stephen Adams’ 
famous composition. Evidence that 
the thing came to be an annoyance 
was given in the June, 1927, issue of 
the now defunct Phonograph Monthly 
Review, in an article by Mr, Macdon- 
ald, in which he said he was glad 
that the phonograph had progressed 
to the point that complete recordings 
of symphonies were being issued, and 
‘The Holy City’ is no longer the 
height of recorded art.” 

Walter Miller and a typographical 
error must share the responsibility 
for the young tenor’s becoming known 
as Harry Macdonough, Miller, who 
apparently had a mild mania for 
naming tenors Harry, objected to 


Macdonald’s first name of “John” as 
not being “romantic enough.” “You’re 
Harry Macdonald from now on,” he 
said, but when the first cylinder by 
the new singer came out the last 
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name was mistakenly given as “Mac- 
donough.” 

“That didn’t matter, because I was 
completely indifferent to what they 
called me. I thought then that rec- 
ord-making was a sort of lowdown 
business, anyway,” the singer whim- 
sically commented. 

But then came embarrassment. By 
one of those stranger-than-fiction co- 
incidences, there was at that time a 
veteran theatrical comedian who had 
been calling himself Harry Macdon- 
ough for many years. Despite the fact 
that he had appeared with Lillian 
Russell and other famous stars, the 
new “Harry Macdonough” had never 
heard of him before. The veteran, 
however, soon found out somebody 
was using his name on records by be- 
ing annoyed with requests to sing 
ballads every time he made a stage 


appearance. When he began making 
an investigation, the chest-fallen 
Macdonald wrote him a letter of 
apology. 


“That was the hardest thing I ever 
did,” he told me, “for I felt that if 
I told him the truth, that I had never 
heard of him before I appropriated 
his name, I would only be adding in- 
sult to injury.” A friendly understand- 
ing was affected, however, and the 
tenor and the comedian had no trouble 
with each other after that, except 
that, as a rule, each received the 
other’s mail instead of his own. 

Young Macdonald was now well 
started on his successful recording 
career. He continued to call himself 
Harry Macdonough, although he said 
he made a few records for a minor 
company whose name he couldn’t re- 
call, under the disguise of “Ralph 
Raymond.” 

The Edison Quartet was then com- 
posed of John Bieling, first tenor; 
Jere Mahoney, second tenor; S. H. 
Dudley, baritone, and William F. Hoo- 
ley, bass. Mahoney became ill with 
inflammatory rheumatism, and Mac- 
donough took his place. “The new 
combination,” he said, “stuck togeth- 
er for about 20 years, being known 
as the Haydn Quartet when singing 
for the Berliner Gramophone Com- 
pany, which later became the Victor 
Company.” 

After the formation of the Victor 
Talking Machine Company in 1901, the 
Quartet, as an ensemble and as in- 
dividuals, signed a contract which 
permitted work to be continued for 
the Edison organization, although the 
bulk of its efforts were for Victor. 
Macdonough is also said to have made 
a few Columbia records, although I 
have never seen one. He likewise 
sang many records for the American 
Phonograph Company, a short-lived 
cylinder manufacturing concern oper- 
ated by some of the prominent re-

BUT TONS 


DIMINUTIVES 


By MARGUERITE MAPLE 


UST as in all types of miniaturia, 

many button collectors are en- 
chanted with the smallest size, rang- 
ing from the very tiniest to those 
not larger than three-eighths of an 
inch, Until a few years ago, this 
class of buttons was known as “min- 
iatures.” But this was very puzzling 
since there are true miniature but- 
tons . .. . small paintings or por- 
traits, some on ivory, others of 
enamel, lithographs, etc. It was then 
the word “diminutive” was coined as 
more descriptive and less confusing. 

One finds very tiny buttons, some 
no larger than a black (or white) 
headed pin. There are tiny stones in 
jewelry settings, paperweights, mo- 
saics, black glass, colored glass, the 
lustres, cameos, calicoes (the tiniest 
with three holes) and many small 
metals and pearls. There are even 
tiny diminutive miniatures, usually 
lithographs. The field is wide but not 
in all types, of course. 

Some collectors are interested in 
only the tiniest size, others in all 
types of diminutives, still others 
specialize . . . some in paperweights 

. some in jewels, and I’ve heard 
of such specialization as only having 
a star or stars for decoration. Smail 
Jenny Linds offer another interesting 
specialization group, and so on. The 
collector can be as original as he or 
she pleases. 

Another attractive feature of di- 
minutives is that they take up very 
litle space in mounting. The National 
Button Society, for exhibition pur- 
poses, specifies 70 or more for a tray. 
This eliminates the bulk of the many 
trays required for a Collection of the 
larger buttons. They also specify the 
following classifications: 

Enamels 

Metals 

Assorted Diminutives 

Glass 

Heads 
but a collector for his own amuse- 
ment and enjoyment may break this 
down into sub-classes, as, a certain 
type of glass, or enamels with a 
specific type of decoration, etc. 


When these small buttons are 
studied closely under a magnifying 
glass, the collector can begin to ap- 
preciate the skill and care of the 
craftsmen who designed them. Some- 
one has remarked, “the smaller the 
object, the finer the workmanship;” 
however, this isn’t true with all small 
buttons. On some the designs are in- 
distinct or not well proportioned, 
while others may be crude but still 
dinteresting. Therefore, let me stress 
that only those with fine details or 
interesting workmanship be collected. 
Keep your diminutive collection fine 

. it will lure many admirers. 


NOVEL ARRANGEMENT 

Mrs. Walter A. Hotz, president of 
the Chicago Area Button Society, has 
set aside one division of her buttons 
to please her young son, Donald, 15, 
and his friends, interested in color and 
novelty. Mrs. Hotz has used these in 
novel and colorful arrangements in- 
stead of merely mounting them. One 
is entitled, “Tea for Two,” and is a 
room in miniature, with all except the 
furniture in buttons. The pictures on 
the wall, the dishes on the table, the 
flower centerpieces, are all buttons. 


Besides she has a bowl of nothing 
but fruit buttons and a tiny hat box 
is filled with 125 buttons depicting 
nothing but the hat.

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CROWNS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


OUGH crowns, for many cen- 

turies, have been symbols of 
royalty or rank, it is probable that 
the first crowns were made of flowers 
and leaves; like laurel wreaths, they 
were not attributes of rank, but were 
conferred in honor of outstanding 
achievements. The ancient emblem of 
royalty was the diadem, originally a 
kind of band or fillet; and while the 
two names are now nearly synony- 
mous, it is from the diadem rather 
than from the ancient crowns that 
the modern crown seems to have 
evolved. At any rate, crowns made of 
precious metals, ornamented and be- 
jeweled, are almost as old as human 
history, and at one time or another, 
they have stood for the same things 
in all the civilized and semi-civilized 
countries of the world. As the civili- 
zation increased, the crowns became 
more elaborate, in some cases, but 
their fundamental forms have changed 
very little in the last 2000 years. 

Crowns are comparatively plentiful 
on buttons, especially on Uniform 
buttons. I intended, at first, to show 
only nine or ten; but they proved so 
interesting and so varied that I find 
I must show at least 19, to give even 
a moderate idea of their possibilities, 
and at that, I am only scratching the 
surface of the subject. 

No, 1 is an Heraldic button, and 
beautifully made, like most of its 
kind. It is one-piece copper, silver- 
plated, slightly convex; and the work- 
manship is so fine that it will stand 
the closest examination through a 
magnifying glass; it is a marvel of 
art and accuracy. The crown is an 
Earl’s coronet, and the crest is de- 
scribed as follows: “Douglas, Sir 
Robert Percy, Bart., of Carr—a wild 
boar sticking between two clefts of 
an oak tree, a chain and lock holding 
them together.”* Reverse: “A. Kirk- 
wood—E D N R”, 

No. 2. This crown, displayed on a 
convex gilt button, against a rayed 
background, is the “Imperial State 
Crown” of Great Britain,—the crown 
worn by Queen Victoria at her coro- 
nation. This particular button, I’m 
told, was worn by a postilion riding 
one of the horses which drew the Cor- 
onation Coach of King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth, May 12, 1937. Re- 
verse: “Pitt & Co. 16 Maddox St., 
London.” 

No 3 is a small brass glove but- 
ton. Though found in several sizes 
and variations, the crown is usually 
unmistakable, however tiny. 

No. 4 is a decorative, pseudo-her- 
aldic button, made of tin, with the 
design in relief against a tinted 


ground. The crown is of a type much 
used between the 10th and 14th cen- 
turies. Tin back. c. 1890. 

No. 5 is a Livery button. It is flat, 
silver-plated, and has a brass back. 
In heraldry, this crown, and those 
shown in Nos. 4 and 19, would be 
described as coronets, But as such 
types were often used as crowns, 
they are included in that general 
classification. Reverse: “Extra Fein.” 

No. 6. In ancient times, the “Crown 
of Ships” (corona navalis) was the 
reward given to one who had gained 
some notable victory at sea. I am 
sorry to say that I cannot identify 
this original and effective button, but 
I hope that someone who sees it will 
be able to do so. It is convex, gilt, 
with design in relief against a plain 
ground. Reverse: “Superior Quality.” 

No. 7. This silvered, slightly con- 
vex, British Army button displays 
the “Crown of St. Edward” (as dis- 
tinguished from the Imperial Crown). 
The original of this crown belonged 
to King Edward the Confessor (1004- 
66), but was destroyed by the Puri- 
tans during the Commonwealth. At 
the Restoration of Charles II (1660), 
a replica was made, which is in ex- 
istence today. This type of crown, 
with the depressed arches, was in 
use between 1660 and 1887, when it 
gave way, to some extent, to the 
Imperial Crown. 

No. 8 is a button worn by a Dan- 
ish naval officer. It is convex, gilt, 
with raised design against a lined 
background. Reverse: “C. L. Seifert 
—KJBENHAVN.” Note how this 
crown differs from the characteristic 
British crowns. Danish, Norwegian, 
Swedish, Russian, Spanish, Hungari- 
an, Austrian, German, Italian and 
Rumanian crowns (as well as many 
others) all vary in detail, though 
some of them are much alike in gen- 
eral outline. An examination of for- 
eign postage stamps is a help in 
identifying crowns of different coun- 
tries. 

No. 9 is another beautifully made 
button, which Captain Emilio thus 
describes: “No, 848—(British) Army, 
Welsh Regiment, officer, 1881-1904; 
2 piece, convex, gilt, 25. In relief, 
the emblems of the Prince of Wales 
in a banded circle, below the crown; 
in the circle, the words ‘The Welsh 
Regiment’; a wreath of laurel en- 
circling and a polished rim around.” 
Reverse: “Jennens & Co.—London.” 
This button is unique in that it shows 
the coronet of the Prince of Wales 
in addition to St. Edward’s Crown 
—two crowns on one button. 

Nos. 10, 11 and 12 show crowns 
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“in use” on three queens of different 
periods. No. 10 is a representation 
of the Empress Theodora (508-548), 
wearing a crown of Byzantine de- 
sign. (Note the dragon on top.) This 
button is bronze-finished brass, the 
head being applied to a darker bronze 
background. c, 1875-85. 

No. 11 portrays a queen of the age 
known as “Medieval,”—roughly, from 
476 to 1453. Her crown is indefinite 
in detail, but seems suitable to the 
rest of her costume. Pressed brass 
with tin back. c. 1890. 

No. 12 is an exquisite button, to 
which mere black and white cannot do 
justice. The miniature is most deli- 
cately painted in water-color, and 
placed beneath glass in a setting of 
gilt, with cut steel facets surrounding. 
The crown is a type similar to Nos. 
4 and 19; and the queen may be any 
of several famous 16th century 
queens, or she may be no queen in 
particular. The miniature bears some 
resemblance to a portrait of Marie 
de Medici (1573 - 1642), wife of 
Henry IV of France, but it differs in 
several details (including the crown!) 
so that I do not feel justified in 
identifying it positively. 

No. 13 is made of zinc, it appears, 
(once painted brown). It is convex, 
with a crown in relief, If this is a 
German button, of 1914-18, as I have 
been told, then the crown is that of 
Bavaria or some other. German state, 
not of the German Empire. 

No. 14 is a Fraternal button, a 
Uniform button of the “Patriarchs 
Militant,” a military degree of the 
Independent Order of Oddfellows, 
founded in 1884, The design is in 
relief against a lined background. 
Reverse: “M. C. Lilley & Co., Co- 
lumbus, O.” ; 

No. 15 is a pseudo-heraldic Cos- 
tume button, rendered in tinted brass. 
The emblem is said to be that of 
Francis I of France (1494-1547). The 
crown is similar to No. 4, and the 
dragon is obviously of the fire-breath- 
ing variety! c. 1895. 

No. 16 is a German naval (or 
marine?) button of the First World 
War (1914-18). It is convex, gilt with 
brass back, and shows the “Crown 
of the German Empire” above a 
fouled anchor. Reverse: ‘‘Kaiserliche 
Marine.” 

No. 17. This modern version of St. 
Edward’s Crown is made of clear 
glass, with gilt decorations. In 1936- 
37, Crown buttons of metal, glass and 
modern plastics were among. the 
many souvenirs made to commem- 
orate the coronation of King George 
VI. Self-shank. 

No. 18 is an Overall or Unionall 
button. It is flat brass, with raised 
design. The letters just visible inside 
the crown are “B. & L.” 

No. 19 The group ends, as it be-

IMPERIAL 
RUSSIAN 
. BUTTONS 


By LILLIAN SMITH ALBERT 

A SHORT time ago in New York 

City, it was a rare privilege to 
hold in my hands all of the 40 an- 
tique Imperial Russian buttons. Dr. 
Armand Hammer, of the Hammer 
Galleries, New York City, had given 
Mrs. Dorothy Pontecorvo, of Mont- 
clair, N. J., the privilege of showing 
these famous buttons to admirers at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. It was there 
that Hanna Kohn, New York collector, 
and I sat for several hours admiring 
these choice miniatures, trying to de- 
cide which would be our favorites! 

In one group are 22 small draw- 
ings, framed very simply under glass, 
with plain polished gold rims; they 
have beautiful silver backs. In the 
other group are 18; these have chased 
rims in two-color gold with the laurel 
wreath design. They are covered with 
convex lenses of a slightly bluish 
tint and the mountings are larger. 
Each set is indeed lovely and the 
mounting of these miniatures alone is 
a work of art. The accompanying cut 
shows those with plain rims at the 
top, while the chased group is at the 
bottom. 

These drawings were executed in 
pencil by Tsarina Marie Feodorovna, 
wife of Tsar Paul I, of Russia, and 
presented to her mother as a birthday 
gift in 1790, 

As I held these magnificent but- 
tons in my hands and examined them 
more carefully under the magnifying 
lens, I pictured this young bride 
sketching these tiny scenes from her 
different positions on the _ palace 
grounds, also, I kept thinking, what 
a variety of styles of architecture, 
representative indeed, of all Europe! 
I wanted to know more about this 
mixture of architecture and have 
found a few interesting items that I 
should like to share with you. 

At the beginning of the 18th cen- 
tury, while Moscow and the rest of 
Russia continued to live according to 
tradition, Peter the Great (1689-1725) 
undertook to build a new capitol, St. 
Petersburg, in the far north of his 
empire—a move which at once in- 
volved extensive and imposing build- 
ing and a radical change from an 
isolated political existence to closer 
contact with western Europe. A new 
epoch in Russian architecture began. 
Being an innovator in everything, 
Peter strove from the first to create

a new architecture. Instead of employ- 
ing Moscow masters, he enlisted an 
army of architects, engineers, and 
craftsmen from all parts of Europe. 
Their work resulted in the erection of 
incongruous. buildings in western 
European forms. A degree of order 
came into this architectural chaos 
only after Peter’s death. 

In all Europe, in the middle of the 
18th century there was a re-awaken- 
ing interest in the austere and noble 
forms of classic architecture. The 
brilliant reign of Catherine the Great 
1762-1796) was favorable for the de- 
velopment of this movement and it 


found an immediate response. A mul- 
titude of architects both Russian and 
foreign, invited by the court, carried 
on the beautifying of the new capi- 
tol, surrounding its vast squares with 
rows of classic columns, with elegant 
porches, and with majestic facades. 
Catherine’s interest in architecture 
was exceptional. While Peter in- 
fluenced the direction of Russian ar- 
chitecture, it was Catherine who as- 
sisted the development of the new 
school itself, with an energy equal to 
Peter’s, she continued to create the 
capitol, not only personally examin- 
ing the designs, but also, according 
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to contemporaries, giving instructions 
and even supplying sketches for pro- 
posed buildings, During her reign the 
classic style was so intimately mixed 
with the creative genius of Russia 
that it occupied almost the same po- 
sition as the traditional Russian style 
prior to the 17th century. 

Following Catherine’s reign, her 
son, Paul I, succeeded her to the 
throne. His second wife was the beau- 
tiful Sophia Dorothea of Wurttem- 
burg, renamed Marie Feodorovna, in 
Russia. The four and one-half years 
(1796-1801) of Paul’s rule in Russia 
were unquestionably the reign of a 
madman, for as he grew older he 
became more degraded and hovered 
on the border of insanity. 

It is believed that all of these build- 
ings were erected prior to 1785. It is 
recorded that Pavlovsk palace was 
built during 1782-4, from designs by 
the Scottish architect, Charles Cam- 
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eron, and restored to its altered form 
after the fire of 1803. These drawings 
by Tsarina Marie include views of 
the palace buildings and grounds, 
forts, arbors, monuments, obelisks, 
pyramids, churches, etc., and the 
styles of architecture are representa- 
tive of India, Eygpt, China, Japan, 
England, Greece and Rome. Could not 
this above explanation be the answer 
to this mixture of architecture? 
An outstanding feature is that 
these drawings are executed in pencil. 
Practically all of the sketches, in the 
form of buttons under glass, that I 
have examined up to the present time, 
have been colored by the medium of 
water colors, pastel crayons and oil. 
Truly each of these little pictures 
is a small masterpiece .... and for- 
tunate indeed is that person who 
can say “his miniature drawing, ex- 
ecuted by Marie Feodorovna, Empress 
of Russia .... this is my very own.” 





A WEEKEND 


OF BUTTONS

P might have been an ordinary 
weekend. But it wasn’t, not with 
the fall meeting of the Illinois But- 
ton Collector’s Society at Rockford, 
Ill., in view and the added delight of 
a visit to the Crotty Hobby Museum. 

Our motoring party from Chicago 
on the 18th of September consisted 
of Mrs. Walter Hotz, president of our 
Chicago Button Society; Mrs. Faye 
Ackerman of California, a visiting 
collector of buttons, and myself. 

Shortly after our arrival in Rock- 
ford we went to the Crotty Hobby 
Museum in the spacious old residence 
on Kishwaukee_ street which was 
State Senator Noling’s home before 
the four Crotty sisters leased it. 

Four downstairs rooms are devoted 
to the hobby exhibits of these un- 
usual sisters. Edna Crotty, a former 
president of the National Button So- 
ciety, has pioneered in button collect- 
ing and is as charming as her beau- 
tiful buttons. Sister Marie, brunette 
and sharp-witted, has the largest col- 
lection of hatpins in the world and 
has been famed as “‘Hatpin Hattie” 
for ever so long. 

Vera Crotty is one of those sterling 
characters like the silver spoons of 
which she makes a hobby, and Irene 
is as sweet as a mother with her fam- 
ily of dolls. It should also be remark- 
ed that the hospitality of the Crotty 
sisters generously matches their en- 
thusiasm for their hobbies. 

Being button enthusiasts ourselves, 
we were intensely interested in the 
educational work Edna Crotty has 
done in inviting school children to 


study her buttons, and in her unique 
displays which add luster to her other 
pioneering efforts. The most out- 
standing among her exhibits was a 
replica of the smallest church in the 
world, designed with 10,000 buttons 
and the American flag constructed en- 
tirely of pearl buttons, the red stripes 
of tinted, carmine pearls and the 
standard of the gilded ones, 


Then there was her collection of 
bridle rosettes which she had mounted 
as a garland on a horseshoe. It was 
a most original idea; many of us 
collect these rosettes but few of us 
know how to display them to advan- 
tage. 

The first bridles man used on his 
horses were undoubtedly crude and 
unadorned but even in ancient times, 
as wealth was amassed, bridles were 
made of gold, silver and bronze and 
decorated with ornaments resembling 
a rose from whence was evolved the 
term “bridle rosettes.” 

These rosettes or buttons were 
fashioned in various sizes and ma- 
terials, in the precious metals, of 


course, and in iron, leather, ivory and 


compositions. Plain metal ones were 
first made in this country in 1860 and 
they appeared in glass hardly a dec- 
ade later. They were adorned with 
animals, fiowers, emblems and often 
bore the monograms of families or 
the initials of their owners. There 
are the Army buttons, too, with their 
insignia; the elaborate mountings for 
the circus horses and the rubber 
daguerreotype style. Bridle rosettes 
in general and the Army ones in par- 
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ticular are especially interesting. 

And there were more buttons to 
marvel over with the opening of the 
meeting of the Illinois Button Society 
in the Y. W. C. A., presided over by 
Mrs. W. H. Craig, vice president, and 
a member of our Chicago area group. 
In addition to the trays entered, an 
educational exhibit was sponsored by 
Mrs. Rodney Wilson of Rockford, a 
button collector for three years, who 
has done some marvelous educational 
work in this field. 

Assisted by Mrs. H. W. Baker, also 
of Rockford, Mrs. Wilson displayed 
large enamel and picture buttons with 
full length figures, children’s story 
specimens and beautiful molded black 
glass buttons. Mrs. Baker showed her 
cut pearls, all of them handsome and 
especially the bulldog in pearl which 
stole the show. 

No wonder it wasn’t an ordinary 
weekend, not with so many fascinat- 
ing buttons to study and, always re- 
markable to me, within our own en- 
virons.

gan, with an Heraldic button, a con- 
vex, gilt specimen with device in re- 
lief, The crown is a variety of the 
trefoil type; in heraldry, it would be 
called a coronet. But many kings of 
the Middle Ages, Richard I and Ed- 
ward I of England, for example, wore 
crowns like this. Reverse: “Pitt & 
Co. Maddox St.—London.” 

While the majority of Crown de- 
signs are found on Uniform buttons, 
a fair number appear on Costume 
buttons, either by themselves or at- 
tached to sundry ladies and gentlemen 
who are qualified (presumably) to 
wear them! Coronets, diadems and 
fillets are more common, on Head 
buttons, than are full-fledged crowns; 
perhaps they might all be included 
as crowns in a not too strict class- 
ification. Crowns are often found, too, 
on lions, eagles, deer, etc., either on 
their heads or around their necks 
(gorget). 

But Uniform buttons, especially 
those of Great Britain and affiliated 
nations, and of other monarchies, 
past and present, are the richest 
source of crowns; after them come 
Livery, Heraldic and Fraternal but- 
tons. Such crowns all mean some- 
thing, quite aside from their decor- 
ative qualities, and have historical or 
heraldic significance. They are inform- 
ative as well as ornamental, and 
they have a positive fascination, even 
in a democratic age! 

Also, it seems to me that button 
collectors may collect Crown buttons 
with special reason and enthusiasm, 
since theirs is a King (or should it 
be Queen?) of hobbies!

THE CHARM 
OF CHARM STRINGS 


Recently I have been examining 
two charm strings, composed mostly 
of buttons older than those which I 
had recently noted. 

There are jewels galore, paper 
weights, jets, Goodyears, plastic horn 
and natural horn, also brass in lovely 
designs, both one and two-piece. In 
time past, I smiled at those slightly 
“queer” people, studying buttons with 
a glass. Now I appreciate just 
how interested they become, and why. 

Among the particularly interest- 
ing ones, to me, is a one-fourth-inch 
flat brass, shank button marked “Jos- 
eph” on the front. I wonder who 
Joseph was; why his buttons were 
marked, and if this were a child’s 
shoe button. My mother made my 
first shoes by hand of cloth with a 
soft sole, 60 odd years ago. None 
survived so I do not know what sort 
of buttons she used, but certainly they 
did not bear my name. 

An interesting type button is a one- 
half inch ball, covered with a light 
brown velvet, wire shank, the metal 
back comes up on the outside to form 
a cut out border and there is a tiny 
head in the center. Another odd one 
is thin, clear glass one and one-eighth 
inch, bevel edge, backed with a gold- 
stone substance, unevenly distributed. 
One would expect it to have a rim 
although the shank is imbedded in the 
goldstone. That seems improbable as 
the material extends beyond the glass 
on one side while én other places it 
does not reach the edge. Only one 
five-eighths inch picture button, two- 
piece brass, colored dark blue, repre- 
sents Cupid industriously sharpening 
his dart on a grindstone, 

One in particular is a plastic horn, 
not in very good condition, a little 
over an inch wide, marked “T. Wells 
Ingram’s Patent.’”’? This is very sim- 
ilar to the Harrison campaign button 
except there is no cider barrel. In- 
stead there is a flag and flagstaff. 

Among the lot is a very fine small 
black Jenny Lind and a deep blue, not 
nearly so fine. There are no calicos but 
there is one Rockingham, and many, 
many others. The backs are as inter- 
esting as the fronts. Sometimes they 
are more interesting. 

I have spent hours reading HOB- 
BIES button department, trying to 
identify this or that button. Well, I 
know a lot more than I did, even if 
I have only scratched the surface.

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CIRCUSIANA: 


‘TOM THUMBIANA 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


IDGETS, male and female, have 
been exhibited with circuses and 
other amusement enterprises for 
many years and in 1937, Stanley 
Graham assembled more than 100 di- 
minutive adults for his midget cir- 
cus, but no dwarfed individual so cap- 
tured the public fancy as did the late 
Charles S. Stratton, better known as 
Tom Thumb. 

It was through the exploitation of 
the famous showman, P. T. Barnum 
of Stratton’s home town, Bridgeport, 
Conn., that he became the most fa- 
mous of all midgets, whose name be- 
came a household word in America 
and abroad. But the little fellow’s 
intellect, quick wit and charming per- 
sonality were distinct assets to him 
in the promotion of his career as an 
exhibitionist. 

Born in 1838, Stratton grew nor- 
mally until he was 18 months of age. 
When he was two, it became appar- 
ent that he had not grown any, in 
the meantime. When he was six 
years of age, he was first exhibited 
in the Barnum museum, and in Jan- 
uary, 1844, made his first appearance 
in Europe. Upon reaching maturity,

he was three feet, four inches in 
height, which is exceptionally tall so 
far as midgets go. 

In 1862, Barnum discovered anoth- 
er midget in the person of Lavinia 
Warren Bumpus, who used the name 
Lavinia Warren as her stage name. 
The following year, she was married 
to Tom Thumb in Grace Church, New 
York, Members of the wedding party 
were her sister, Minnie Warren, who 
was one-third smaller than her sister, 
and Commodore Nutt, whose real 
name was George Washington Mor- 
rison Nutt, and who stood only 29 
inches tall at the age of 22. 


General Tom Thumb as he later be- 
came known, died in 1883 at the age 
of 45, and his widow married anoth- 
er midget, Count Primo Magri, an 
Italian. She lived to the age of 77, 
dying November 25, 1919. 


Since Tom Thumb and his wife 
were internationally known figures in 
the amusement world, often feted by 
kings and royal families, the collec- 
tion of their personal effects has been 
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undertaken by numerous hobbyists, 
particularly those interested in the 
circus field. 

Perhaps the most successful col- 
lector in the pursuit of such belong- 
ings was the late Harry Hertzberg, 
Texas attorney, whose collection of 
circusiana, valued at $30,000 is now on 
exhibition in the San Antonio public 
library. 

So large is the collection of Tom 
Thumbiana, that it occupies a prom- 
inent place in the Hertzberg circus 
room of the library, requiring the 
entire side of the large room for dis- 
play. 

Outstanding in the Hertzberg col- 
lection is the coach in which the mid- 
get rode as a youngster. This coach 
was built in Bridgeport in 1843 and 
presented to his protege by Barnum. 
At that time, Tom Thumb was five 
years of age. In 1890, his widow 
offered the coach as security for a 
loan and it was never reclaimed. For 
a number of years it was exhibited 
by carnival companies and was pur- 
chased at auction by Mr. Hertzberg 
in 1930. The coach stands three and 
one-half feet high and is about four 
feet long. 

Evidence of the midget’s diminu- 
tive size in the Hertzberg collection 
include a plaster cast of his foot made 
when he was 12 years of age, and a 
vest he wore, which had been in the 
family of the general before it was 
acquired by Mr. Hertzberg. 

Among the finer pieces of his per- 
sonal effects which the collector ob- 
tained in his travels are his violin 
and bow. They had been owned more 
than 50 years by Edward L. Morse 
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A poster used by the P. T. Barnum & Great London Circus to advertise the 
appearance of Tom Thumb and his wife in the show.

of Connecticut. Displayed with the 
musical instrument is the original 
score of an operetta, “Hop O’My 
Thumb” written especially for the 
midget by the English composer, Al- 
bert Smith. Tom Thumb first ap- 
peared in the operetta at the Lyceum 
theatre in London in 1844. 

Another exceptional collection piece 
is a miniature muzzle-loading gun 
with bayonet, the only one of its kind 
ever made, the work of the famous 
gunsmith, Wesley Richards of Lon- 
don, England, who presented it to 
the general. 

A walking stick, presented by R. 
M. Crawford of Liverpool, England, 
figured in an interesting incident of 
the midget’s career. On his first visit 





to London, he was invited to Buck- 
ingham Palace by Queen Victoria, 
where he was presented to the Prince 
of Wales and the Royal Family. Dur- 
ing this visit, he excited the displeas- 
ure of the Queen’s favorite poodle 
dog, which barked at the midget, caus- 
ing him to attack the canine with his 
tiny walking stick, 

As souvenirs of the wedding of 
Tom Thumb and Miss Warren, the 
Hertzberg collection contains a piece 
of the wedding cake and an announce- 
ment of the couple’s reception upon 
their return from their wedding trip. 
So great was the crowd at the wed- 
ding that 2,000 boxes of wedding cake 
were distributed to guests assembled 
for the occasion. 
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Other personal effects in the col- 
lection are a miniature gold locket 
containing 11 tiny photographs of the 
general and his wife, which was given 
by Mr. Barnum to a member of Mrs. 
Tom Thumb’s family; a miniature 
testament presented to the midget by 
the Rev. C. B. Tayler in 1844, and 
numerous photographs of the midget 
and his wife. 


Completing the collection are ad- 
vertising pieces used to exploit the 
appearances of the tiny couple. There 
are posters depicting Barnum and the 
midgets being presented to royal fam- 
ilies of Europe, used to advertise 
their appearance with the P. T. Bar- 
num and Great London Circus, sou- 
venir booklets describing the “life, 
personal appearance, character and 
manners of General Tom Thumb and 
his wife, Lavinia Warren Stratton” 
and handbills heralding the presenta- 
tion in public performances of the 
couple in Ceylon and China, when 
they were on a world tour in 1872.

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MINIATURE FURNITURE 


By THELMA SHULL 


HERE are records of miniature 
furniture being found in _ the 
tombs of ancient Rome. Through all 
ages, dolls and their accompanying 
miniature furniture have been played 
with by small children. It has re- 
mained for the present century to 
raise up a small army of adult col- 
lectors who specialize in the tiny ac- 
cessories of the home so necessary to 
dolldom, 

There is an especially valuable sig- 
nificance in this bringing together of 
miniatures, for in gathering these 
tiny replicas of larger pieces collect- 
ors may leave for younger genera- 
tions a tangible record of the home. 
Just as modern miniature furniture 
is patterned closely after the latest 
furniture designs, so in bygone times 
the tiny pieces duplicated the prevail- 
ing styles. 

From 17th century Germany there 
are miniature chests, mirrors, tables, 
chairs and cupboards still extant, 
many of these pieces being exquisite- 
ly finished in fine detail. From the 
18th and 19th centuries, there are a 
number of dolls’ houses, completely 
furnished, in English, French, and 
German museums. By the 19th cen- 
tury, making miniatures for doll 
houses was becoming a regular busi- 
ness in some parts of the world. 

Probably doll furniture was none 
too plentiful in America during the 
first few years of the 19th century 
for an early magazine relates how 
a carpenter was hired, in 1815, to 
make a doll house and miniature fur- 
niture as a surprise for two little 
children. There was a tiny four- 
poster bed, a chest_of drawers, and 
a Windsor chair in the bedroom. 
Downstairs there was a_ slat-back 
rocker for the Grandma doll to rest 
in and chairs and sofa of Empire de- 
sign as the main articles of furniture 
in the room. A mirror and pictures 
on the wall, a diminutive footstool, 
and rich fabric drapes at the window 
completed the furnishings of the 
room. 

A writer in 1867 stated that toy 
houses, completely furnished, could 
be purchased at the larger stores. 


Every part of the house, from the 
kitchen to the drawing room, was 
offered for sale. Many of these tiny 
toys were made in Germany by child- 
ren who worked overtime in the even- 
ings after their regular day’s work 
was finished. They often used waste 
materials in fashioning these minia- 
ture pieces, 

At St. Ulrich, in the Southern Ty- 
rol, tiny dolls’ furniture was carved 
for the markets of the world. As 
early as 1870, there was a thriving 
business for the making of miniatures 
in this hamlet. Different families of 
the village specialized in making cer- 
tain pieces. Besides doll furniture, 
many other toys were made and sent 
to London and the United States. 

By 1880, Parisian miniature furni- 
ture included not only the usual line 
of tables and chairs but also tiny 
clocks that actually ran and minia- 
ture pianofortes that could be played. 

When these lovely pieces made 
abroad were shipped to the United 
States and the prices proved too high 
for the average family to afford, the 
American craftsmen began to whittle 
and carve miniatures, too. Some 
sturdy little examples remain today. 
These hand carved pieces, made dur- 
ing long winter evenings by the fath- 
er of the family for his daughters’ 
Christmas presents, are loving ex- 
amples still prized in many homes. 
Even iron was used in making these 
doll house furnishings. A little old 
rocker of iron, treasured by its pres- 
ent adult owner, is just three and 
one-half inches high and is painted 
in black and red. The graceful curv- 
ing back, that continues in unbroken 
line to the front of the chair seat, 
is reminiscent of an early Victorian 
style. . 

A Lilliputian village made by the 
youngsters at a Boy’s Home in Red- 
hill, England, more than 30 years 
ago, was complete with 26 houses, a 
canal and bridge, a church, a railway 
station, football field, and band stand. 
Many of the little houses were decor- 
ated with delightful little pieces of 
furniture, all just a few inches high. 
At stated intervals, the boys cleaned 
the little homes, dusting the furniture 


within. Not only did the top of each 
building lift off, but the second floor 
could be pulled back on hinges to 
make the cleaning of the ground 
floor a simple matter. 

A book was published nearly 30 
years ago containing pages of min- 
iature doll furniture printed in color. 
The furniture was supposed to be cut 
out, folded, and pasted so that it took 
the form of solid pieces. 

More recently, deluxe miniature 
furniture offered for sale in this 
country has included grand pianos 
and phonographs only a few inches 
high which played tunes, for they 
were really music boxes. 

A doll house made for Queen Mary 
is a miniature edition of the furnish- 
ings of an English home during the 
early years of the 20th century. The 
finest artists and craftsmen of the 
British empire worked together to 
produce this exquisite little home, 
complete to the most minute detail. 
Against the gray and gold walls of 
the dining room are placed three side- 
tables of walnut finished with lion- 
paw feet and tops of verde antique 
marble. The dining table measures 
20 inches when opened at full length, 
or just five and one-half inches when 
the leaves are dropped. It is two and 
one-half inches high. The dainty lit- 
tle chairs, whose seats are covered 
with salmon covered leather, are less 
than three inches high. 

Red leather is used on the walnut 
furniture in the library. In the re- 
ception room for guests on the first 
floor is a black and gold lacquer cab- 
inet with a red and gold lacquer in- 
terior, a pair of gilt console tables 
with elephant-tooth tops, and two 
gilt settees with eight matching 
chairs covered in gray silk which is 
worked in imitation of Aubusson 
tapestry. The bedrooms are marvel- 
ous collections of lacquered cabinets, 
tiny footstools, four-poster beds, 
dressing-tables, and chests of draw- 
ers, All the contents of this doll 
house were raade on the scale of one 
inch to a foot. 

Tiny toys have been made not only 
of wood and iron but of silver and 
china and even of glass. There is a 
wide and charming field of fun beck- 
oning to adults and juveniles today 
who wish to begin assembling a col- 
lection of miniature furniture.

October 13 ushered in the 20th 
season of the Colonial Coverlet Guild 
of America. Since 1924, when this 
unique organization was founded in 
Chicago, its history has been marked 
with a bold pattern of achievement. 
Animated by a deep love of hand- 
woven coverlets and American tex- 
tiles in general, a small body of 
women banded together in May, 1924, 
and organized this interesting club. 
Its principal activities are the con- 
stant study and unearthing of facts 
relative to early American coverlets 
and weaving, and the collection and 
preservation of outstanding examples. 

A major requirement of member- 
ship has always been that the appli- 
cant must own an old coverlet con- 
taining wool, and that he or she must 
present a picture of it. In the mem- 
bership of 200, are 29 weavers. 

Four volumes of photographs of 
coverlets owned by members, and one 
volume showing coverlets owned by 
the Guild, provide a graphic repre-

The better goldsmiths, he said, 
are reluctant to sell such beautiful 
things to Americans who do not ap- 
preciate them. 

“They judge only by money. They 
have no taste at all,” one salesman 
was quoted as saying. “You would 
think they were only buying the ar- 
ticles ‘to resell them in the United 
States. In fact, I have wondered if 
there isn’t some commercial big 
business behind it, what they call a 
racket.” 

This salesman, according to the 
writer,: favored a British govern- 
ment ban on Americans exporting 
valuables purchased in Britain. 

“Of course, they have all this 
money and nothing to spend it on,” 
the salesman continued. “It re- 
minds one of the Germans in Paris 
spending occupation marks. I feel 
ashamed to sell; it’s as if I were 
helping to loot Britain.” 

The writer said he was publicizing 
this salesman’s outspoken comment 
“because, unless the sentiment is 
understood by Americans, a lot of ill 
feeling will arise.” 

The fact that the Americans pay 
cash for the goods does not relieve 
them of responsibility in taking 
away Britain’s treasures, he insisted. 

“It is time,” the writer concluded, 
“that some one had the courage to 
point this out to responsible Ameri- 
can opinion.”

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MINIATURE LAMPS 


By LARRY FREEMAN 


binge world in miniature has long 
held fascination for the advanced 
collector. Not all these objects belong 
in the same class. Some were toy 
replicas of household equipment, made 
for the play of children; others were 
executed by the artisan as a tour de 
force and intended for the curio cab- 
inet; still others were cut down ver- 
sions of larger implements which 
served well-defined needs in the daily 
life of the past. Miniature lamps be- 
long to this last and practical class. 
Made throughout the 19th century, 
they served illuminative functions in 
the era between the candle and the 
electric bulb. 

One who studies a collection of 
miniature lamps may be _ skeptical 
that their feeble beams were of much 
lighting value. Most lamps, when 
lighted, are dimmer than a regular 
candle. In fact, their presence seem 
to enhance rather than dispel the sur- 
rounding gloom. Why then, were. so 
many of these small “spark” lamps 
used? The answer seems to be sup- 
plied by words impressed on a lamp 
of 1870 vintage, “Patent Safety Night 
Light.” Our ancestors just emerging 
from the age of the tallow candle ap- 
parently saw in the new oil lamps a 
safe means of keeping alive a faint 
spark of light through the hours of 
darkness. Certainly this was the 
chief reason for the popularity of 
the small night lamp during the last 
half of the century. 


The fact that so many small lamps 
have handles shows that they were 
meant to light the way to bed, as 
well as to burn beside the sleeper. 
Earlier, perhaps, the high price of oil 
fluids made the miniature burner an 
economic necessity. We know, for in- 
Stance, that the first glass lamps 
made at Sandwich in the 1820’s were 
of the small or miniature variety. 
They had blown fonts and pressed 


glass bases and stood from four to 
five inches in height. Even earlier, 
probably, were the all-blown glass 
“spark” lamps, some of which were 
so small as to be formed in the three- 
part mold of a decanter stopper. 

Most of the early 19th century 
lamps burned camphene and were 
equipped with a characteristic circular 
wick-holder of pewter. Lamp chim- 
neys did not appear until the 1850’s, 
and some of these miniature lamps 
were made with a patent brass burner 
and a flat wick for kerosene. Lamps 
of the mid-century were also some- 
what larger than at the beginning. 
You can tell something of the age 
of a lamp by its smallness of size. 


At mid-century, colored and opaque 
glass began to take their place along 
with clear glass lamps. An especially 
rare type, which survived this era is 
the “Aladdin All-Night-Light,” which 
burns camphene and has a tin sconce 
at its back. 


The golden age of the miniature 
lamp was in the 1870’s. Our collection 
shows six different patents granted 
in this decade alone. Among lamps 
that have come down to us from that 
period are the “Little Nutmeg” pat- 
ent, and the brass-base “Patent-lite” 
of 1871. The “Little Buttercup” is a 
handled patent light that is found in 
amber, amethyst, blue-green, and 
clear glass. The “Banner Improved” 
has an opaque white font and chim- 
ney, and there is a glass lamp 
mounted on a special brass base which 
resembles a candlestick. The “Little 
Jewel,” also is found in_ several 
colors. The most interesting and 
probably the rarest of the surviving 
1870 group of patent lamps is the 
“Time Indicating Lamp.” On the base 
it has the words “Grand Vals Pride of 
America. Time and Light.” It has 
been suggested frequently that this 
lamp was used as a courting light. 





The lamp, when filled, indicates a 
level marked 8 P.M. (the proper hour 
for calling). Then as the oil is burned, 
the levels 9, 10, 11, etc., are indicated. 
Six A.M. will find the oil in the bot- 
tom of the font—but of course no 


self-respecting swain would have 
stayed until this early morning hour. 
This mention of courting lamps re- 
calls that some collectors regard all 
types of spark lamps as intended for 
entertaining the beau in the parlor. 
Certainly their feeble glow would 
have been welcome to a generation 
whose lovemaking was altogether too 
highly supervised. But at the expense 
of dissipating a pleasantly romantic 
notion, we must doubt if these spark 
lamps were ever used for sparking. 
Their more usual place would have 
been in the bedroom or beside the 
sick-bed. In days before it was con- 
sidered fit for one to read in bed, the 
Time-Light would have served only 
to remind the wakeful of the passing 
of the hours. So faint was its glim- 
mer that we may even question if the 
oil level could be read properly. Per- 
haps the light was just sufficient to 
guide the hand to the font, where 
familiar fingers could assist by feel- 
ing the hour indicated by the oil level. 

In the 1880’s and 1890’s miniature 
lamps became larger and more elab- 
orate. The low handled types dis- 
appeared, and taller lamps of opaque 
white and colored glass took their 
place. Some colored globe shades 
appeared along with the inner clear 
glass chimney, and animal figures 
were occasionally molded in the bases. 

Special mention should be made of 
the so-called “Fairy” lamp, a two- 
piece dish and globe-type for burning 
a candle. Most of these Fairy lamps 
found today are examples of the 
glass-maker’s art. They were made 
in Nailsea, Peachblow, Burmese, Satin 
glass, and other glass common to the 
late Victorian art glass period. Hobbs, 
Bocunier and Company made many 
such lamps, in fact all the glass manu- 
facturers of this era carried some 
miniature lamps in their line. 

It must not be thought that all old 
miniature lamps found today are 
made of glass. Our collection includes

vintage. There is an all-brass lamp 
of that early era which burns cam- 
phene; another looks like a dish-type 
candlestick, It has impressed on its 
base the following notation, “Good- 
Night, B.B. Co., Pat. June 1869.” 
There is also a Brittania metal lamp 
whose handle suggests the overly 
ornate 1880’s, a tin Sterling lamp of 
.1875, and the “Home” lamp with tin 
reflector. Then there are the various 
Rochester Burners which bring the 
miniature lamp into the 20th century. 


Two other types of miniature lamps 
are the tiny lanterns carried out of 
doors and the early Christmas Tree 
lights. Small brass lanterns with 
clear or colored shades are fairly 
common and date from the 1870’s, The 
first type was carried by a ring on 
a chain. 

Most intriguing of all miniature 
lights were those intended for the 
holiday season; so varied were their 
shapes and placement that the orig- 
inal purpose of many is not easily 
recognized when we discover them 
today. The first glass Christmas 
Tree light that the writer found was 
offered to him as a bucket by the 
dealer who owned it. Subsequently, 
many different types of glass “buck- 
ets” have been found for holding the 
Christmas Tree candle away from 
the highly inflammable _ branches. 
The blue Thousand Eye light appears 
to be the most sought-after speci- 
men of the pattern glass candle 
lights.

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THE ARISTOCRACY OF 
PATTERN GLASS 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


\ the glass technologist, frosting 
is a very simple method of dec- 
orating the ware. It is simply ex- 
posed to hydrofluoric acid, either to 
the fumes of the acid itself, or im- 
mersed in a solution of one of its 
salts. This is the only acid which 
attacks the silicates forming the 
major part of all glass, so that it 
forms, within a very short time, a 
thin film or coating of roughened 
glass, resulting in a _ soft, semi- 
opaque matte surface. Simple as the 
process is, it requires special equip- 
ment and skilled workmen, so adds 
to the cost of the ware. Since the 
great majority of the American 
pressed glass of the last half of the 
19th century was turned out as 
cheaply as_ possible, the frosted 
types, which were naturally more 
expensive, received special attention, 
and are finer than average in metal, 
design, modeling and pressing. 


There are two types of frosted 
glass. First is the all-over frosted, 
often called “Camphor” glass usual- 
ly confined to decorative pieces, 
vases, covered dishes, and the like. 
Much of the “Bristol” type glass is 
frosted, often so heavily that the 
surface is distinctly rough. The 
later, and more distinctly American, 
opaque white or Milk glass was 
rarely, if ever, frosted, but frosted 
“Purple Slag” or Marble glass 
pieces are known, A great deal of 
the “American Overlay” or cased dec- 
orative glass was frosted to give the 
distinct type known as Satin Glass. 
And, while the original ‘“Mother-of- 
Pearl” Satin glass developed by Jos- 
eph Webb of the Phoenix Glass Com- 
pany of Beaver, Pa., 1885, was given 
its distinctive diapered or all-over 
designs in moulds, the Wheeling glass 
houses produced the same patterns 
and effects by double frosting. 


This effect was secured by the use 
of “resists,” waxy or oily ¢oatings 
which protected part of the piece 
from the acid, allowing exposed areas 
to be frosted. This process also pro- 
duced the second type of Frosted 
Glass, that in which only part of the 
surface or design is frosted, the re- 
sulting contrast between dull and 
bright glass giving us some of the 
finest and most attractive of our 
American “pattern glass.” Most of 
the frosted tableware was treated 
in this way, and some patterns with 
many decorative pieces, were etched 
by scratching a design through the 


resist coating so that it was attacked 
by the acid, coming out dull against 
the bright surface. Examples of this 
etched glass show delicate and lovely 
designs, but the glass manufacturers 
of the period believed in giving their 
public “something just as good for 
less money,” so that too much of it 
simply copies the technique and de- 
signs of the more expensive hand en- 
graving. 

Frosted pattern glass also falls in- 
to two main classes, that which was 
designed to be frosted, and those pat- 
terns which were produced both frost- 
ed and unfrosted. The latter include 
Moon and Star, Magnet and Grape, 
in both of which only small parts of 
the design were occasionally frosted, 
Maple Leaf and Hobnail, which in- 
clude the frosted effect as one of a 
wide range of colors, and Roman Key. 
Ribbon and Cabbage Leaf are also 
found both frosted and unfrosted. It 
seems probable that these were ac- 
tually designed for the frosted effect, 
and Classic, with its fine sharp press- 
ing, Currier and Ives and the two 
Coin patterns may also come in this 
classification. Some few of the early 
Dolphin candlesticks and compotes 
were frosted, also as part of a full 
eolor range, but there is a later Dol- 
phin pattern, found in a fairly com- 
plete table set, which has a frosted 
double dolphin stem and low domed 
base, the upper parts left clear. 


The Coin glass, made by the Central 
Glass Company of Bridgeport, Ohio, 
is usually classed as a frosted pattern, 
although it is found frosted, unfrost- 
ed, and with the coin motifs “flashed” 
a clear bright amber. The Spanish 
Coin is a little more common than the 
American coin, giving some probabil- 
ity to the legend that the Government 
forced the makers to discontinue the 
manufacture of the latter because it 
violated the law against reproducing 
United States currency. In any case, 
it was produced in a very complete 
“line,” and, if not the most beautiful 
of the frosted patterns, is, because 
of its distinctive American motifs, 
one of the most interesting. 

Of course, the best known of the 
patterns which were designed to be 
frosted and sold in this effect is the 
Westward Ho, whose beautiful 
sharp pressing, clear metal and thor- 
oughly American design need no 
recommendation. Lion, Polar Bear 
and Stork were also in this class, al- 
though, as unfrosted Westward Ho 
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pieces are known, it is entirely prob- 
able that these were also turned out 
on occasion without the frosting. 
Frosted Artichoke, one of the rarer 
patterns, is another, with Frosted 
Leaf and the two Three-Face designs, 
the Classic and Baby Faces, complet- 
ing the list, although those occasional 
pieces with no relief designs and a 
wide frosted band, may be included. 

It is impossible to be specific about 
where and when this frosted glass 
was made, but it seems to have come 
into use in this country about 1850. 
Some of it was undoubtedly imported 
from Europe, and there is a six-inch 
plate, with a frosted center showing 
a cow in intaglio and a clear rim, 
pierced with two small holes by which 
it could be hung on the wall, which is 
unlike any American pieces, and may 
be French. But the very great ma- 
jority of this glass is plainly and un- 
questionably American. Strangely 
enough, however, the great American 
pressed glass houses at Sandwich and 
Cambridge made little, if any, of the 
ware, although they certainly had the 
equipment, as some very fine and del- 
icate etched glass made at Sandwich 
is known. The third important glass 
factory in this country, Bakewell, 
Page and Bakewell of Pittsburgh 
made several of the frosted patterns, 
and may have been the first to use 
the process here. 


The Frosted Ribbon compote with 
the Dolphin base has been dated 
about 1850 by a descendant of one of 
the partners in the firm, and a Dol- 
phin candlestick, attributed to Pitts- 


‘burgh, and of the same period, has 


been found with the standard frosted. 
The Rebecca at the Well compotes and 
candlesticks, also partly frosted, have 
also been attributed to B. P. & B., 
about 1850, and they made the frost- 
ed Baby Facé as well. (And, on the 
evidence of the domed base, the Frost- 
ed Dolphin may be theirs.) George 
Duncan & Sons, also of Pittsburgh, 
working about 1875, made the Three 
Face and the Frosted Ribbon. The 
Westward Ho, of course, belongs to 
an eastern firm, Gillinder & Co. of 
Philadelphia, but so many of the oth- 
er patterns whose origin can be traced 
were made in the Middle West that 
this glass seems to belong to that 
section. The Wheeling and Bridge- 
port houses made much of the frosted 
ornamental ware, Peachblow, Satin, 
and Mother-of-Pearl, and the rest, 
and the Coin, Polar Bear and Stork 
patterns. 


There can be no question about the 
quality of most of our American 
pressed glass, which was made to sell 
as cheaply as possible to a_ public 
which did not know or appreciate fine 
ware. But the pressure of competi- 
tion induced the manufacturers to 
turn out many patterns, in the hope 
that one would become a “best seller”

en authorities are agreed on 

the need of what we may call in- 
telligent recreation in these days of 
turmoil. Of course, not all persons 
take the same interest in any one 
particular pastime. But because there 
is that diversity of temperaments and 
points of view, a kind Providence has 
found an equally great variety of 
hobbies. Learned people have collected 
all manner of things from time im-

memorial and have thereby increased 
our knowledge of the specialties they 
gathered together. If advice may be 
tendered here to new collectors, it is 
humbly to suggest that they spend a 
little time studying the various phases 
of each and then establish firmly in 
their own minds the essential differ- 
ences between true collecting and 
merely amassing. The confirmed col- 
lector has already learned the dif- 
ference. 

My pre-Revolutionary house in the 
country is not entirely furnished with 
antiques. I am also a firm believer 
in comfortable upholstered furniture 
and modern plumbing! An _ inlaid 
Hepplewhite secretary, a Duncan 
Phyfe chair and table, choice old mir- 
rors, tables and prints, with rare 
lustre pitchers for color here and 
there, give the charm and atmosphere 
of the old in a room without having 
to sacrifice comfort. Moreover, I re- 
fuse to have my place cluttered up 
with an accumulation of heterogene- 
ous nicknacks—with the possible ex- 
ception of a pine room in an ell where 
I do my writing. That room is sacro- 
sanct. Heaven help anyone who dis- 
turbs my notes, books, old cata- 
logues, etc., particularly when a new 
book is in the making. 

One of the most fascinating fields 
of collecting is in miniature objects. 
These are popular with collectors, 
probably because of the sentimental 
appeal of their tiny size and their 
inevitable association with children. 
My own collection of porcelain and

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pottery animals and figurines num- 
bers over 2000. It all began years ago 
with a little green frog, hardly a half- 
inch high! He was found discarded in 
an old table drawer. Now there 
are tiny bees, bugs, ants, and ani- 
mals of all sorts and descriptions. 
One can limit oneself just to horses, 
or cats, or figurines, but my collec- 
tion embraces all of these, both in 
early and late (1850) types. Being 
small, they take up little room and 
are so colorful that they attract im- 
mediate attention. One of my corner 
cupboards is filled only with pairs. A 
secretary top holds the most diminu- 
tive pieces, including a set of minia- 
ture Toby pitchers (none over 1% 
inches high) and tiny men and women, 
birds, animals, etc. The old Toby 
pitchers are in delicate shades, such 
as yellow, green and lavender. 

Reproductions of the piichers were 
produced and brought here from Ger- 
many in large quantities. These are 
always found in vivid colors such as 
bright blue coats and yellow breeches, 
embellished with a gold anchor mark 
(Chelsea) at the base of the handle. 
Most of them were originally marked 
“Germany” on the base but are now 
often found with this identification of 
origin carefully ground out. 

In my living room, between two 
windows, I had ivory colored painted 
shelves to match the woodwork, built 
in between the dado and the ceiling. 
These are 5% inches in depth between 
each shelf and 34 inches wide. Herein 
are housed my earlier soft paste ani- 
mals, of the period 1750-1780. As my 
guests enter the room, it is noticeable 
that they are drawn toward this color- 
ful display, as if by a magnet! Other 
Staffordshire groups are on book 
shelves, small corner shelves and on 
mantels. 

Besides my pattern glass (my fav- 
orites being Frosted Leaf and Prism 
with Diamond Points) I have collected 
blown glass hats, a good many being 
in what was originally termed Blown 
Molded, but known today by the older 
connoisseurs as “three mold.” Such 
hats are rare in color. My other mini- 
atures include quite a quantity of 
Blown Molded wines, tumblers, de- 
canters, creamers and all sorts of 
pieces which are on shelves in my pine 
room, above my library of books and 
trade catalogues treating on old glass. 

These are my hobbies. There is not 
space to mention all the fascinating 
good collectibles, such as lustre pitch- 
ers, old valentines (of which I own a 
number) lacy Sandwich glass, trinket 
boxes, historical flasks and handker- 
chiefs—any of which are worth as 
much as any good securities. Far 
from advocating extravagance in 
these critical days, I feel justified in 
advising: Don’t buy junk that you 
will weed out later at a loss. Dis- 
criminate and plunge! 
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Miniature animals and figurines are closely confined on the shelves 


of a secretary.

There is a steady and increasing interest in col- 
lecting of Historical Flasks and Bottles.

Now is the time, so to speak, to get on the “Band 
Wagon.”’ If you are already a collector, fill in some 
of the gaps in your collection before prices go higher. 
if you are not a collector and have access to a copy 
of ‘‘American Glass’ read the chapter dealing with 
the historical background of these old flasks and 
bottles which were in vogue from about (816 thru 
reconstruction period following the war between the 
States. They were made in vast quantities and were 
a staple product of many of the Early American 
Glass Houses of that period. 

Even if your pocketbook is limited an interesting 
and representative coilection can be assem>led at a 
comparatively moderate outlay.

OVERRUN COUNTRIES SERIES 

On October 12 the stamp in honor 
of Greece, eighth in the Overrun 
Countries series, was issued in Wash- 
ington. It was placed on sale at other 
post offices throughout the country 
on the following day. Each stamp in 
this series is being issued in the 5- 
cent denomination, with uniform 
frames and picturing in natural 
colors, the flag of the country being 
honored. 

While the number of covers can- 
celed on each first day sale has 
averaged about the same, the total 
number of stamps sold shows an al- 
most steady decrease. The table ap- 
pearing below lists the name of each 
stamp of the series, the date and place 
of first day of sale and the number 
of covers canceled and stamps sold on 


Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of the new stamps may 
submit not more than 10 addressed 
envelopes to the Postmaster, Wash- 
ington, 18, D. C., before the desig- 
nated dates, with cash or money 
order remittance to cover cost of 
the stamps to be affixed. Mr. Walker 
stressed that each envelope must be 
pencil marked in the upper right 
corner to show the name of the 
country and the number of stamps 
to be affixed. The Philatelic Agency, 
Post Office Department, does not 
service first day covers. Stamps of 
selected quality for collections may 
be obtained on mail orders sent to 
that agency, with allowance for re- 
turn postage.

THE SMALLEST POSTAGE STAMPS 


By FRANK L. COES 


HIS issue with its miniaturia 

features provides an _ opportu- 
nity to call attention to the stamp 
to the right which has been re- 
peatedly advertised and given a 
premium as “the smallest postage 
stamp known.” 

Actually (although to prove use 
a cover is needed), the left hand 
item is a section of a group of four 
one-fourth groschen stamps, and 
while some will cavil as to its being 
used alone, there is no doubt it was 
so used, and covers exist with one, 
two and three of the four quarter 
parts, as well as the whole group. 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz and Mechlen- 
burg-Schwerin, as well as_ Bruns- 
wick (Braunschweig) issued such 
groups of four one-fourth groschen 
items. They are all of the same 
size (nearly) but the Schwerin is 
actually four tiny stamps. The 
group is thus used in preference to 
the ones that have no “gutter” be- 
tween the sections. So this is ac- 
tually the smallest, although per- 
haps the most common in the group 
of four. 


The millimeter scale easily de- 


termines the variations of size and 
also establishes the actual propor- 
tions. 

The middle picture shows the #1 
type of Bolivar. This is an expen- 
sive item, and so it has been counter- 
feited enthusiastically by local and 
other sources. 

The State of Bolivar is now a De- 
partment of the Republic of Colum- 
bia. These little stamps are very 
interesting, not easy to find and un- 
usually hard to get on cover prop- 
erly cancelled. 

There were 14 variations on the 
plate, and this does not aid the 
amateur toward getting an original. 
So between this and the preceding 
“quarter of one” stamp, lies the real 
competition for “smallest.” 

The third stamp was issued in 


similar size for Victoria, South 
Australia, and because of these 
issues being printed in England, 


there is a British stamp of approx- 
imately the identical size, a half of 
the regular types, in a similar half 
penny value. This is Scott Gr. Brit. 
A25 #58. 

As these can be obtained for a 


World’s smallest postage stamps in comparison with millimeter scale 
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few cents per hundred, some smart 
approval man tied it into his ads 
as “smallest” and got away with it, 
indeed it has been done several 
times. 

A matter of interest perhaps is 
the fact that the British and two 
Australian state issues all bear a 
different portrait of the Queen. The 
one illustrated is the clearest, per- 
haps the best after the British one- 
half penny. 

The history of each or either is 
not of material moment, nor were 
these issues made (as far as we 
know) to save paper, economize in 
space, or aid the public. The sizes 
are too small for rapid handling, 
and also difficult to affix and cancel. 

The smallest triangular stamp is 
not illustrated, because it is ac- 
tually larger in area than either the 
Mecklenburg or the Bolivar.

PRECANCELS 


By ALBERT L. JONES 


HE 1943 convention of the Pre- 
cancel Stamp Society was can- 
celed at the request of the Office of 
War Transportation but, to comply 
with the constitution of the PSS, a 
business session for one day and 
without entertainment features was 
held at the Cornish Arms Hotel in 
New York City on August 28. 

Wm. J. Michaels of Long Island, 
N. Y., Jerry R. Erikson of Drexel 
Hill, Penna., and Prof. A. F. Gam- 
ber of Gainesville, Fla., were re- 
elected as President, Vice-president 
and Secretary, respectively. 

The Secretary’s report showed a 
slight gain in membership and the 
Treasurer’s report showed a pleasing 
increase in the amount in the treas- 
ury. 

Thirty-six collectors signed the 
register. Most of them were from 
New York and New Jersey but there 
were members in attendance also 
from Kansas City, Missouri, Texas, 
Ohio, Florida, Maine and Massa- 
chusetts. 

No city was named for the place 
of holding the 1944 convention and, 
on account of uncertainty due to the 
war, no city asked for it but Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, was considered ten- 
tatively. 

If the convention had been a four- 
day meet as originally planned un- 
doubtedly there would have been a 
most gratifying attendance - despite 
war restrictions.

The Occupied Nations stamps are 
coming out at the rate of about two 
a month but your precancel editor 
has not heard of a single one of them 
having been precanceled as yet. If 
you have seen any, please report 
them. 

In the 27th edition of the Mitchell- 
Hoover Official Catalog of U. S. Bu- 
reau Precancels there is a new note 
whieh reads as follows: “Note 4__ 
In May, 1943, Bureau Printing re- 
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verted to the 1938 Presidential is- 
sue for the lc, 2c and 3c denomina- 
tions, altho the War issue plates were 
available. At date of publication it 
is not known if this is temporary or 
permanent. Therefore, if the lc 
Presidential issue is precanceled cur- 
rently and made available the price 
of the listed 1c Presidentials will 
automatically revert to .06.” 

The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, for some unknown reason, 
decided that there should be a stock 
on hand of the le Presidentials and 
so put the le Prexy plate on one of 
the presses. This press happened to 
be the one coupled with the Bureau 
precanceling press. Therefore the re- 
cent 1c Bureau emissions have been 
on the 1c Presidential stamp and 
made necessary the new note in the 
Bureau catalog. 

Most of the cities for which Ic 
Presidentials have been precanceled 
are the larger ones using large num- 
bers of precancels and which are cat- 
aloged at less than 6c and so ad- 
ditional numbers precanceled would 
make no change in the catalog quo- 
tations. 

The varieties issued to which Note 
4 applies are as follows at the time 
this is written: Little Rock, Ark.; 
Inglewood, Calif.; Lynn, Mass.; 
Flushing, Jamestown and Rochester, 
New York. 

The scarcity of foreign stamps and 
the high cost of U. S. stamps have 
caused many collectors to take up 
the collection of precanceled stamps. 
This growing popularity of pre- 
cancels is reflected in the greatly 
increased space devoted to them both 
in the philatelic press and in news- 
paper stamp departments. 

Almost all collectors of precancels 
first collected foreign or United 
States stamps and then as their col- 
lections of them reached near com- 
pletion in the countries collected they 
were attracted to precancels. Finding 
the collecting of them great fun and 
association with precancel collectors 
most enjoyable, these collectors have 
gradually increased their interest. 





IT SEEMS TO ME

RUBBER CEMENT 


A letter from a chemist collector 


has an interesting thought. It says: 
“A British paper warns about using 
any form of rubber cement in the 
album, stating it ‘invariably turns 
yellow and causes damage.’ But 
that does not include the various 
colorless cements marketed here, 
which, if we believe the labels, are 
C.P. (chemically pure). 

“To date I have found nothing 
that will remove some of the dis- 


coloration, or all of it, and even the 
best photo paste in some albums, 
likely because of the page paper be- 
ing still impure, will cause slight 
discoloration. So, don’t attach sheets 
or blocks with any paste. Use 
corners or some attached fastener, 
outside of the item itself.” 

And he should know. He says 
greaseless lighter fluid (note the 
“greaseless” word) or strong carbon 
tetrachloride will take off scotch 
tape censor strips, “eventually.” But 
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warns on stamps printed in brown. 
Take that for what it is worth, and 
try it on something cheap. 
WARNING AS TO CARE 

As the war progresses, we are 
confronted with an ever decreasing 
quality in stamps from some areas, 
especially in South America. Due 
of course to difficulty in getting 
paper supply. But, this is not to 
decry the quality, but to warn that 
the old roughness in removal and 
handling, care in shifting mounted 
subject items and similar handling 
in approvals must be continuous,

NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


MRS. TOM THUMBS IN THE COIN CLAN 


The Coin Clan also has its Mrs. 
Tom Thumbs—actually circulating 
coins, and not miniatures or repli- 
cas of larger sized ones; they were, 
in most instances, issued for circu- 
lation, and while diminutive in size 
were of full spending value. They 
were never satisfactory, for they 
were too inconvenient to handle and 
too easily lost; and they were so 
fragile that friction made them short- 
lived. 

Our star midgets are the gold 
quarter-dollars issued privately by 
early California pioneers. They are 
very thin and not much larger than 
a pin-head. The 50-cent gold piece, 
also a private product of California 
pioneering, as the gold quarter-dol- 
lar, is much too small for convenient 
handling. The smaliness of these two 
coins is easily understood. Not much 
gold dust is required to make a quar- 
ter’s or a half-dollar’s worth. The 
gold dollar, issued by the U.S. Mints, 
1849-1873, are midgety in compari- 
son to our other coins. Several tiny 
gold Commemoratives dollars were is- 
sued between 1902-1922, but because 
of their small size, they never achiev- 
ed the popularity of the larger silver 
half-dollar commemoratives. 

In silver we have Little Fairy, the 
dainty, diminutive silver three-cent 
piece (1851-1873). Millions of them 
were coined; they were beautifuily 
designed, but they proved more or- 
namental than useful. The silver 
half-dime (1794-1873), is a dwarf 
that did service for many years, but 
finally had to give way for the more 
practical nickel. 

Practically all countries, ancient 
and modern, too many to enumerate, 
at times have issued midget coins, 
but none of them for long as they 
proved too inconvenient. The one- 
fourth kopek of Russia and the one 
Kreutzer of Frankfort, Germany, are 
both midgety although not extremely 
tiny, and small coins of similar size 
of different countries are quite plen- 
tiful. A troupe of these Lilliputians, 


often seen at coin conventions, is a 
pleasing sight and always attracts 
an appreciative audience. Midget 
coins do not fit into present day 
systems as they consume too much 
time in handling and stacking by 
bank tellers. 

China probably furnishes the most 
novel light-weight. China, at one 
time, issued coins so thin that it 
took one thousand of them to make 
a stack three inches high. It takes 
about 42 of our nickels to make a 
three-inch stack. 

Thomas Elder, the old time collec- 
tor, stated in the August number of 
HOBBIES: “Nepal issued the small- 
est of all coins. These were first 
struck about 1840-50 in both gold 
and silver. They are thin, wafer-like 
pieces, two to four millimeters in di- 
ameter, and come in denominations 
of one-fourth, one-half, and one an- 
nas. They are so light that unless 
carefully handled they fold over. 
They are pliant, and if bent too of- 
ten they will break. I have yet to 
hear of anything so small in the 
way of coins. They have.small stamp- 
ings which are rather illegible. The 
chuckrum of Travancore may have a 
smaller value, but this Nepalese issue 
takes the prize for smallness. Cer- 
tainly no ancient coin comes near 
to being so small.” 

In comparison to the old style large 
paper bills, our Civil War fractional 
currency might be placed in the 
midget class. I have before me, 
through the courtesy of D. C. Wis- 
mer, two notes, three-pence and four- 
pence, size about two and one-fourth 
by one and one-half inches, issued 
at Salem, N. C., and dated Oct. 1803. 
They are printed on one side of very 
plain paper. Many notes of approx- 
imtely the same size, says Mr. Wis- 
mer, were issued by merchants, cities 
and towns about that time.

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United States, England, Russia and 
China (more later on), have just 
started with prospects of a long 
run. 

Internment. There are many in- 
ternment camps, densely populated, 
and with the present orderly admin- 
istration of same, they will furnish 
a large allotment of internment cur- 
rency. 

Siege. There has been several large 
cities besieged with many more in 
prospect, and they will very likely 
contribute plenty of siege money. 

Emergency. Owing to the scarcity 
of war metals, most of the countries 
of the world have changed to here- 
tofore untried metals and alloys, and 
before the war is over, in some in- 
stances will likely be using plastic.

Most of the occupa- 
tion currency and a large share of 
the emergency money consist of pa- 
per bills, and with the many differ- 
ent types it will require a large 
tome-album to house them. 

Start on your collection now; ask 
the boys to bring home uncirculated 
specimens; because of the confusion 
during the first few years after arms 
have been stacked it will be difficult 
to secure them from abroad; keep a 
step ahead of the procession by start- 
ing now. 


BEAUTICIANED COINS 


A lot of conversation has been go- 
ing on of late about over-dates in 
recently minted cons. These later- 
day over-dates are accidents. At the 
close of each year all coin dies are 
destroyed, and any over-dates are 
purely unintentional and accidental. 
In the early days of our Mint, quite 
frequently last year’s dies were used 
for this year’s coins, the last figure 
in the date being over-struck, but it 
was done with intention aforethought, 
and the over-dates were legitimate 
and not accidentals. Before paying a 
high premium on a currently minted 
over-date, have it examined by an 
expert to make sure you are not 
buying a coin that has had its date 
over-dated by an experienced silver- 
smith Coin Beautician. Many a nov- 


ice has cut his eye-teeth on coins’ 


with altered dates, Mint marks, let- 
tering, rays, and stars. Play safe 
and check up on all unusual or out- 
of-the-ordinary coins offered you at 
bargain prices. With certain prepar- 
ations coins can be_ temporarily 
chemicaled to appear as uncirculated, 
and in some instances as proof con- 
dition. Beware of the Coin Beau- 
tician.

Recollections of an Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


ONES AND THREES SOARING 


URING the first World War, the 

gold dollar soared in price. This 
coin, first issued in 1849, was dis- 
continued in 1889, having only a 50- 
year run of issues, with a very lim- 
ited number struck during some 
years. 

During the first World War, the 
price was around $2 a coin. Then it 
suddenly soared to $3.50 per coin, 
for ordinary dates of plentiful is- 
sues. At the opening of this present 
war, the price was about the same 
as at the beginning of the last war, 
viz., about $2 each. Recently, it has 
developed that the coin has been 
scarce all along, with few large 
stocks held by any of the dealers.

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Again, the price has begun to climb. 
This was first noticed at the sales 
when it began to sell for about $2.25 
a coin. Now, it brings about $3 for 
fine examples, while better ones of 
any date, sell from $3.50 to $4.50 
each. 

Some dates are, of course, very 
rare. One of the 1875 sold recently 
for $175, while one of the D. Mint, 
dated 1861, sold for something like 
$177. 

As for the $3 coin, it has been 
slumbering around $6 for common 
dates. Its rise has not been as spec- 
tacular as the one dollar, but any 
of the common dates brings from 
$7.50 to $8, while a rarity, such as 
the 1875, will bring about $2,000. 

The 1876 is very rare, also, and 
the best specimens sell for about 
$350.00 each. The 1873 and 1877 are 
also rare in $3 coins and run from 
$125 to $200 each, if in good con- 
dition. In fact, the $3 coin is one of 
the scarcest of gold coins because 
fewer were struck of this denomi- 
nation than any other, it appears. 
The lid is off on these two denom- 
inations, so much higher prices than 
before may be looked for. 


OLD U. S. DOLLARS SELLING TOO CHEAP 


In the realm of U. S. Minor coins, 
and even up to quarter dollars of 
the older dates, when in fine condi- 
tion, prices have gone up but they 
have not nearly kept pace in the 
later instances with small cents, two 
and three-cent coins. These have had 
a phenomenal rise in many instances. 
But the old dollars from 1795 to 
1873 have not participated in the 
present inflationary rise as enjoyed 
by the cents and smaller coins. 

The old dollars between 1795 and 
1803 never were common. It is true 
that in sales like the Steigerwalt 
collection, at Lancaster, represent- 
ing an accumulation of over 50 years 
of an eccentric hoarder of large lots 
of all kinds of U. S. coins, these

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old dollars of such dates as 1798 
and 1799, the most common of these 
years, were accumulated in quite a 
quantity, but in no other sale were 
they ever offered in lots of more than 
25 to a sale. 


Recently, with the dispersal of the 
great Green collection it has been 
found that a comparatively few of 
the old dollars appeared in the best 
uncirculated condition evincing their 
rarity when absolutely perfect. Even 
the most common dates like 1798 and 
1799 were found to be of great 
rarity when in uncirculated con- 
dition with their original lustre. 
With dates like 1795, 1796, 1797, 
1801, 1802 and 1803, they are 
found to be correspondingly rare 
when perfect, and worth four 
to six times the ordinary fine speci- 
mens. It is not unusual to ask $75 
for dates like 1795, 1796 and 1797, 
when they are absolutely perfect. As 
a fact, one dealer is asking just those 
prices for uncirculated dollars, when 
he has any to offer. As for the 1794, 
this same dealer asks only $800 for a 
perfect specimen, and may get it, 
too. Commencing with 1840 it has 
been found that Liberty Seated dol- 
lars, are quite scarce in fine to un- 
circulated condition, while the proofs, 
starting with 1859 and running to 
1873 have greatly enhanced in value 
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in recent years, and are bringing 
more in the sales than formerly. 
Dates like 1859, 1860, and 1861 are 
worth, if brilliant proofs, $20 to $25 
a coin today. They are just about 
as rare as the proofs of 1854, 1855 
and 1856, which have recently been 
rated at $30 to $50 per coin. The 
dollars of the middle and late sixties 
and early seventies to 1873 are all 
rare when proof, and it is believed 
their day at $5 to $7 is over, since 
they may be considered just as 
scarce as some of the pattern proof 
dollars that were issued between 
1871 and 1873. The pattern dollars 
have enjoyed quite a good demand 
recently with a new high record of

$150 being made for the rare 1882 
dollar with Liberty head and hair 
tied in a band, and with a crouching 
eagle on the reverse. The School 
Girl, Wash Lady and Amazon types 
are all of extreme rarity and seldom 
seen today. Dollars make an impos- 
ing appearance in a collection and 
their popularity is very apt to in- 
crease. 

ANCIENT ROMAN COINS 

The most ancient Roman coin was 
called the As. It was a heavy un- 
even and irregular slug of bronze, 
of a fixed weight of several ounces, 
which passed current. There was no 
inscription or design on its face or 
reverse. The writer possessed sever- 
al of these rude pieces, which may 
have been made as early at 485 B.C. 

The Romans made no use of im- 
pressed silver for coins before the 
time of King Pyrrhus. The As weigh- 
ed exactly one libra, hence it is that 
we still use the word “libella” and 
“dupondius.” Hence it was that crimes 
were paid for in fines by the “As 
grave,” and the word ‘‘expense” is 
still used in keeping accounts, ‘“im- 
pendia” and “Dependere,” also the 
word “stipend,” or “Stipendium,” 
meaning the pay of the _ soldiers, 
which is nothing more than “stipis 
pondera.” 

King Servius was the first to make 
an impression on copper. Before 
his time, only the raw metal was 
used. The form of a sheep was the 
first figure impressed on money, ac- 
cording to one authority, though it 
could hardly have antedated, by many 
years, the tortoise on the Aegina, 
coins of about 650 B. C. The highest 
figure at which one’s property was 
assessed in Rome during that reign 
was 120,000 asses, and consequently 
that amount of property was consid- 
ered the standard of the first class. 
Silver was not impressed with a mark 
until the year of the City 485, the 
year of the consulship of Q. Ogul- 
nius and C. Fabius, five years be- 
fore the First Punic War, at which 
time it was ordained that the value 
of the denarius should be ten librae 
of copper, that of the quinarius five 
librae, and that of the sestertius two 
librae and a half. The weight of the 
libra of copper, however, was dimin- 
ished during the First Punic War, 
the republic not having means to 
meet its expenditures; in consequence 
of which, an ordinance was made 
that the As in the future be struck 
of two ounces of weight. 

By this contrivance a saving of 
five-sixths was effected, an early de- 
valuing of money, a process not 
strange to governments of today, and 
an operation of dubious merit and 
utility. By this devaluation Rome 
liquidated (repudiated you might as- 
sume) its debts. The impression on 
these early bronze coins was a jani- 
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firm head of Janus on the obverse, 
while the reverse bore the prow of 
a ship of war. 

At a later period when Hannibal 
was pressing hard upon Rome, re- 
duced asses of one ounce weight 
were struck. Collectors find speci- 
mens of them even today. They are 
of inferior workmanship, and seldom 
are found in fine condition. 

The first gold coin of Rome was 
struck 69 years after that of silver, 
the scruple of gold being valued at 
20 sesterces, a computation, which 
gave, according to the value of the 
sesteritus then in use, 900 sesterces 
to each libra of gold. In later times, 
again an ordinance was made, that 
the denarius in gold should be struck 
at the rate of forty denarii to each 
libra of gold; after which period, 
the emperors gradually curtailed the 
weight of the golden denarius (or 
aureus), until at last, in the reign 
of Nero, it was coined at the rate 
of 45 to the libra (so wrote Pliny, 
83.18). As early as the rule of Con- 
stantius Gallus, the Roman gold coin 
had decreased in weight and its name 
was changed to that of a Solidus. 
At that period, about 335 A. D., I 
presume, the fine full weight and 
beautiful aureii of men like Augus-

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tus and Tiberius, had totally disap- 
peared from circulation, many of 
them completely worn out from 
heavy circulation in the hands of 
the Romans. 

Likewise the denarius, went 
through gradual but steady depreci- 
ation in reigns from Nero to Post- 
umus and Probus, so that later 
reigns to about Constantius Gallus 
produced poor and colorless denarii, 
many of them having little pretense 
to real silver. The later Roman 
rulers, stingy with the amount of 
silver, still produced the small sili- 
qua, of better quality, though much 
smaller in size. The workmanship, 
however, continued to depreciate, 
subsequent reigns showing a color- 
less and slavish imitation of the 
style and wording of preceding 
rulers. Rome became financially as 
well as morally broke. 


At the advance of the Ostrogoths 
and Vandal kings the oblivion of old 
Rome became apparent. The coins of 
these rude monarchs were at best 
only poor imitation of the Byzantine 
rulers, though it is true that some 
smaller silver coins of Athalaricus 
and similar rulers sometimes had 
monograms. Of coins it can be said, 
what a vital and striking commen- 
tary on the rise and glory of Rome 
and upon its decline and end.

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THE SMALLEST BOOKS IN THE WORLD 


By RUTH E. ADOMEIT 


history of the smallest books in 

the world would take us_ back 
thousands of years. In every country 
there seem to have been craftsmen 
striving to make the “Smallest Book 
in the World,” and each time the 
smallest book has been made some- 
one else has tried to make one 
smaller. 

When we speak of books, we usu- 
ally think of printed books, but min- 
iature books antedate printing. The 
earliest known are the miniature clay 
tablets which served as books to their 
makers, the Babylonians, over 4,000 


years ago. In later centuries, tiny 
books were written on vellum or 
parchment. One of the earliest of 


these that we know of is described by 
Pliny, who lived from 23 to 79 AD 
and died at the eruption of Vesuvius 
when Pompeii was destroyed. He 
quotes from one of the lost books of 
Cicero a statement that the Iliad of 
Homer had been written on a piece of 
parchment so small that it could be 
enclosed in a nutshell. 

During the 13th, 14th, 15th, and 
16th centuries many wonderful ex- 
amples of manuscript books were 
made in miniaturg size, but none of 
these could win the title of the small-

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est book in the world for those we 
know about were usually two or three 
inches square. Sometime in the 16th 
century, however, we learn from one 
of the Harleian manuscripts in the 
British Museum, a Peter Bales made 
a book which was probably the small- 
est in the world at that time. This 
tiny handwritten Bible is described 
thus: “A most strange and rear peece 
of worke brought to passe by Peter 
Bales, an Englishman, a Clerke of ye 
Chauncerye of the proofe and dem- 
onstracion of the whole Bible to be 
written by hym everie word at length 
within an English walnut no bigger 
than a hennes egge, seene and viewed 
of many thousands wth wonderfull 
admiracion. And thus consisteth the 
proofe; The nutte holdeth the Booke; 
there are so many leaves in his little 
booke as much in one of his little 
leaves as a great leafe of the Bible 
conteyneth.” 


Many tiny printed volumes were 
made in the 16th, the 17th, and the 
18th centuries, and numerous notable 
examples still survive, but it was in 
the 19th century that the midget 
books reached the height of their pop- 
ularity and thousands of them were 
made. It has been estimated that in 
America alone, over a million copies 
of miniature Bibles, under two inches 
high were sold, but they were fragile 
and were handled roughly by their 
young owners so that relatively few 
remain today. Many of these tiny 
books are marvels of craftsmanship, 
printed on fine paper, bound in guld- 
tooled or inlaid leather, or with cov- 
ers of silver, mother-of-pearl, or 
ivory. They are veritable jewels of 
books. Some of the most famous of 
the 19th century miniatures, which 
rank among the smallest books in the 
world, are the series known as 
“Schloss’s English Bijou Almanac.” 
These almanacs were issued in Eng- 
land from 1835 through 1848, and 
they measure approximately three- 
fourths of an inch by one-half inch 
and are about one-eighth of an inch 
thick. These tiny tomes are not 
printed from type, but are engraved, 
and in addition to the usual infor-

mation contained in an almanac, they 
also have poems, pages of songs with 
music, and many beautifully en- 
graved full page portraits.. The 
smallest known portraits of Napole- 
on, Dickens, Mozart, and Goethe, to 
mention only a few, appear in the 
pages of these almanacs. They are 
bound in various ways, some with 
stiff paper covers, stamped in gold, 
and others with tooled or inlaid mor- 
occo covers and they usually have 
tiny slipcases to match the covers 
and tiny ribbon bookmarks fastened 
in the binding. 

In the latter half of the 19th cea- 
tury, David Bryce, in Glasgow, Scct- 
land, became interested in publishing 
miniature books and he undoubtedly 
holds the record not only for having 
made more tiny books than any other 
publisher, but for haviug produced 
more miniature books than the total 
number of miniature books made in

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the whole world up to that zime. How- 
ever, these are printed not from type, 
but from plates. Bryce did not at- 
tempt to make the smallest book in 
the world, but many volumes which 
he published are still the smallest in 
their respective fields and the follow- 
ing are the most notable. 

The smallest Koran in the world, 
printed in Arabic and containing a- 
bout 1,000 pages is just one inch 
high and three-fourths of an inch 
wide. 

The smallest color-plate book in 
the world, an alphabet book with al- 
phabets of both birds and animals 
with full color illustrations on each 
page; this book measures just one 
and one-eighth inches high and seven- 
eighths of an inch wide. 

The smallest English dictionary in 
the world, of which over 100,000 
copies were sold, measures one and 
one-sixteenth inches by three-fourths 
of an inch. 

The smallest song book, “English, 
Scotch and Irish Songs,” of the same 
size as the dictionary, contains not 
only words and music but also illus- 
trations. 

The smallest book of Burns’ 
poems, measures one and one-eighth 
inches by three-fourths of an inch. 

The smallest New Testament in 
the world measures three-fourths of 
an inch by one-half inch and con- 
tains 520 pages. 

The smallest complete Bible in the 
world, a reduced facsimile of the Ox- 
ford Nonpareil Bible, with illustra- 
tions, is printed on extra fine Oxford 
India paper. This edition contains 
936 pages, and measures only one 
and seven-eighths inches by one and 
one-fourth inches. Over 100,000 cop- 
ies of this book were sold within the 
lifetime of David Bryce and many 
more copies were sold later through 
the Oxford Press. 


In 1891, E. A. Robinson of Grims- 
by, England, issued a book called 
“The Mite” which he said was the 
smallest book in the world ever print- 
ed from type. It is printed in two 
colers, has tiny illustrations, and 
though a thin book of only 28 pages 
is very charming and easily read, be- 
ing printed in Brilliant type, twenty 
lines to an inch. Copies were bound 
in various ways, some in leather, and 
others in cloth. The cover measures 
thirteen-sixteenths by“five-eighths of 
an inch though the pages are only 
five-eighths by nine-sixteenths of an 
inch and of course the type page is 
much smaller. 

In 1896, the Salmin Brothers of 
Padua, Italy, took the honors away 
from Mr. Robinson by printing a 
smaller book from type. Theirs was 
an amazing undertaking as the book 
they printed, “Galileo a Madama 
Christina di Lorena,” has 207 pages, 
clearly printed, with a portrait of 


Galileo as a frontispiece. This book 
measures five-eighths by seven-six- 
teenths of an inch and is one-quarter 
of an inch thick; some copies were 
bound in leather and others in printed 
paper covers. The type used to print 
this Galileo, while it is not quite so 
small as the microscopic type cut by 
Henry Didot in 1827, is so tiny that 
it is called “occhio di mosca,” or in 
English, “fly’s eye.” It was cut by 
Antonio Farina in 1834. It is said 
that the production of this tiny book 
seriously injured the eyesight of both 
the compositor and the corrector. It 
took one month to print 30 pages and 
new types were necessary for each 
new form. This book still holds the 
honor of being the smallest book in 
the world printed from type and is 
one of the greatest marvels of book- 
making in the history of miniature 
books. 

In 1900, Charles H. Meigs of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, decided that the honors 
for the smallest book in the world 
should go to an American and the 
tiny Rubaiyat which he published in 
an edition of 57 copies held this rec- 
ord for over 30 years. This book 
measures only thirteen-thirty-seconds 
by nine-thirty-seconds inches. How- 
ever, this book was not printed di- 
rectly from type, but type was set 
and then reduced photographically 
and twelve plates were made from 
which the book was printed. It can 
be clearly read with a magnifying 
glass, but is too minute to be read 
with the naked eye. 

In 1932, all previous attempts at 
minutiae were surpassed, again by an 
American, when Hamilton B. Wood, 
after a number of years of experi- 
mentation with types, paper, and ink, 
published at the Commonwealth Press 
at Worcester, Mass., the smallest 
printed book in the world, “The Rose 
Garden of Omar Khayyam.” This 
book, like Mr. Meigs’ “Rubaiyat” was 
printed from plates and cannot be 
read with the naked eye, but is easily 
read with a magnifying glass. It was 
issued in a limited edition, bound in 
red morocco, and in an elaborate box 
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containing not only this tiny volume, 
but a magnifying glass and a proof 
sheet printed from the same plates 
from which the book was made, and 
an edition of the same book, but of 
ordinary size, and a large miniature 
of the same book, which is all of one 
and three-quarters inches high, and 
an interesting book about miniature 
books called “A Thimbleful of Books”; 
for it took 24 of these tiny books to 
fill an ordinary thimble seven-eighths 
of an inch high, as the “Rose Garden” 
is only seven-thirty-seconds of an inch 
high and nine-thirty-seconds of an 
inch wide and about three-thirty-sec- 
onds of an inch thick. The entire 
printed verse in this book could be 
covered twice over by an ordinary

This little “Rose Garden of Omar 
Khayyam” still holds the record of 
being the smallest printed book in 
the world, but as usual there have 
been craftsmen trying to set a new 
record for making the smallest book 
and several years ago Aaron Liss 
made a handwritten volume, bound in 
leather, which was about three- 
sixteenths of an inch square and con- 
tained the first three chapters of 
Genesis. However, so far as we know, 
the record today is held by the tiny 
volumes made by another American 
craftsman, Burt Randle, whose small- 
est handwritten books, bound in 
leather with a wire clasp, are less 
than one-eighth of an inch square and 
beside them even the smallest printed 
book looks large. 





Suitcase Library 


Thomas Elmore Luey, known as 
the “Globe-Trotting Poet-Humorist,” 
University City, Mo., has a number 
of hobbies, among them being a 
scrap book collection of many vol- 
umes, classified. His World Tour 
Scrapbook, was featured in HOBBIES 
a few years ago.

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Notes on Cookson and Ferguson Arms 


By W. G. C. KIMBALL 


HERE has been much misinfor- 

mation printed about these unu- 
sual repeating and breech loading 
flintlock arms. Neither the Cookson 
nor the Ferguson was invented by 
the men whose names are most 
closely associated with them. The 
Cookson repeating system was pro- 
bably first made by Lorenzoni of 
Florence, Italy, about 1660. He was 
a magnificent workman and his arms 
show the best workmanship of 
any of these arms now in existence. 
A pair of his pistols are illustrated 
here. These are in the collection of 
Major Renwick of Massachusetts. 


There is one amazing feature; 
the rolling steel breech block which 
carries the powder and ball to the 
chamber has a _ perfectly round, 
beautifully smooth channel for the 
powder, bored on a curve. How 
was it done? The writer has no 
idea. The action was controlled by 
the lever shown on the inside. The 
powder and ball were loaded in 
separate magazines on the side of 
the receiver, or in the stock. The 
pistol was pointed downward and 
the lever, in turning the circular 
breech block, first dropped the ball 
in the chamber, then on further 
turning deposited the powder; and 
at the end of the turn cocked the 
piece and deposited a priming

charge from a small magazine back 
of the.pan. Turning the lever back 
sealed the breech. 

These pistols were greatly prized 
and were very expensive at the time 
of their manufacture. The pair by 
J. Glass shown on page 104 are Eng- 
lish, and the silver mounts show 
the hallmark date of 1775. J. Glass 
is not listed in any of the arms ref- 
erence books, but Gardner gives a 
Thomas Glass, Bridgnorth, Eng- 
land, with working date of 1832. It 
is not unlikely that J. Glass might 
be the founder of the firm. He was 
a fine workman, as this pair which 
are in the Buck collection show 
superior workmanship, in action, 
barrels and decoration. 


The single Cookson pistol illus- 
trated is also in the Buck collection, 
and was made by Wilson, London; 
probably the one noted in the Gard- 
ner book, 1717-1737. The silver 
butt plate, while elaborately em- 
bossed with a panoply of arms, car- 
ries no hallmark date, as was gen- 
erally stamped on the later pieces. 

There is a mystery connected with 
the name John Cookson. He is not 
recorded anywhere as an English 
arms maker. Perhaps he was simp- 
ly an importer, for the pieces that 
bear his name are all Continental 
in workmanship, probably Italian. 


The gun formerly in the U. S. 
Cartridge Company collection, dated 
1586, is at least dated 25 years 
ahead of the invention of the first 
flintlock, as the earliest known was 
invented not earlier than 1610. In 
1586 matchlocks were still in com- 
mon use and the wheellock was still 
a novelty. As this gun was in very 
poor and rusty condition when 
found, and as the antique figures 
six and five are very similar, the 
date error was probably made in 
the restoration. It probably was 
originally dated 1686. 

The only other dated Cookson of 
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record is in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum in London, and is marked 
“John Cookson, Londini, fecit 1666.” 
Londini was the usual Italian spell- 
ing for London. This piece has all 
the Italian characteristics. It is il- 
lustrated and described in Pollard’s 
book. If Cookson had made both 
pieces, and the dates 1586 and 1666 
are correct, he was surely a super- 
man as there is a span of 80 years 
between the dates. 

There is a third signed Cookson 
gun in the Nunnamacher  col- 
lection in Milwaukee. This one is 
not dated but shows exactly the 
same Italian workmanship as_ the 
other two, and was undoubtedly 
made by the same workman. Pol- 
lard also notes other repeating flint- 
locks signed by Gorgo, Barne, Bar- 
tholomeo Cotel, and Onuterisch of 
Vienna. All the earlier pieces have 
short straight loading levers, while

on the 18th century pieces the lev- 
ers are longer and curved. This 
difference is shown in the illustra- 
tions of the Lorenzoni and Glass 
pairs. 

The American gunsmith, John 
Cookson of Boston, has sometimes 
been confused with the early Cook- 
son, but the American Cookson was 
active in the first half of the 18th 
century. The records show that he 


joined the Ancient and Honorable

course, he was nearly a century later. 
We are probably safe in giving Lor- 
enzoni, that superlative Italian work- 
man, credit for the invention of this 
repeating system. 

Now turning to the Ferguson 
breech loading arms; while it is quite 
true that the British government 
granted Ferguson a patent in 1776 
for “arms loading at the breech by 
means of an ingenious contrivance by 
which the trigger guard, acting as a 
lever, dropped a perpendicular plug 


on a fine threaded screw from flush 
with the top of the barrel to flush 
with the bottom of the bore, thus 
opening access to the chamber; also 
the provision of an elevating sight 
never in the way nor to be moved 
out of its place.” Ferguson, however, 
did not invent the system, but really 
only adapted it for British army use. 
It is not absolutely clear who did 
invent the system, but the pair of 
Clarkson breech loading flints shown 
here from the Buck Collection were 
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Equestrian armoured figure.

1680 and 1740 as this period was 
Clarkson’s span. Ferguson wasn’t 
born until 1744. 


The earliest dated arm of record 
using this breech loading system is 
attributed to the first Marshal Saxe 
of France, although of course he did 
not make it. It is a long musket 
mounted on a wheel carriage, and is 
dated 1718. The Marshal called it 
“L’Amusette.” It is described and 
illustrated in “Evolution of Hand 
Firearms” by Thierbach, published in 
1886. This “piece of amusement” is, 
or was, in the Musee’ d’Armes in 
Paris. Two contemporary French 
gunsmiths, Chaumette and Chauvin, 
both claim to have invented the sys- 
tem. They both were at work around 
1730, perhaps earlier. Another French 
maker, Brion of Paris, produced arms 
of this same system in 1736. All 
these were made, it will be noted, 





many years before Ferguson was 
born. 

Ferguson who was an officer in the 
British army, a crack shot, was of 
course greatly interested in getting 
the army to adopt this breech load- 
ing system, but without much success. 
The rifles that were made during 
his period were produced by private 
makers, a few of whom were Egg, 
Baker, Innis, Hunt and Knubley. The 
rifle illustrated here is by Durs Egg, 
a famous London maker. The earlier 
Ferguson type breech loaders were 
mostly pistols, and were all smooth 
bore except the Knubley pistol il- 
lustrated here from the Buck collec- 
tion, which is rifled and was made in 
Ferguson’s time. It is quite possible 
that Ferguson’s English patent. was 
based more on the rifling, than on the 
system, which of course he could not 
have invented as so many were un- 
questionably produced before his 
time.

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JURUPA CEREMONIAL ROCK 


By ALLIS M. HUTCHINGS 


JURUPA is an Indian name whose 

meaning is thought to be “Peace.” 
It is a fact that the tribe bearing it 
was noted for lack of strife with its 
neighbors. This tribe inhabited a 
mountain encircled valley in southern 
California, through which the Santa 
Ana River flows. 


In the days of the American pio- 
neers of this valley the old men of 
the tribe told the settlers of legends 
about a great white god and sacred 
ceremonies held each year on the 
summit of the little mountain which 
rises 500 feet over the present city 
of Riverside. The mountain is now 


called Rubidoux, after the famous 
French trapper and guide, Louis 
Rubidoux, who lived near the base 
of the mountain, which from 1935 
was a part of the Jurupa Rancho, one 
of the original Spanish land grants 
of early California. 

The mountain has many huge gran- 
ite boulders, more numerous than the 
trees which have been planted on its 
rocky slopes. In the courtyard of 
Mission Inn, less than a mile away, 
stands a rock of great interest. It’s 
of granite and hollowed out like a 
basin. Many years ago it was found 
at a point high up on the mountain 
and taken to the courtyard of the Inn 











Jarupa ceremonial rock 
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for safe keeping. Tradition concern- 
ing it is that each year, probably at 
the winter solstice, the Indians of 
various tribes of the surrounding ter- 
ritory made a pilgrimage up the 
rocky slopes, bearing offerings of 
fruits and foods pleasing to the god, 
and there in front of the ceremonial 
or sacrificial rock renewed vows of 
friendship and peaceful relations with 
the other tribes. 

This tradition of Peace, handed 
down from other centuries, has not 
been in vain, as Mt. Rubidoux has 
become famous as the mountain 
where the first undenominational 
Easter sunrise pilgrimage in the 
United States was held in 1909. Thou- 
sands have greeted the dawn on 
Rubidoux’s summit, crowned by a 
rough hewn cross, honoring Juni- 
pero Serra, the Padre of the Indians 
and the founder of the Franciscan 
missions in California. This service 
has been held annually with the ex- 
ception of this year when war regu- 
lations made it impossible. 

The name of Frank Augustus 
Miller, the late Master of Mission 
Inn, will always be associated with 
this Mountain of Peace; for near its 
summit in 1925 his friends and 
neighbors erected a Tower and 
Friendship Bridge of enduring 
granite to commemorate his ideals 
of world friendship. They are of 
the same granite as the Jurupa cere- 
monial rock and came from near 
the summit. 

Recently a radio commentator, as 
well as a statesman in Washington, 
in speaking of the “Peace Table” of 
after the war, mentioned this same 
Mt. Rubidoux at Riverside, as an 
appropriate setting for such discus- 
sions. Modern day strife and rush 
have not been able to rob the moun- 
tain of its true meaning. In case 
such a plan is carried out the

center of plans for peaceful living.

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Red Man’s Reverence for Little Things 


By ALLEN BROWN 


) yo average miniaturia collector 
wouldn’t look to the American 
aborigine for minute items to add to 
his collection. There are, however, 
a great number of tiny relics to be 
had which originated with that 
primitive people. There is usually 
a doubt as to what purpose they 
were made for, whether fetishes, 
ornaments or merely the curious 
white man’s trait of doing things 
unusual. 

In any event, they are found and 
are tiny. Some couldn’t have had any 
utilitarian purpose, being so small 
and fragile, except possibly in the 
case of tiny stone beads less than 
one-eighth inch in diameter. As 
many as 50,000 have been found in 
one grave, and of course, were 
either strung on a necklace or were 
attached to a cape-like garment. 

From Alaska comes miniature 
human and animal figures carved of 
bone, and ivory. In the United 
States tiny grooved axes and celts 
have been found as small as one 
inch to one and one-eighth inch in 
length. Tiny arrow points. one- 
fourth inch long were made, also 
one-half inch scrapers. Occasionally 
Bannerstones, only one and one- 
half inch in length are discovered. 


The Moundbuilders made tiny pot- 
tery dishes, which were no doubt 
used as toys. From Mexico and 
Central America come numerous 
tiny figurines and heads, bowls, 
saucers, etc., of pottery, occasionally 
of stone, and even metal. Tiny cop- 
per bells, which were ornamently 
used are also found. In northern 
South American prehistoric graves 
and camp sites, are found pottery, 
gold and silver effigies of humans 
and animals, as small as one inch 


in length. 
Brazil’s | ancient ‘“Caretas” are 
small to tiny decorative effigies. 


Peru, Bolivia and Argentine yield 
tiny obsidian arrow points under 
one-half inch in length. Tiny pot- 
tery dishes and figures of metal, 
and bells of gold, silver and copper 
are also found in these countries. 

The modern Indian is also quite 
adept at making tiny handicrafts, 
such as tiny beaded moccasins, bone 
carvings, pottery curios, etc. Pos- 
sibly the finest modern curio comes 
from the Alaskan Indian in the 
small carved Totem poles of bone 
and ivory. The miniaturia collecter 
would do well to watch for tiny In- 
dian items because they are rare 
and they are made in America.

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Nature's Laws at Work 


Visitors to national parks are cau- 
tioned against feeding the animals. 
This injunction applies not only to 
bears, which become unmanageable 
and sometimes dangerous, when 
pampered, but to the deer and other 
species, as well. 

Deer suffer actual privation when, 
after the departure of the campers, 
they are faced with the unaccustomed 
necessity of feeding themselves. At 
General Grant National Park, Cali- 
fornia, attempts have been made for 
years to gain the cooperation of the 
visitors in observing the “no-feeding” 
rules; as a result back-door pets are 
decreasing in that area. 

True animal lovers soon are won 
over to this necessary policy, in the 
national parks, realizing that it is 
mistaken kindness to feed animals 
that, in their natural state, are quite 
capable of self-support.

Larvae Diptera 


Six different forms of animal life 
have been found to date in Lehman 
Caves National Monument, Nevada. 

Latest to be added to the list is 
a species of tiny white worm, first 
observed on the wet rocks and sub- 
sequently found to be quite numer- 
ous. The worms appear to be larvae 
Diptera, although definite determina- 
tion cannot be made until a specimen 
is dissected. If Diptera, they are 
probably the larvae of the small black 
midges which frequent the caves at 
certain seasons. 

Discovery of the worms suggests 
many questicns: what is their life

“An Old Nest” 


The comb of an 80,000,000-year- 
old wasp nest, the earliest known rel- 
ic of the social insects on earth—re- 
poses in the Smithsonian Institution. 

The fossil, dating from the upper 
Cretaceous geological period when the 
great dinosaurs were coming to the 
end of their dominance, probably 
marks a significant turning point in 
the history of life, according to ge- 
ologists. At about that time there 
was a great evolutionary outburst of 
flowering plants which hitherto had 
occupied a minor place in the plant 
kingdom. A few million years later, 
in the Eocene or “dawn” age, they 
were to attain the Gqominance in the 
plant kingdom which they have held 
ever since. 

It seems likely that blossoms and 
social insects, indispensable partners 
ever since, developed at essentially 
the same time, say the geologists. 
Presumably the blossom with its pol- 
len came first but it would have been 
of little advantage to the plant and 
probably would have soon disappear- 
ed had pollen-carrying insects not 
come into the world at the same time. 
It was a fortuitous combination and 
has determined the face of nature 
ever since. 

This is also the first fossil evi- 
dence of the development of “‘society” 
in the world_the partnership of 
great numbers of free individuals in 
building a home and providing a 
community livelihood. Ever since, in 
spite of the great social progress of 
man, this has been exemplified chief- 
ly by the social insects. 

The fossil which was found in 
southwestern Utah, came from a 
rock stratum relatively barren in 
other evidences of ancient life. There 
were a few fragmentary, unidentifi- 
able leaves, some silicified wood, and 
a fragment of bone. 

Apparently the wasp nest fell into 
mud which covered it over, forming a 
mould. The original material of the 
comb soon disappeared but the form 
was left. The mud was afterward 
bound together in an iron solution, 
resulting in a hard concretion in 
which the form would be preserved 
indefinitely.

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A PYRENEES ALBUM

\ iow Pyrenees mountains, which 

separate France from Spain, ex- 
tend 270 miles in length, and from 30 
to 70 miles in breadth, from the Gulf 
of Rosas, in the Mediterranean, to the 
south-east corner of the Bay of Bis- 
cay. For ages the only passages 
through this range between the plains 
of France and the Spanish peninsula 
were at the Atlantic and Mediter- 
ranean ends. The central region of- 
fered protection and a little east of 
midway the ancient city of Toulouse 
grew to be a metropolis before the 
Romans came that way in the 2nd 
century B.C. The: Pyrenees should 
first be seen f10m Toulouse and from 
the top of the Hill of the Column. 
Toulouse holds the key to every gate- 
way of the Pyrenees. Here first your 
ear will pick up the strange accents 
of Catalan and Basque. 

The Hill of the Column, from the 
top of which the mountains may be 
seen on a clear day, receives its name 
from the curious brick column which 
commemorates the pattle of Toulouse 
in 1814. This battle was one of the

tragic futilities of history in which 
8,000 lives were sacrificed for and 
against Napoleon and it was fought 
ten days after he had abdicated. 
From the top we see the pathway of 
Hannibal on his magnificent never-to- 
be-completed circle, from Carthage to 
Spain and across the Alps through 
Italy. The story of Hannibal still 
holds along his line of march while 
that of Roland is already nearly dead. 
Other great names are connected with 
the French side of the Pyrenees: St. 
Louis, king of France; Henry IV, the 
White Plume of Navarre; the Great 
Conde; Cardinal Richelieu; and Mar- 
garet who gave us the “Heptameron.” 

Toulouse built almost entirely out 
of brick and roofed almost exclusive- 
ly with tiles is called “La Cite Rose.” 
Prior to the coming of the Romans 
there was a sacred lake near ‘Tou- 
louse which attracted pilgrims who 
came to cast coins to obtain favors 
from strange gods. The Roman con- 
sul Cepion drained the lake to steul 
its accumulated treasure. From the 
Hill of the Column one sees the iam- 
ous towers forming an arc from north 
to south: St. Sernin, the Cordeliers, 
the Jacobins, the Dalbade, the Au- 
gustins and St. Etienne. They are a 
blend of Romanesque and Gothic ar- 
chitecture. The tower of the Corde- 
liers stands like a blasted column 
for the great church of which it was 
the crowning ornament was destroyed 
by fire in 1870. The church of the 
Augustins is now part of the Mu- 
seum. The most beautiful of all the 
towers in Toulouse is that of St. 
Sernin. 

St. Sernin, one of the greatest Ro- 
manesque churches in existence, was 
consecrated in the 11th century. The 
facade is not yet finished. Within are 
many art treasures including the elab- 
orately carved choirstalis. Among 
these carvings is the “preaching pig” 
said to have been a satire on John 


_Calvin. While St. Sernin’s presents a 


forest of columns, the church of the 


November, 1943 


Jacobins has few, but they make up 
in circumference what they lack in 
numbers. These columns divide the 
church into two equal parts. St. Eti- 
enne seems on first appearance to be 
the work of a blind man and has all 
the weirdness of the cubist art. Stone, 
wood, tapestry and glass are assem- 
bled in a miraculous union. 

Carcassone is one of the many cit- 
ies said to have been founded by that 
Trojan refugee, Aeneas. Another leg- 
end says it was founded by Carcas, 
Queen Esther’s eunuch. Pliny men- 
tioned it as a stronghold of the Gauls. 
No doubt it owed its origin to its site, 
on a hill at the opening of the valley 
of the Aude. The coming of gun- 
powde rendered the old fortress use- 
less and its importance passed with 
the moving of the French border to 
the coast of the Pyrenees. The Sec- 
ond Republic ordered the whole place 
destroyed in 1850. 


The people of Roussillon and the 
Vermilion Coast are Catalans still al- 
though the treaty makers of 1659 
made the mountains the dividing line 
between France and Spain. Yet it 
was this ancient district that gave 
France its great Marshal Joffre in the 
first World War. He was born at 
Rivesaltes, five miles from Perpig- 
nan, the metropolis of Roussillon. 
The legend of the city is that it was 
founded by Pere Pinya, a lonely

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herdsman, who was advised to settle 
there by the River Tet who promised 
to water and prosper his fields. 

Elne consists of a few old houses 
around one of the most beautiful 
cloisters in France, the former cathe- 
dral of St. Eulalie. As Illiberis, it was 
a city before the Romans came to 
Gaul. Hannibal passed this way in 
218 B.C. Even before that time a 
princess lived here; her name was 
Pyrenee, who was loved and jilted by 
Hercules, and from her the moun- 
tains receive their name. 

The ninth century Abbey of St. 
Michael-de-Cuxa near Prades, was 
made famous because Pietro Orseolo, 
doge of Venice, died there in 987. It 
is now a ruin and a recent traveler 
has described it as a barnyard in a 
basilica. Vernet-les-Bains, formerly 
Verney-en-Conflans, claims to be the 
“Paradise of the Pyrenees.” It was 
once the favorite resort of English 
royalty and Kipling is named as a 
tourist who came there. 

Mount Louis, at an altitude of 5135 
feet, is the highest garrisoned town 
in France. It was the capital of 
French Cerdagne, one of the valleys 
that affords a natural highway over 
the Pyrenees. Mount Louis, named 
for Louis XIV, was fortified by Vau- 
ban. From Cerdagne it is only a lit- 
tle distance to the so-called republic 
of Andorra. ; 

Another geographical curiosity is 
Llivia, a tiny “enclave,” about four 
miles long, belonging to Spain. When 
the frontier treaty was drawn in 1659 
the French demanded all the villages 
of the French Cerdagne. Spain a- 
greed but Llivia was no village, it 
held the charter of a town, and so, 
though it was a mile within French 
territory, Spain has held on to it till 
this very day. It is connected with 
Spain by a neutral road. 

After the Cerdagne pass there is 
no break into Spain for 74 miles. 
Along this wall are the Mountains of 
the Dead, the Hills of the Mouth of 
Death, the Peaks of the Damned, Lost 
Mountain, The Peaks of Hell, and the 
Mouth of Hell. Ax-les-Thermes, is a 
watering place on the banks of the 
Ariege. It has a hospital built by St. 
Louis for leper crusaders. But long 
before that, in 452 A. D. St. Vincent 
was martyred here by Attila the Hun. 

Foix has no healing waters and is 
therefore unique. Likéwise it has no 
history older than the time of Char- 
lemagne. Its church of St. Volusien 
is incomplete after five centuries.

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THE LITTLE MAGAZINE

ine most collectors, the little maga- 

zine is terra incognito. Recently, 
however, the historian has become 
increasingly aware of the tremendous 
amount of important material by 
American authors, much of it uncol- 
lected, to be found in the little maga- 
zines of the various periods. 

Several of our large universities 
now have splendid collections of this 
type of Americana and are constantly 
on the alert to fill the gaps that ap- 
pear in even the most complete of 
these collections. 

The world “little” in this branch 
of collecting must be used literally. 
Not all of these publications are little 
in format. While the majority fall in 
this category, others are considerably 
larger. The latter are genuine little 
magazines because of the small num- 
ber published or the little circulation 
achieved. 

Collectors in search of new avenues 
of exploration, either on a particular 
subject or of the works of their fa- 
vorite authors, might well consider 
the possibilities of the little magazine. 
They will find the search exciting and 
yet a task not too easy of accomplish- 
ment. Here are a few random ex- 
amples of publications that are well 
worth acquiring: 

The Bilioustine. Edited by Leston 
Taylor (B.L.T.) creator of the Trib- 
une’s famous “Line o’ Type or Two.” 
A take-off on Elbert Hubbard’s 
“Philistine.” 

The Black Cat. Bert Leston Tay- 
lor’s “In the Cabin of Ben Bolt,” ap- 
peared in the January, 1898, number.

He beareth for Arms: Argent a 
saltire vaire vert and or between 4 
trefoils vert. Crest—A dragon azure. 
Motto—Moli me tangere. 


The above description of the Pren- 
dergast Armorial Bearing is regis- 
tered in O’Hart’s “Irish Pedigrees”; 
and, with variations, in Burke’s Gen- 
eral Armory, and confirmed in Fair- 
bairn’s Book of Crests. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A silver (argent) shield on which is 
charged a St. Andrew’s cross. The 
cross is “vaire” which is the fur of 
a squirrel-like animal. Between the 
four arms of the cross are 4 green 
(vert) 3-petalled leaves, or trefoils. 
The saltire is green (vert), and gold 
(or). The crest is a blue (azure) 
dragon with two feet and an arrow- 
head tail. 

The saltire, or St. Aisidionil Ss cross, 
is one of 9 “Honourable Ordinaries”, 
straight-lined symbols, first used in 
the identification of armoured men. 
The cross is always a symbol of sac- 
rifice, sorrow, and suffering, and the 
St. Andrew’s cross is emblematical 
of resolution, given as a reward to 
those who have scaled the walls of 
towns. It definitely denotes Crusader 
ancestry. Vaire is represented in 
Heraldry by shield-like figures, usu- 
ally alternating silver and blue, to 
simulate gray, but. in this case, green 
(vert) and gold (or). 

The trefoil, when it is green on a 
shield, is the Irish shamrock, and is 
symbolical of perpetuity—that the 
just man shall never wither. It is the 
floral device of Ireland. 

The dragon is considered by the 
poets as one sitting brooding on 
riches and treasures which are com- 
mitted to its charge because of its 
admirable sharpness of sight, and that 
it is supposed of all living creatures 
to be the most valiant. It therefore 
stands as the symbol of most valiant 
defender of treasure, and is granted 
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Ht the Sign of the Crest 
Pendergast Coat-of-Arms 
By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 
were joined by their ally, Dermod 


to men who are experts in the hand- 
ling of their country’s finance. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristic of the original 
bearer and granted only upon merit. 
Silver signifies sincerity and peace; 
green, sturdiness and strength; gold, 
elevation of mind and generosity; 
blue, loyalty and truth. 

The motto “Moli me tangere’’, is 
translated “Do not touch me”. This 
was not granted to the original bear- 
er, but has been used by various 
members of the family through the 
centuries. 


THE NAME 

PRENDIRLEGAST is the first 
form of the name, as recorded in 
Normandy, but surname authorities 
have not found its meaning. The pro- 
nunciation in Englist soon influenced 
the spelling, and the name gradually 
changed to Prendergast, and Pren- 
delgast, and also to Pendergast, the 
last spelling being the most common 
in America. 


THE ANCIENT FAMILY 

In May 1169, Maurice Prendergast 
and other chiefs from Wales (being 
the first of the Anglo-Normans to in- 
vade Ireland, landed at Bag-an-bun, 
or Bannow, in county Wexford, near 
the bay of Waterford, where they 
were joined by their ally, Dermod 
MacMurrough, King of Leinster. 

Henry II of England in A. D. 1177, 
gave a grant to a Norman, Robert 
Le Poer, his marshall in county Wa- 
terford, Ireland; and among the set- 
tlers, mostly Normans, were the Pren- 
dergasts. Waterford is celebrated as 
the chief landing-place of the Anglo- 
Norman invaders under Richard de 
Clare “The Strongbow” and his fol- 
lowers; and is also remarkable as 
the chief place where several kings of 
England landed in expeditions to Ire- 
land. 

Prendergast is in th- list of prin- 
cipal families of Cork, and in the 
list of “Men of Note that came with 
King James II out of France, or that 
followed him after.”’ In the retinue 
of King James II in Ireland in 1690 
was Major Edmond Pendergast.

The seal of one of these chiefs, 
David Prendergast, who lived in the 
middle of the 18th century, still ex- 
ists, and an impression is in the mu- 
seum of the late Dr. Petrie, of Dublin. 
It bears his arms on a shield, and the 
legend is “S. David de Prendergast”— 
“S.” standing for “Sir,” therefore he 
was a knight. 

In 1797, Thomas was in the Irish 
House of Commons. 


THE FAMILY IN AMERICA 

Early records of New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Maine, New York, 
Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia 
bear the name of P(r)endergast, the 
earliest in New Hampshire and Vir- 
ginia. The ancestors of the family in 
Ohio who have made this article pos- 
sible, came to America in the “Good 
Ship Pink Cow”; Edmund, the first to 
arrive, in 1688, settled in New 
Hampshire. 

O’Hart’s “Irish Pedigrees” states 
that “Captain James Prendergast was 
with the 68rd N. Y. Volunteers in 
Meagher’s Irish Brigade in the service 
of America, 1861-65,” and this is con- 
firmed in United States records. 

Those bearing the name P(r)ender- 
gast are not numerous in this country 
at present, but there are thousands 
descended from those of the name.

CREST CORNER 

Occasionally I have been asked 
about the Coat-of-Arms of our May- 
flower ancestors. Although I have not 
worked on all of them, and therefore 
have not made definite search, I can 
give you this list of eleven that are 
recorded by New England authorities: 
Alden, Bradford, Brewster, Cook, Ful- 
ler, Hopkins, Howland, Standish, 
Warren, White, Winslow. 

“Little did they think of their 
Coats-of-Arms, in those days of hard- 
ship,” I hear some of you say. Do 
not be too sure. “A man’s a man for 
a’ that”—and though they had all 
left England mainly because of re- 
ligious or political persecution, the 
very fact that they called the section 
over here “New England,” and named 
their new settlements Boston, Hing- 
ham, Worcester, and many more after 
the towns they were brought up in, 
and continued using family first 
names, proves their innate attachment 
to customs, and places, and family. 

Coats-of-Arms were a family pos- 
session. Even the censustaker, for the 
“Visitations,’” recorded the family 
“Coat-of-Arms,” and that identified 
the branch of the family. The seal 
with the Arms cut in it, identified 
their legal papers, and was used by 
our early settlers all along the coast 
to Virginia. 

Then there must have been some 
satisfaction to these families endur- 
ing the privations and sufferings of 
those early days, in the thought that 
their forefathers had accomplished— 
had achieved—inspiring them to still 
greater heights. The stag’s head for

“administrative ability” on the Brad- 
ford, the chevron for “protection of 
the defenceless” on the Brewster, the 
crescents for “Crusader service” on 
the Alden, and in turn each Arms 
bore a significant symbol. 

“And did they bring them with 
them?” Of course they did—carved 
on their chests, engraved on their sil- 
ver, embroidered on their linens—a 
family tradition, dear to their hearts. 

The days these families gathered 
in feasting and thanksgiving for the 
harvest of their toil, 323 years ago, 
they must have thanked God, also, 
for their heritage—for the character- 
istics they had had passed on to them 
—characteristics of physical, mental, 
and spiritual values—characteristics 
that have held true to form through 
these generations. And listen—I dare 
to whisper—they kept their family 
records religiously!

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COLLECTOR’S LUCK 


By LARRY FREEMAN 


Toys or Miniatures 

A perennial argument concerns how 
many of the miniature replicas of old 
household equipment were ever play- 
ed with by children and how many 
were made simply for display in 
adult households. In earlier times, 
just as now, many adults who would 
scorn the word “toy” had the hobby 
of collecting exquisite examples of 
craftsmanship in miniature. These 
were displayed in curio cabinets; the 
custom being more prevalent in Eur- 
ope than in America. Some of the 
early examples of miniature furniture 
were used, of course, for furnishing 
the doll houses of children. They 
were not the product of a toy maker, 
but were made by the artisans who 


supplied the needs of the adult house- 


hold for these same pieces in full size 
scale. Just as many, however, 
may have been made as a sort of 
tour de force—an exhibition of skilled 
craftsmanship intended to serve only 
as garniture for cabinet or mantle- 
piece. 

Almost every piece of hand-made 
wood or metal work in diminutive 
size has been held suspect as a toy. 
But this attitude reaches its logical 
absurdity when objects known to have 
been manufactured for children’s 
play are also questioned. The iron 
and metal objects of the 19th century 
are obviously too crude and inexpen- 
sive to have appealed to the curio col- 
lector. These objects are pictured in

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toy catalogs, Even the wooden bu- 
reaus of the early 1800’s may now be 
regarded not as models from which 
adults selected furniture styles, but 
mainly as a storage place for doll 
clothes, A bureau has been found 
that had a label pasted on its back 
reading as follows: “J. Watrous, mak- 
er of toy bureaus.” As for the con- 
tention that the miniature pieces of 
china, Lacy Sandwich and other press- 
ed glass were salesmen’s samples, 
that, too, has been exploded by the 
discovery of catalogs in which “child- 
ren’s sets” are pictured and priced. 
Occasionally the miniature collector 
gets old toys in with items that were 
intended only for the curio cabinet. 
The confusion is less likely the more 
recent the specimen. Modern min- 
iatures have grown smaller in size 
while household play equipment has 
grown larger. The furniture models 
which were made -in solid silver dur- 
ing the 17th and 18th centuries are 
among the finest of the strictly min- 
iature items. The general miniature 
collector, perhaps, is not concerned 
if his find was originally intended for 
child’s play. But the purist, now 
as in more ancient times, will keep 
away from mass-produced toys.

Popularizer 

Your columnist has of late heard 
himself referred to as a “popularizer” 
of antiques. It is not known if this 
label is intended to be complimentary 
or derogatory. A few tend to resent 
popularizers on the grounds that only 
the extremely rare is worthy of at- 
tention and that collecting should be 
reserved for those who are properly 
oriented in the hush-hush atmosphere 
which surrounds the ultra-classy art 
gallery. Discussions of Victorian fur- 
nishings, buttons, pattern glass and 
similar desirable and easily accessible 
antiques do not cheapen collecting. 
Indeed, it is the only means by which 
the ranks of advanced collectors are 
filled up. Some of our most studied 
authorities on Stiegel and other rare 
blown glass, graduated into this ad- 
vanced class from a period in which 
their only interest was the late pat- 
terned : wares.. The haute-mode in 
collecting is not achieved in a day, 
nor is its cause advanced by high- 
brow writing about items that can 
only be found in the museums. 

We enjoy the label “popularizer” 
when used in its rightful sense. In 
the past, far too many antique arti- 
cles have been cloaked in a heavy 
swathe of affected scholarship; this 
can make even the description of a 
cupplate as complicated as a Ph.D. 
thesis. The really great authorities 
in any field, medicine, science, or lit- 
erature, do not require extended foot- 
notes or highfalutin language to put 
their points across. The breaking of 
any false reserve and obscure circum- 
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locution is a fitting objective for a 
popularizer. Every hobbyist should 
be able to enjoy reading about ‘items 
which are not his specialty. If he 
doesn’t, he will not read. Collecting 
is for fun, not for strain and head- 
aches,

Primitives Again 

We return to an old enthusiasm in 
urging our readers to continue the 
hunt for primitives. Very little has 
yet been written about the tools, toys, 
household implements, furniture, 
needlework and paintings fashioned 
by the home handy-man or by jour- 
neymen artisans and many of the 
best types are lost to record forever. 
They found their way to the trash 
pile easily during the craze for late 
Victorian elegance. Others, however, 
remain tucked away in barns and at- 
tics to this day, and should be search- 
ed out at all costs. The term prim- 
itive, which we apply to this type of 
material, is usually used very loosely 
to cover any and everything that is 
crude, battered and of questionable 
value. Your columnist recently ob- 
served a friend proudly bearing away 
from an auction, “a primitive which 
I got for the bargain price of 25c.” 
This “primitive” turned out to be 
nothing more then an old sawbuck, 
constructed not more than 25 years 
ago!—somehow, this person had prob- 
ably heard of the sawbuck table, and 
had reached the conclusion that she 
was buying an associated piece. Deal- 
ers, also are often uninformed about 
primitivism and will offer the most 
sickly collection of junk under this 
title, while being blind to the possi- 
bilities of real finds as they “antique” 
the countryside. Significantly, mu- 
seums, until a few years ago, needed 
much persuasion in order to accept 
gifts of old tools, toys and needle- 
work. Now, these items are being 
hauled out of storage and used to 
form some of the most interesting 
and popular displays ever held. Prim- 
itives are definitely “in” in public fa- 
vor, as collectors and dealers scour 
the countryside in search of the bet- 
ter types. Primitives fit well with 
the cottage type of architecture and 
comfortable style of living at the 
weekend retreat or summer home. An- 
other-commendable feature is the still 
reasonable prices which are charged 
for this type of decorative accessory. 


Much of the best in American prim- 
itives is to be found in local or pri- 
vate museums, especially where some 
individual’s outstanding work on cov- 
erlets, tinware, wood-carving or what- 
not has been collected and preserved. 
Visits to such collections is one of 
the surest ways to information about 
the art and life of the simple country 
folk who made up the bulk of our 
population in the 19th century.

TINY VASES

sl ipcieene years ago, my wife and I 

began a collection of miniature 
vases. This had been our ambition for 
many years. We decided to collect 
them from as many countries as pos- 
sible. We began our search on our 
own Royal Street in New Orleans, 
which is famous for its antiques, and 
found about 25 there. 

As the collection started to grow, 
the urge to obtain finer pieces became 
our goal. Small vases of good quality 
and design are scarce, but we searched 
every nook and cranny looking for 
them, 

Our quest took us to Havana, Pan- 
ama, New York, but most of our col- 
lection was purchased in New Orleans. 
At the present time we have 95 vases, 
and they range in size from one to 
four inches. We boast such prizes as 
a specimen from ancient Pompeii, a 
rare Parian urn (1820), old Doulton, 
examples of Tiffany, Limoges enamel, 
Crown Derby, Rockingham, white 
jade, Satsuma, Sevres, candy glass 
and some very exquisite Chinese 
porcelains. 

Our Rockingham specimen was ob- 
tained by a New Orleans dealer on her 
visit to England long before the war. 
This little vase was purchased from 
the collection of an old gentleman who 
had one of the finest collections of 
miniatures in England. Queen Mary 
used to visit his shop, so we were 


told. Whenever she selected a few 
specimens from his stock, the shop- 
keeper’s wife wept for she had learned 
to love the collection and hated to 
part with even one specimen. 

Our Chinese porcelain specimens 
were procured from Reverend James 
Coyle. He was bound for Shanghai 
from the Province of Kiang Si, where 
the finest Chinest porcelain is made, 
and where he had labored for 18 
years among the Chinese. He had 
some lovely miniature vases which 
were made expressly for Chinese 
trade which were to be left in 
Shanghai. The Japs saw to it, how- 
ever, that he never reached his destin- 
ation. Bound for the United States, 
he took the precious cargo with him 
and we procured the specimens from 
Reverend Coyle personally after he 
arrived in this country. 

Our Tiffany specimen was bought 
in New York, and it is the daintiest 
of small vases in Tiffany that we 
have seen. The larger pieces of Tif- 
fany were signed, and so is this 
miniature specimen,

MINERALOGICAL 
THOUGHTS 


By W. SCOTT LEWIS 


“RARE” BUT CHEAP 

Some minerals are rare in the sense 
that they are almost never found over 
a large part of the earth’s surface, 
and yet they are easily obtained by 
collectors because they are common 
in limited localities that happen to be 
near large centers of population. The 
mineral glaucophane belongs to this 
group. It was first discovered on the 
island of Syra (of course you know 
where that is) and later on the side 
of the Matterhorn in Switzerland. It 
would probably be rather hard to ob- 
tain a stock from either of those lo- 
calities at the present time, but for- 
tunately there is an extensive series 
of rocks in the Coast Range of Cali- 
fornia in which glaucophane is often 
found. A locality north of the Bay

The name is from two Greek words 
meaning “to appear bluish-green,” so 
it can not be considered very descrip- 
tive. 


ROCK USES FACE POWDER 

Up in Marin Co., California, a ser- 
pentine rock has evidently been read- 
ing the “Aids to Beauty” column in 
the local paper because our corres- 
pondent found one locality in which 
specimens were well covered with 
make-up. There was nothing common 
about this rock’s face powder, either. 
It was so exclusive that no movie star 
ever had anything like it. Even the 
chemical formula is still in doubt, al- 
though we do know that it is a hy- 
drous magnesium borate. The ques- 
tion is whether the California ma- 
terial also contains iron and silica. It 
probably does as a California rock 
would be sure to add everything avail- 
able. 

The mineral camsellite was first 
discovered in British Columbia and 
later on in California. As far as we 
know, these are the only localities in 
which it has been obtained. It is 
found as a white coating on serpen- 
tine rock and in vcins penetrating the 
rock. 

CAMSELLITE—Hydrous magnesium 
borate, perhaps containing some 
iron and silica. Hardness 3 or more. 
Specific gravity 2.60. Crystal sys- 
tem in doubt. White powdery or 
fibrous material coating serpentine.

—(Newspaper report.) 
This shows the asinine, conscience- 
less and infamous depths that politics 
have fallen into in this country. This 
fellow made a failure of everything he 
undertook in private life. I knew his 
father before him. His father was a 
successful publisher of a prosperous 
farm paper. This kid, after an exten- 
sive education, couldn’t make it go and 
it was thrown into a receivership.

He 
is one of those birds who, not being 
able to make a success in business 
himself, thinks that the high pres- 
sure boys are the only ones who 
can make money. He has become 
their tool and front. Everybody 
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knew who was back of him when 
he started that quarrel with Jesse 
Jones. The high pressure’ boys 
wanted to get control of the money 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corp- 
oration. Jones doesn’t play their 
game and they have been trying to 
smear him and oust him. The high 
rressure boys are going to take that 
one fatal step some day and it 
might be when they come face to 
face with Jesse Jones and his Texas 
rangers.

We 
have seen how much progress has 
been made since then. Two planes 
can carry the entire team overnight 
across the continent, if necessary, 
while the players sleep. 

We will put more glamour and new 
ideas in baseball and the new large 
cities included will enable us to get 
the big stars from the other leagues. 
There will be no games where the at- 
tendance runs from 600 to 3,000, as 
is the case in a large portion of the 
games at the present time. Our west- 
ern teams will be Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Seattle and the Twin Cities, 
the park being built between Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul which will be less 
distance for the patrons than to Yan- 
kee Stadium or Cubs Park, Chicago.

“THE SHARPS RIFLE, Its His- 
tory, Development and Operation,” 
by Winston O. Smith. 138 pages, 
illustrated with 35 plates, indexed. 
William Morrow & Co., Inc. 386 
Fourth Ave., New York City, $3. 


This is a comprehensive study of 
the Sharps rifle, the first successful 
breech-loading rifle, invented in 1848 
by Christian Sharps, and its _his- 
tory, development and operation. It 
is regrettable that the exigencies of 
time, paper and effort in this war- 
year prevent the kind of a bang-up 
review we’d like to print of this 
book for it shows very wide, careful 
and close research on the part of 
the author. Mr. Smith is assistant 
professor of Mechanical Engineer- 
ing at the University of Oklahoma 
and has been shooting, studying and 
collecting firearms for 20 years. If 
you’re a firearms enthusiast, by all 
means buy and read this book, for 
it takes you from Mr. Smith’s first 
purchase of a rusty Sharps carbine, 
all the way through the Sharps’ his- 
tory and finally through the loading 
and shooting of Sharps carbines.

cording artists, and went with the 
other members of the Quartet to Eng- 
land in 1902, where their fame had 
preceded them to such an extent that 
they reaped a rich harvest making 
records for the European companies. 

Soon after their return, Macdon- 
ough, by this time unquestionably the 
most popular recording tenor of his 
day, signed an exclusive contract 
with Victor and became its assistant 
recording director, in charge of the 
New York studios. Here he not only 
continued to sing the latest ballads 
by the score and to take part in an 
almost incredible amount of ensemble 
work with Haydn and many other 
groups, but to supervise all Victor 
recording activities outside those at 
the Camden laboratories. There was 
plenty of work, but he seemed to 
thrive on it!
